Deregulating the sale of hypodermic needles is a 
common-sense approach in the fight against AIDS 


Clean shot 


IDS DOES NOT conjure the same 

mind-numbing tcrror that it did a 

few years ago. That’s good. Unfor- 
tunately, this lessening of blind fear has 
been accompanicd by a worrisome drop in 
the scriousness with which the discasc is 
taken. The widely publicized new miracle 
drugs that have extended the lives of many 
people with AIDS have created the false im- 
pression that the crisis is over, or at least di- 
minished substantially. The truth is that 
these drug regimens are prohibitively cxpen- 


The case for deregulation is compelling. Ac- 
cording to advocates, Massachusetts is one of 
just cight statcs that require a prescription to 
purchase a needle — and these eight states 
account for 59 percent of all needlc-induced 
AIDS cases. In addition, at least 43 percent of 
AIDS cases diagnosed in Massachusetts in 
1997, the latest ycar for which figures arc 
available, were related to intravenous drug 
use — more than any other cause. Tellingly, 
the infection rate is considerably lower in 
Boston, where needle exchange is available,

eryone, and may not be a long- 
lasting solution even for those 
who have been fortunate cnough 
to be restored to health. 
Prevention, in other words, remains the 
most important weapon in fighting AIDS. 
Earlier this month, AIDS-treatment advo- 
cates and public-health officials testificd be- 
fore the Iegislature’s Joint Committce on 
Health Care in favor of a common-sense 
proposal that would allow adults to buy hy- 
podermic needles without a prescription. 
The sharing of dirty needles is the principal 
route by which HIV, hepatitis B, and hepati- 
tis C arc passed from onc drug addict to an- 
other — and, through subsequent sexual 
contact, to their non-drug-abusing partners 
as well. For well over a decade, clucless 
conservatives have succeeded in limiting 
clean-needlie exchange to a handful of pilot 
programs. Dercgulation would remove such 
political impediments, making it possible for 
any adult to buy a nccdle, for as little as 
50 cents, at any pharmacy in the state.

Icad to more drug abusc. “There must be a 


fragile cven without getting picked on be- 
cause you're not cool, or beat up because 
you wore something that wasn’t hip. The 
humiliation becomes unbearable to the 
point that these kids can’t sce past gradua- 
tion, or, if they do, believe it will be more of 
the samc. So these outcasts band together, 
create their own

of Revenge of the 
Nerds. 

I’m not saying “the 
criminal is the vic- 
tim.”

This is a 
totally nonsensical and uninformed position. 
What Reilly, Cox, and thcir ilk fail to under- 
stand, or care about, is that the unavailability 
of clean needles leads not to abstinence but 
to discase — affecting not just drug addicts 
but their partners and children as well. 

The Joint Committee on Health Carc is 
considcring two deregulation bills, Housc 
972 and Senate 535. They are virtually the 
same, except that the Housc bill applics to 
people age 17 and older and the Senate bill 
sets the minimum age at 18. The co-chairs 
of the committee are Senator Richard 
Moore (D-Uxbridge), who can be reached

At press time, the Joint Committee on 
Health Care was preparing to rcport out fa- 
vorably a bill that would allow anyone 18 or 
older to purchase necdles without a pre- 
scription. According to Senator Richard 
Moore (D-Uxbridge), co-chairman of the 
committee, the action was expected to take 
place on Thursday; three other bills related 
to clean needles were scheduled to be acted 
upon as well. But though the imprimatur of 
the committce is an important first step, the 
full House and Senate must follow through 
in a timely manner by passing this Icgisla- 
tion, and Governor Paul Ccllucci must sign 
it into law. The Phoenix urges the legislature 
and the governor to support this sensible 
measurc to protect public health. &

WELL, WELL: corporate acquisition could mark the 
end of a cozy online tradition. 





With Norman Lear joining its board of directors and a 
public stock offering in the works, the online magazine 
Salon has generated a lot of publicity recently. But in 
terms of Internet culture, Salon’s most important news 
lately is its acquisition of a 10,000-member online 
community called the WELL. 

The WELL (short for Whole Earth 'Lectronic Link) is a 
15-year-old bullctin-board system run out of Sausalito, 
California. In its heyday, in the late ‘80s and early ‘90s, 
the Well, with its impressive roster of Bay Area thinkers 
and writers, was pretty much the model of the electronic 
village: in addition to running famously high-minded 
discussion groups, the membership was so tight-knit that 
it raised money to see individual participants through 
family emergencies. When Web idealists talk about the 
medium’s potential for community, they're usually talking 
about something like the WELL. 

Its new owncrs won't be abolishing the WELL, which 
for now will continue to operate as a distinct online 
entity. And from the outside, the purchase looks like a 
good fit: many Salon staffers are long-time WELL 
members, and Salon's existing discussion forums were in 
fact modeled on the WELL. On the inside, however, the 
takcover is the subject of hot debate: some 
“WELLbeings” see acquisition by a publicly traded 
corporation as a potential disaster. “It will mean in one 
sense the death of what the Bay Area considers so 
sacred,” wrote one. “The Well with all its quirkiness 
represents what makes cyberworld so interesting and 
vital.” 

In reality, even some die-hards admit that things have 
already changed. The WELL has had its share of growing 
pains, and has lost many devoted members to smaller 
spinoff communities. And it’s been a long time since all 
the WELL’s members met for cocktails every week. Says 
Virtual Community author Howard Rheingold, a WELL 
member since 1985, “It could probably survive some 
shaking up.” 

Still, you don't have to be a fanatic WELLbeing to 
recognize that somcthing is being lost. In a world 
increasingly focused on the Web as a means of selling 
things, the WELL absorption into a corporate intcrest, 
no matter how benign, is a bit like losing your town 
square to a condo developer. It’s hard not to fecl that it’s 
the end of an era.

Tastelessness compounded by bad timing 


Stop me if you've heard this one. A high-school kid named 
Jeremy tells his parents, “You might be interested to know that 
I've narrowed my career objectives to two main areas... 
paramedic or professional assassin.” A real knee-slapper, eh? 
Especially after last week's tragic shootings in Littleton, Colorado. 

Trouble is, that so-called joke appeared on Tuesday in the 
syndicated cartoon strip Zits, carried in some 725 newspapers — 
including the Boston Globe. And the Globe, which years back 
didn't hesitate to censor Joanie Caucus’s moment of passion with 
Rick Redfern in Doonesbury, \et the tasteless lapse run as is. 
“We've had no complaints as far as | can find out,” says Globe 
spokesperson Rick Gulla. Well, consider this the first. 

It's not that Zits’ creators, Jerry Scott and Jim Borgman, are 
completely insensitive. They submitted the strip to their syndicate, 
King Features, weeks ago, long before the slaughter at 
Columbine High School. (Not that that gets them off the hook 
completely. After all, school shootings have been a more or less 
ongoing tragedy for several years.) According to King Features 
spokesperson Claudia Smith, Tuesday's cartoon was flagged

ahead of time by an editor in Arkansas. At King’s request, Scott 
and Borgman changed Jeremy's career options to “microbiologist 
or pilot.” Smith says the four Littleton-area dailies that carry Zits 
were then alerted early enough for them to make that change, 
but adds there was no time to contact all 725 clients. “Obviously, 
we regret that it happened,” says Smith. Of course, a reasonably 
bright intern and a fax machine can work wonders, but King 
Features apparently didn't think of that. 

Ironically, the Cincinnati Enquirer, Pulitzer winner Borgman’s 
home base, ran a rather poignant Borgman editorial cartoon on 
the same day as the Zits faux pas. It showed a father protectively 
holding his daughter, with newspaper headlines about Kosovo 
and school shootings scattered at his feet. 

At the Globe, meanwhile, Gulla says both employees 
responsible for screening cartoons are on vacation this week, 
making it impossible to find out whether anyone considered 
pulling it. Asked whether anyone even looked at it after the 
Littleton shootings, Gulla replied: “I just don’t know.”

Safer schools for kids who don’t fit in 


Immediately after the news broke that two students at 
Columbine High School in Littleton, Colorado, had gunned 
down 12 classmates and a teacher before killing themselves, 
the media tricd to answer the unanswerable: why did the 
tragedy occur? The usual suspects were quickly exhausted: 
the easy availability of guns; Marilyn Manson and goth 
culture; inattentive parents. The latest explanation is that at 
least one of the killers was gay, and the shooting spree 
payback for ycars of their having been called “fags” and 
slammed up against lockers by the very jocks they singled 
out for death. 

Of course, we're never going to know what, exactly, 
sparked the rampage. We can only guess that the continuous 
taunting by peers of Eric Harris, Dylan Klebold, and other 
members of the notorious “Trenchcoat Mafia” with anti-gay 
epithets and physical violence (as has been reported by the 
online magazine Salon) had something to do with it.

were tormented, and finally one day they just snapped. They 
couldn’t take it anymore, and instead of taking it out on 
themselves, they took it out on other people.” 

Still, the mainstream media have yct to focus on the crucl, 
hateful, and often violent culture of high schools. Over the 
decades, school boards, principals, teachers, and parents 
have allowed that culture to devolve into a system of 
destructive hierarchies — usually ruled by athletes and other 
socially privileged groups — that demonize, penalize, and 
often ravage the lives of those deemed “weird” and 
“different,” whether they be gay, fat, bookish, 
or... whatever. At worst such behavior is reinforced by 
school administrations that value athletics over the safety of 
all students. At best, as with the Massachusetts Safe Schools 
project, interventions do happen, but it is never cnough. 

The tragic injury of Littleton, Colorado, is that 15 people 
lost their lives. The insult is that the long-standing question 
of how to make schools safe for all students is not being 
addressed forthrightly and honestly.

Jordan dishes to Bradley 


Former Chicago Bulls tiber-star Michael Jordan has always 
studiously avoided any social or political dispute that might 
interfere with his role as a ubiquitous pitchman. Over the years, he 
has dodged controversies over the labor practices of his biggest 
corporate patron, Nike, and refused entrcatics to use his influence 
and wealth to promote something besides Big Macs, Gatorade, 


and sneakers (see “Hot Air,” News, January 22). 


Now that Jordan’s retired from basketball and incalculably 
wealthy, however, some people have been hoping that he'll reassess 
his priorities. So it was interesting to learn that both Jordan and his 
wife, Juanita, have given big contributions to an underdog 
politician: Democratic presidential candidate Bill Bradley. 

Bradley's first campaign-finance report, filed earlier this month, 
reveals that the Jordans each gave Bradley, a former New Jersey 
senator, $1000 — the maximum allowed per year. It’s a welcome 
boost for Bradley, whose once-dismissed campaign has been rising in 
the polls, glowing in the media, and making front-running Vice 


Pscsident Al Gore sweat. 


But perhaps Jordan’s newfound activism isn’t so surprising after 
all. Former Chicago Bulls coach Phil Jackson, a close friend and 
former New York Knicks teammate of Bradlcy’s, is playing an 








WELFARE RIGHTS 


State reps strike 
back at DTA 


Is Governor Paul Cellucci’s welfare department on 
the run? 

Earlier this week, a Suffolk Superior Court judge 
ruled that the Department of Transitional Assistance 
(DTA) had wrongly denied extensions of the state’s 
two-year benefits limit to hundreds of families. 

Now, welfare advocates plan to use this week's 
release of the Massachusetts House of 
Representatives’ state budget for fiscal year 2000 to 
push for policy changes they say will make the 
agency's draconian policies more humane. 

Several legislators are sponsoring amendments 
requiring the DTA to provide extensions 
automatically to 
people with 
“barriers to 
employment” such 
as homelessness or 
lack of education. 
Other changes 
would extend 
benefits while 
people complete 
education or job- 
training programs, 
and would force the 
DTA to look more 

CELLUCCI’S welfare _ closely at whether 
crew reduced the rolls. families have faced 
— domestic violence 
or other conditions 
that make them eligible to continue receiving aid. 

Advocates hope that the Superior Court decision 
will give them momentum. “We feel the lawsuit 
focused everybody’s attention, including some 
legislators’, on the real problems folks facing the 
time limit are up against,” says Margaret Monsell of 
the Massachusetts Law Reform Institute, one of the 
groups pushing to change DTA policy. 

DTA commissioner Claire Mcintire, meanwhile, 
has appealed the decision, which struck down a 
policy that created different income-eligibility 
thresholds for families applying for extensions and 
those who had not yet reached the two-year limit. 

DTA officials also dispute the notion that their 
policies are forcing people into dead-end 
employment, insisting that the agency’s “work now” 
approach isn't inconsistent with former welfare 
recipients’ eventually finding well-paying jobs. “The 
only way to get out of poverty is through a job,” says 
a DTA spokesperson. “We try to get people into 
employment, and we try and get them to take 
advantage of education and training on top of that 
employment.” 

Still, critics say the agency seems less than 
concerned with what happens to former recipients. 
“Much of the way the department is implementing 
this [reform] is absolutely counter to doing anything 
except reducing the rolls,” says state representative 
Ellen Story (D-Amherst), one of several legislators 
backing the proposed changes. “There is no attempt 
to try and bring people out of poverty.”

TOP EXECUTIVES NOW MAKE MORE IN A DAY THAN 
THE AVERAGE WORKER MAKES IN A YEAR, reads a 
billboard hanging on Centre Strect in Jamaica Plain. 
Underneath those words are pictured four men in 
suits with blackboards for faces, with the words 
Economic Boom for Whom chalked across them. 

The sign hangs next to chic restaurant Bella Luna, 
smack in the middle of Centre Street’s most up-and- 
coming block. Two other billboards, with the same 
slogan but different statistics, now loom over street 
corners in Dorchester and Mattapan.

activist collective called Think Again, headed by JP 
resident S.A. Bachman, a faculty member at the 
School of the Muscum of Fine Arts, in Boston, and 
former JP resident David Attyah. Think Again has 
engineered more than 30 projects in a wide-ranging 
political campaign against all flavors of injustice; 
recently, on World AIDS Day, the group replaced 
headlincs on actual newspapers in newsstands to 
raise awareness about the continuing AIDS crisis. 

For now, thcy’re tackling cconomic injustice. 
“Every day when you open the paper, there’s a myth 
being constructed by the media, the government, and 
the powers that be that the cconomy is booming,” 
says Bachman. “But it’s only booming for some. We 
want to draw attention to what’s underreported, to 
an cconomic disparity that’s really hitting people 
hard. JP is an arca where there’s a tremendous 
amount of gentrification. The rcal-cstate markct is 
booming. Of course that’s wonderful for some 
people, but other people who have lived there for a 
long time are being displaced because they can no 
longer afford to live there.” 

Bachman says that Think Again’s current 
campaign is getting good feedback via e-mail — both 
inquiries for more information and people 
“cheerleading.” But overall, its cffcct is hard to 
quantify — perhaps not surprising, given that its goal 
is simply to “inspire people to, literally, THINK 
AGAIN, and hopefully take action.”

After watching a campy mid- 1950s science-fiction movie 
recently, I was left wondering: how radioactive must something be 
to begin glowing? And could a living creature become that 
radioactive and still survive, even briefly?

Silly creature. You evidently share the common belief that 
radioactive things glow. I’m here to tell you, bub: they don’t. 
High-energy radioactive particles sometimes cause other stuff to 
glow, but that’s the exception, not the rule. For example: 

Cerenkov radiation. Perhaps you’ve seen depictions of the eerie 
blue glow emanating from spent nuclear fuel that’s stored under- 
water. That’s Cerenkov radiation. It occurs when beta particles 
(electrons) travel faster than the speed of light. 

You reply: Say what? I thought nothing could travel faster than 
the speed of light. 

Not exactly — nothing can travel faster than the speed of light 
in a vacuum, c. However, in translucent media, notably water, 
light travels much slower, at maybe 75 percent of c. A beta parti- 
cle traveling through air, say, moves considerably faster than light 
traveling through water. 

But suppose a beta particle enters the water. What happens? It 
throws up a shock wave of photons, much as a boat plowing 
through water creates a bow wave. I could give you a more elabo- 
rate explanation about constructive interference between wave 
fronts, but it gets too complicated — let’s just stick with that bow 
wave. Note that the radioactive stuff isn’t what glows, nor does 
the water glow once the radioactive stuff is removed. 

Fluorescence. When certain compounds are struck by radiation, 
they glow. For instance, glow-in-the-dark watch dials used to be 
painted with a mixture of radium and zinc sulfide. Radiation from 
the former caused the latter to fluoresce. There’s nothing magical 
or dangerous about fluorescence; it can be caused by lots of 
things, including ordinary sunlight. Again, the radioactive material 
itself emits no visible light. Madame Curie, who discovered radi- 
um, talked about watching the stuff glow in the dark, but the light 
was emitted by minerals mixed up with the radium, not the radi- 
um itself. 

Bremsstrahlung. When a charged particle speeds up, slows 
down, or changes direction, it emits bremsstrahlung radiation. 
Typically bremsstrahlung consists of invisible x-rays, but knowl- 
edgeable parties inform me that under certain circumstances it 
can be visible. I haven’t witnessed this personally, but if it occurs 
as advertised it’s perhaps the closest thing to a glow arising from 
radioactivity itself. Even so, an intervening medium is generally 
required to speed/slow/divert the charged particle. 

None of these phenomena is going to make you or any living 
creature glow. If you were to tarry near a spent fuel canister 
bathed in Cerenkov radiation, you’d receive a lethal dose in sec- 
onds. You still wouldn’t glow, though; you’d just be dead. But at 
least we'd put this foolish misconception to rest.

According to the New Grove Dictionary of Music 
and Musicians, it consists of four variations on the fifth and sixth 
bars of “I Know That My Redeemer Liveth,” one of the solos in 
Handel’s Messiah. Crotch persuaded the powers that be to use 
the tune for the chimes of the new Cambridge University clock in 
Saint Mary the Great Church. The tune was later copied by the 
proprietors of other clock towers, most notably in the Houses of 


Parliament at Westminster, from which its fame spread round the 
w 


world.

Are children safe at Massachusetts summer camps? 


Into the woods

HEN LORI BENNETT 
visited her younger sister 
at camp two summers ago, 
she was alarmed by what she saw. 

On August 9, 1997, Bennett’s sis- 
ter and three other girls were volun- 
teering to help out in the kitchen at 
Camp Mitton, in Brewster. Bennett, a 
former counselor for at-risk girls at 
DARE Family Services in Somerville, 
says that she saw adult kitchen staff 
chase the girls around the cooking 
area, pulling their pants down, spray- 
ing them with hoses, and grabbing 
and groping them. She spoke to the 
camp’s director, and he assured her 
that he would take action. As a result, 
campers were no longer allowed to 
work in the kitchen. 

But just two days after the kitchen 
incident, Bennett’s sister, who was 
then 13, was molested by an employ- 
ee who climbed into her sleeping bag 
while she was watching a video with a 
group of other campers. The staffer 
who was supposed to monitor the 
kids was sitting at the front of the 
room with her back to them. Bennett 
says all her sister could do was lie 
there silently and cry until the movie 
ended, when she told a counselor. An 
investigation by the Department of 
Social Services later revealed that the 
man had a criminal record and, at the 
time of the incident, was serving pro- 
bation for other charges. 

Bennett later testified before the 
Massachusetts House of Representa- 
tives in support of legislation that its 
proponents say would have helped 
protect children from such incidents. 
The bill died in committee last month, 
however, and critics say that kids who 
attend camp this summer could still 
face unacceptable risks at the hands 
of abusive or incompetent caretakers. 





ITH THE end of the school 

year now in sight, parents are 
beginning to sign their children up for 
everything from summer basketball 
leagues to overnight camps. Most par- 
ents believe that when they send their 
children to a summer camp, they'll be 
as safe as they are at a day-care cen- 
ter. But that is not always the case. 

Day-care centers are overseen by 
the Office of Child Care Services 
(OCCS), a 173-member state agency 
that strictly monitors the safety of the 
facilities and the qualifications of 
their employees. OCCS also investi- 
gates any complaint of abuse or ne- 
glect that is filed against a day-care 
center. Summer camps, on the other 
hand, are regulated by the Division of 
Community Sanitation, a tiny agency 
within the state Department of Public 
Health (DPH). The division’s three- 
person staff sets sanitation and safety 
standards for all camps, but it relies 
on local health boards to license and 
investigate them. 

Two years ago, Richard Rice, a 
Northampton psychiatrist whose son 
had been molested at camp, began 
fighting to change that system. He 
worked with Representative Ellen 
Story (D-Amherst) on legislation that 
would have made OCCS responsible 
for licensing overnight camps that 
serve children under six, and for in- 
vestigating and keeping records of all 
complaints of abuse or neglect. But 
the American Camping Association, a 
trade group that represents the camp- 
ing industry, objected that camps 





could not afford to meet the stan- 
dards set by OCCS — which would, 
for example, have required all staffers 
to be professionally trained in CPR 
and child care. As a result of the in- 
dustry’s pressure, the bill never came 
to a vote. 

Instead, the Division of Communi- 
ty Sanitation has changed its own 
regulations. Now, the state’s more 
than 700 camps will tighten hiring 
standards and run background 
checks on staff and volunteers to de- 
termine whether they have criminal 
histories. And a stronger effort will 
be made to inform parents that 
camps must be licensed; in the past, 
children have been injured at unli- 
censed camps that the state didn’t 
even know existed. 

Concerned parents say that’s not 
enough. Even under the new rules, 
anyone who is 17 or over and has 
graduated from high school is eligible 
to work at a camp. Even if such peo- 
ple have no criminal records, critics 
say, they are not necessarily compe- 
tent to supervise children. In addi- 
tion, the sanitation division still relies 
completely on local health boards to 
license summer camps and is not re- 
sponsible for investigating or even 
keeping track of complaints. And 
some parents say that the local health 
boards sometimes aren’t even aware 
of their responsibilities. 

Howard Wensley, the director of 
the Division of Community Sanita- 
tion, admits that the new mandate for 
background reports, known as crimi- 
nal offender record information 
(CORI), may not be enough: “CORI 
checks will come up with nothing if 
offenders have never been caught be- 
fore.” But, he says, “we don’t know 
what more can be done.” 

What’s more, says Richard Rice, 
there will be no way to tell whether 
the checks are cutting down on abuse 
and neglect, because it’s not elear 
how common such problems are to

begin with. “No 
one monitors such 
incidents, so there 
is literally no way 
of keeping track,” 
he complains. A 
DSS official told 
Rice that “we re- 
ceive all reports of 
sexual abuse by 
caretakers; unfor- 
tunately, we do not 
compile statistics 
for such a specific 
category as sum- 
mer-camp staff.” 

Rice, however, 
has sent more than 
1000 letters to loca! 
police departments 
juvenile-court 
judges, DSS of- 
fices, and schools 
around the state 
asking for help in 
compiling records 
of abuse and ne- 
glect complaints 
against camps. 
More than 100 
agencies have re- 
sponded, and Rice 
has also received 
more than 60 police 
reports concerning 
such incidents. 

In addition, Rice is working with 
others to draft new legislation that is 
similar to the original proposal but 
would require certification or training 
for all camp employees and would 
apply to camps that serve children of 
all ages. 

Wensley argues that Rice is merely 
on a personal crusade fueled by his 
own experiences as a father. But 
Philip Dzialo, principal of the Mo- 
hawk Trail Regional High School in 
Shelburne Falls, Massachusetts, says 
that Rice is one of many parents and 
child-care professionals concerned 
about the safety of summer camps. 

Dzialo counts himself among that 
group. Last July, his son Adam, then 

12, was trapped underwater for 30 
minutes during a botched river-res- 
cue exercise at an unlicensed summer 
camp sponsored and staffed by 
Greenfield Community College. 

Adam, wearing a life jacket and 
high-top sneakers, had been one of 
12 campers participating in the ac- 
tivity. Two counselors were sup- 
posed to be supervising them, but 
one decided to leave. Midway 
through the exercise, says Dzialo, 
Adam panicked and put his feet 
down to slow himself. His sneaker 
got caught and he was submerged in 
four feet of water, just 10 feet from 
shore. The nearest counselor was 
200 feet away. Adam survived the 
accident, but he cannot speak or vol- 
untarily move his limbs. 

“My wife is home with him all day 
taking care of him,” says a distraught 
Dzialo. “Those people who sit in 
those state offices don’t know my 
son, never mind perform their jobs in 
a.way that would protect his young 
life. Now my son cannot run or play 
or even speak, because of a camp that 
was supposed to supplement those 
very activities.” &

AST YEAR, BILL Clinton’s 
principal adversaries were Ken 
Starr, Linda Tripp, and Moni- 
ca Lewinsky. This year, they’re 
Slobodan Milosevic, Yevgeny 
Primakov, and Zhu Rongji. A 
singular moment of tawdry 
triviality is over; we have re- 
emerged into a dangerous and uncertain 
world. 

Snickering questions of “Did he do 
t?” have given way to sober considera- 
tions of whether he knows what he’s do- 
ing. The competence issue, almost be- 
side the point when Clinton’s enemies 
were tracking down the semen-stained 
dress, is now paramount. 

Even as revelations about Clinton's 
reprehensible private life were driving his 
persona! popularity to a Nixonesque 
low, his job-approval ratings remained 
high. Only now, as he finally spends 
some of his carefully hoarded political 
capital in an attempt to stop “ethnic 
cleansing” in what’s left of Yugoslavia, 

are his numbers beginning to slip. 

With Clinton’s sexuality finally off the 
front pages, the public’s long-standing 
take on him — that he’s a jerk (or 
worse), but an unusually effective presi- 
dent — needs to be re-examined. Much 
like the man himself, his record is filled 
with contradictions. 

On the one hand, the federal budget 
under his watch was balanced for the 
first time in a generation, and the econo- 
my is humming. On the other, these 
goals were accomplished by raising taxes 
after he’d promised a middle-class tax 
cut, and by supporting Federal Reserve 
Board chairman Alan Greenspan’s Wall 
Street—friendly tight-money policies, 
which have arguably contributed to ris- 
ing inequality. 

On the one hand, he blew universal 
health care, the biggest domestic-policy 
initiative of his presidency. On the other, 
he brilliantly marginalized the extremist 
Republicans who came to power in 1994 
by defeating them in the budget show- 
down, supporting a number of small, 
poll-driven measures such as school uni- 
forms, and signing a welfare-reform law 
that, though seriously flawed, was less 
harsh than Newt and the gang would 
have liked. 

On the one hand, he changed the Mc- 
Governite, far-left image of the Demo- 
cratic Party and restored it to viability in 
presidential politics. On the other, the 
result — a political organization that 
panders mainly to corporate America

In January 1998, Matt Drudge reported that 
Newsweek was holding back on an explosive 
story by Michael Isikoff: that Clinton had had 
a sexual affair with a young intern named 
Monica Lewinsky. Isikoff may have lost his 
scoop, but he gets the last word in his book, 
Uncovering Clinton: A Reporter's Story 
(Crown). 


After paying fitful attention to the 
horrendous human-rights violations 
that have gone on in Yugoslavia for his 
entire presidency, Clinton finally made a 
rather sterile commitment — bombs, 
but no troops and (as the subliminal 
message would have it) no casualties 
to stop Milosevic from driving Muslims 
out of the Serbian province of Kosovo. 
But Clinton’s and NATO’s actions may 
actually have worsened the situation on 
the ground, and Western leaders seem 
to have been completely, unforgivably 
unprepared for Milosevic’s brutal re- 
sponse. At press time, there were re- 
ports that parts of the Milosevic govern- 
ment were beginning to send out peace 
feelers — no doubt related to the fact 
that Milosevic has essentially accom- 
plished his evil goal. 

Clinton was critical of Bush’s accom- 
modationist policy toward Tiananmen- 
era China, but Clinton, too, has opted for 
pragmatism in dealing with China’s bru- 
tal government. That may be good policy, 
but it’s difficult to defend in the wake of 
revelations that China stole American nu- 
clear secrets and attempted to buy influ- 
ence through illegal campaign donations 
to the Democratic Party. 

Elsewhere in the world, from the 
saber-rattling of Iraq and North Korea 
to the chaos of Haiti and Somalia, from 
the economic collapse of Russia to the 
grotesque massacres of Rwanda, the 
Clinton administration’s response has 
been either tentative and inadequate or 
wrong-headed and damaging. 

The Phoenix asked 16 political, social, 
and cultural observers — black and 
white, male and female, gay and straight, 
left, right, and cente 
the question of Clinton’s competence. 
Their views differed widely, but some 
common themes emerged. Even Clin- 
ton’s most vehement critics concede his 
daunting political skills, crucial to get- 
ting things done. And even his staunch- 
est supporters admit that his personal 
shortcomings have severely damaged his 
presidency. 

It is, perhaps, a sign of national Clin- 
ton fatigue that another dozen or so de- 
clined to respond, even though they of- 
ten speak out on issues of public impor- 
tance. The fatigue is understandable: 
Clinton has exhausted the entire nation. 
At such an uncertain moment, however, 
this is not the time to turn away. Clinton 
will be president for 20 more months. A 
lot can happen — for good or for ill. 

Let the conversation begin.

linton has resonated more with the 
culture than the Republican opposi- 
tion did. They began to lose support 
because of their extremism, their recy- 
cling of the same issues over and over 
again. They began to drive more and more 
people to Bill Clinton’s camp by virtue of 
making a big deal, if you will, of things that 
many people didn’t feel should be made a big 
deal of — for example, the bedroom and 





what goes on in it. I think what that showed 
is that both the far-right Republican pincer 
movement and the media, which became its 
megaphone, were out of touch with the pub- 
lic. In that respect, he’s ridden the culture, 
which is more libertarian than it is far right. 

He’s been able to project himself as a lib- 
eral, but he’s advanced policies that are basi- 
cally pretty conservative, with welfare cut- 
backs, appropriating a Republican platform, 
putting a big emphasis on balanced budgets, 
working in tandem with Wall Street. He’s the 
one who, when it came down to the question 
of linkage between human rights and eco- 
nomic policy, argued against linkage. In fact, 
American policy has been to put human 
rights in a subordinate position, which is 
partly why now, in the Kosovo situation, a lot 
of the rhetoric about human rights rings hol- 
low for a lot of people. 

It’s an era of intense contradiction. 
There’s the Clinton whom a lot of people 
wanted to believe in and the Clinton whom 
nobody could believe — both inhabiting the 
same body, and both acting in the same way, 
because he’s a person who’s essentially an 
opportunist, which is what modern politics 
is. His biggest success, if you really look at it, 
is as a political fundraiser. The man has 
raised a gigantic amount of money for politi- 
cal candidates, but he hasn’t really raised the 
level of political debate, the awareness of is- 
sues adequately. He lectures high-school stu- 
dents —- “don’t practice violence” — when 
every night they see on TV bombs going off 
over Belgrade. 

The economy has maintained a level of 
prosperity that he’s been able to claim credit 
for even though — and this is what’s impor- 
tant — inequality in our country has in- 
creased dramatically. Even though working 
people have not kept up with the cost of liv- 
ing. Even though we’ve had a global crisis in 
the economy, and the IMF right now is pre- 
dicting no economic growth in the year 
ahead. The forecast is dismal. If you look at 
globalization, which he champions, the 
essence of it is the shrinking of the power of 
the national state, and the growth of multina- 
tional companies, international markets, the 
movement of capital, and the like. So, in in- 
ternational terms, the poor are getting poorer 
and the rich are getting richer, with Clinton 
representing, in a sense, the yuppie and up- 
per elite in world terms. But as far as most 
Americans see, he’s doing well, largely be- 
cause in this same period that all this is hap- 
pening, the news media have stopped cover- 
ing the rest of the world except when there’s 
a Crisis. 

Part of this is a reflection, I think, of a me- 
dia culture that’s out of touch, and a lot of 
this goes back to what we mean when we 
talk about global institutions. It’s not just 
banks, it’s not just markets, it’s global media 
conglomerates that have chosen to cover cer- 
tain things and not other things. As a result, 
the American people are not very well in- 


formed about any of this. In June of ’93, 
Rights & Wrongs, a series on human rights 
that I co-produced, reported that Kosovo 
was the next powder keg in the Balkans if ac- 
tion wasn’t taken, and the ethnic cleansing 
there was going to be worse than anywhere 
else. Now, we weren't such geniuses. Any- 
body could have seen this whole thing com- 
ing if they were paying attention to it. But 
both the policymakers and the media makers 
were ignoring it. The consequence was that a 
week before this whole thing happened, 

50 percent of the American people, in one 
poll, said they thought Kosovo was in Africa. 
They didn’t know where it was. 

That’s why I wrote The More You Watch, 
the Less You Know, and that’s why I’m trying 
to work on media reform, because that’s the 
key to democracy. We can’t have a democra- 
cy if only 36.1 percent of the eligible voters 
turn out, as in the last election; if more peo- 
ple are watching political ads than political 
reports on television. So to me, it’s a central 
issue. But the last place you hear about it is 
in the media.

Small accomplishments 
in difficult times 


linton has served as president under 

more-difficult circumstances than al- 

most any president I can think of, in 

recent history at least — perhaps in 

any period in our history. There is the 
really extraordinarily partisan nature of pub- 
lic life in the "90s — the kind of partisanship 
that we haven’t really seen before in this cen- 
tury; the personal attacks and investigations 
and preoccupations that are now so much a 
part of politics; and a very uncertain interna- 
tional system, for which no rules exist at pre- 
sent. So it’s true that Clinton has no great 
landmark accomplishments to boast of, but 
given that six of his eight years will have been 
under a very hostile Republican Congress, 
that’s probably not surprising. I don’t think 
this is a great presidency by any stretch of the 
imagination. I think it’s been a rather hob- 
bled presidency, partly through Clinton’s 
own failings and partly because of the climate 
of the times. 

I think he’s been, on the whole, a compe- 
tent president and a reasonably responsible 
president except in his personal behavior. 
He’s had a number of small accomplish- 
ments that, when taken together, will be of 
some significance. Not enormous signifi- 
cance. Regarding the present crisis in Koso- 
vo, I think it’s really too soon to evaluate 
whether he knows what he’s doing. It cer- 
tainly doesn’t seem to be going very well. All 
the leaders of NATO are coming under some 
political pressure on this score, but obviously 
the president of the United States is the most 
important figure in that group, and I think he 
probably can be faulted for not having 
thought very far beyond what they assumed 
would be the initial response to the bombing. 
When Milosevic didn’t fold after a few days 
of bombing, as they expected, I don’t think 
they’d ever thought through what the future 
steps would be, and hence they’re in this very 
difficult position. On the other hand, given 
what was happening in Kosovo, and the true 
crimes against humanity that were occurring 
there, it’s almost as hard to think of having 
done nothing as it is to envision the present 
course succeeding. 

If you look at the trajectory of domestic 
policy after the health-care debacle, or even 
beginning before it, there’s the earned-in- 
come tax credit, which has been a very sig- 
nificant innovation in public policy and a very 
effective one. There’s the increase in the 
minimum wage, the first in a generation. It’s 
still not enough of an increase, in my opin- 
ion, but nevertheless it’s a significant in- 
crease. After the failure of the big health-care 
plan, there’ve been some reasonably signifi- 

cant, although still inadequate, reforms in 
health-insurance law. There’ve been increas- 
es in the kinds of assistance people can look 
to for various kinds of education. I think 
what ties all these things together is some- 
thing Clinton outlined early in his presidency, 
which is the idea that government's role to- 





day is to try to empower people to deal with 
a very different kind of economy, one in 
which they're going to be called upon to 
learn new skills, to change jobs quite fre- 
quently. All of these things are modest pro- 
tections for middle-class people or, in the 
case of the earned-income tax credit, work- 
ing-class people, who are trying to make 
their way through an increasingly difficult 
work environment. 

| don’t think his personal life is any more 
sordid than that of a number of other presi- 
dents, who paid very little price for it. But the 
fact that it has become a public issue in this 
way, for whatever reason, has certainly dam- 
aged his presidency. It totally preoccupied 
public life for almost the entire year of 1998 
and part of 1999, and prevented any serious 
discussion of more-important issues. It’s cre- 
ated a heightened level of personal mistrust 
of Clinton. It’s amazing how quickly the 
whole issue seems to have vanished from 
public discussion. But I think there has been 
serious and lasting damage to his presidency.

Competence fueled 
een 


is is a White House that gets into im- 
mense battles with its opposition where 
it is not clear that they should necessari- 
ly win, and they win. They do this time 
and again, whether it’s the 1995 budget 

battle or, most extraordinarily, the impeach- 
ment trial. The White House waxes the Re- 
publicans. Just waxes them. Judge Susan 
Webber Wright did us all a favor by pointing 
out that Clinton did what the Republicans 
said he did: he 
really did perjure 
himself. Yet he 
won the public- 
opinion battle, at 
least to some de- 
gree. With Clin- 
ton, you always 
have to stop and 
remind yourself 
of how far re- 
moved he is 
from the norm. The political norm is that 
when something like this happens to an 
elected official, he simply resigns. Within 
days, with his wife standing by his side, he 
wants to spend some time with his family, 
good-bye, good-bye, gotta go now. 

The White House has also handled inter- 
national economic and trade issues with 
great competence. I do not approve of their 
policy regarding China, but that’s a different 
question from competence. In other aspects 
of foreign affairs, | think the record is much 
more mixed. To me, the most disturbing and 
worrisome part of the administration’s lega- 
cy, apart from what Clinton personally has 
done to the White House and to the institu- 
tion of the presidency, is the pattern of re- 
peatedly declaring victory and going home 
when victory has not, in fact, been achieved. 
We've seen this in North Korea, Haiti, Iraq, 
and China. To me the most morally conse- 
quential failure was Rwanda. For political 
reasons, because Somalia was still fresh in 
our minds, Clinton made a conscious, know- 
ing decision not to do anything and to allow 
a half-million people to perish — and then 
made a false apology for it, saying we had 
not paid enough attention to what was going 
on when, in fact, he knew everything that 
was going on. 

In domestic policy, I think he’s proven in- 
competent on most of the big-ticket things, 
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but very competent at knowing when to sign 
on to the inevitable given that we have a di- 
vided government. Apart from interest-group 
policies, which are largely race and cultural 
policies, this is a conservative president. He's 
a law-and-order president, he is an anti-wel- 
fare president, he is in significant ways more 
conservative than Ronald Reagan dared to 
be. Or at least more willing to sign on to 
conservative programs. That’s one thing they 
can do in domestic politics. The other thing 
they can do is the little stuff. You know, the 
endless sort of nitpicking, Gore-ian ideas. 
We should have, what is it, a 21 1 number so 
everybody who’s stuck in traffic can have a 
number to call. 

In the black sections of a city like Boston. 
you've got entire neighborhoods where there 
are no men left because they're all in jail. 
This is a national catastrophe of immense 
proportions — a great moral, liberal cause. 
It’s stunning the degree to which you simply 
never hear the administration talk about that. 
Nothing. Dead silence. Meanwhile, the vice 
president is assuring us that he’s going to do 
something to ensure parking spaces for 

port-utility vehicles in every suburb 

That’s where | think they're incredibly 
competent — on pure politics and identitv- 
ing push-button, polled issues that appeal to 
the group that they understand as their core 
constituency. That group is not the tradition- 
al Democratic constituency. That group is 
highly affluent, highly educated white subur- 
banites, and they really do care about getting 
stuck in traffic jams more than they care 
about the 40 percent unemployment rate in 
Roxbury. 

Clinton and his people developed a new 
theory of Democratic politics that makes it 
possible for a Democrat to be elected and re- 
elected to the White House and clearly 
makes it possible for the Democrats to win 
the long-term battle for majority-party status. 
But at what cost? It isn’t actually liberalism. 
It is an incredibly cheap, shallow, profoundly 
cynical, deeply valueless emptiness. So I give 
him full credit for restoring the Democratic 
Party and Democratic liberalism, if he wants 
to call it that, to viability — to use the phrase 
he made famous himself. But it’s a pretty 
horrifying victory. I’m not denying the sheer 
political skill here, but to put it in context, all 
you have to think of is two words: Dick Mor- 
ris.

was struck by the open and enthusiastic 

embrace of Clinton by black politicians in 

his moment of peril. What grabbed me 

was not simply the embrace, because I 

could understand that. I could under- 
stand a certain calculation. I could under- 
stand somebody saying, well, let’s stand by 
this guy, he’s a powerful guy, and if he sur- 
vives he'll owe us. But what I saw was a de- 
gree of enthusiasm that seemed to go beyond 
that. It seemed to be true enthusiasm for him 
— so much so that you got this talk of Clin- 
ton as the first black president, you know, 
Clinton’s passing for black. 

That I just simply could not understand.

Worse for the poor

hat Clinton’s been good at is being 
a candidate.

A candi- 
date shifts and tacks with the 
breeze, and that’s what he’s done. 
He’s turned into a Republican. He was never 
much of a Democrat — he was with the 
right wing of the Democratic Party before he 
was elected — but then he went all the way. 
Welfare reform, for example, was a Re- 
publican initiative. | véry much doubt Reagan 
or Bush would have gotten away with or even 
would have attempted something this swecp- 
ing — climinating a cornerstone of the New 
Deal. He did it, and he did it even though it 
went totally against his own initial notions of 
welfare reform, which was that you rcally 
have to spend more money. That is, you have 
to fund child care, health care, adult cduca- 
tion, and so on. And of course, that’s not the 
welfare reform that was passed. If there were 
low-cost, subsidized child care for everybody 
and if there were health insurance, you 
wouldn't have some of the terrible crises 
women are now facing when they enter the 
job market. 
Of course, the Clintons tried to address 
health care, but they failed. It was difficult to 


come up with a plan that would so thorough- 
ly offend both the right and the left, but 
Hillary did it. The planning was done com- 
pletcly in secret. There was no necd for that. 
It offended all sorts of people. It offended the 
media. The approach should have been the 
very opposite. Open up the process. Have 
town meetings, bring in people. Actually, | 
think this was our chance for a Canadian- 
style national health-insurance plan, because 
polls were saying that 70 percent of people 
favored that. But what Hillary came up with 
was something that nobody favored. 

Clinton’s forcign policy has been tragic. 
Here was an opportunity to take us beyond 
the Cold War into a new world — onc, for 
example, where international bodies such as 
the United Nations would really have the 
strength and the respect to play the role that 
only they properly can play, which is inter- 
vening in these horrible cases of civil wars 
and ethnic cleansing and genocide. Building 
up the United Nations scems to be onc of 
the key things you would do in this 
post—Cold War world. And hc has undercut 
it in many ways. 

First, the United States still doesn’t pay its 
ducs, and second, through his military incur- 
sions against Iraq — and that almost scems 
to be like a ritual now — he does not consult 
the United Nations. He did not consult the 
United Nations before the Christmas/Ra- 
madan bombings. He did not consult the 
United Nations Security Council before giv- 
ing the okay to the NATO bombings in Yu- 
goslavia. Now that may seem like a small 
point, but it’s part of undercutting, under- 
mining, and rendcring totally impotent the 
United Nations at a time when we should be 
building it up. 

The expansion of NATO undertaken by 
Clinton is another worrisome step, not to- 
ward creating a post-Cold War world but to- 
ward re-creating the Cold War world. When 
you add three ex-communist countries — 
Poland, Hungary, and the Czech Republic 
— to NATO, that was thumbing his nosc at 
Russia. The only excuse for NATO's exis- 
tence was the Cold War. This was not the 
time to build it up. It was the time to take it 
down. The only plausible explanation | could 
find is that NATO is a major arms markct for 
the United States. That’s why it has to exist. 

| wish | knew why so many liberals still 
support Clinton. | just can’t understand 
any lingering attraction to him. | get plenty 
of arguments, from friends included, that 
he’s better than the alternative — the alter- 
native being the far right. And I say, why 
are those our options? I say, hey, come on, 
this is not a good cnough choice. | can dis- 
like them both.

he most important thing Clinton 
did is something that | and most 
people didn’t give him credit for at 
the time: his 1993 budget plan.

We should be far more concerned with 
big-country problems than with the kinds 
of cthnic disputes we've scen in Bosnia 
and Kosovo. China and Russia are forces 
that are going to be there forever. We 
have this incredible opportunity now to 
draw them into something approaching a 
partnership. 

Clinton's high job-approval ratings and 
low personal-approval ratings are a ster- 
ling mark of the overriding sanity of the 
American people. As a personal human 
being, he’s not a very admirable figure. 
He's a jerk. And the impact that his stu- 
pidity has had on public discourse has 
been awlul. But that is in stark contrast to 
his performance as a politician and as a 
public servant — which I think has been 
C-plus/B-minus in a kind of C-plus/B- 
minus period.

linton takes credit for the cconomic 
boom, but everything he’s actually 
tricd to do would be deletcrious to 
that boom. Hcalth-care socialism, 
just for starters, and expansion of 
regulatory powers, an incrcasc in net 
spending — the actual amount of moncy 
our government is spending, balanced bud- 
get or no, is greater than it’s ever been. The 
percentage of GDP being taken by federal 
taxation is higher than it's been since the 
height of World War II. So this is not the 
kind of stuff that the Organization for Eco- 
nomic Cooperation and Development rec- 
ommends that the Ukrainians do.

If you do decide to act, you have to act like 
Gcorge Bush acted in the Gulf War. You 
have to make sure that there will be absolute- 
ly no question that you can achieve your ob- 
jective and that everybody knows ahcad of 
time what your objective is, and that you will 
usc any means necessary to achicve it. We 
went into this saying we weren't going to use 
ground troops. Now his administration is 
talking about putting Milosevic on trial for 
war crimes. That gives the guy a lot of incen- 
tive to negotiate. It was a bad situation. You 
want to help, but good intentions mean noth- 
ing in this stuff.

enemy of civil liberties 
in the digital age 


‘ve had a lot of battles with the Clinton 
White House on issues like cryptogra- 
phy, copyright, privacy, and freedom of 
expression. And I frankly think that 
.@ whatever his personal feelings, he has 
done more to knuckle under to the FBI and 
the National Security Agency and to dimin- 


ish our civil liberties than any president in my 


lifetime — most of it in ways that are proba- 
bly not visible to ordinary folks, because they 
involve a fairly deep level of technology. 

First of all, there was the Digital Telepho- 
ny Act, which his administration supported 
heavily. As originally conceived, before we fi- 
nally got it amended down to something a lit- 
tle less terrifying, it would have made it pos- 
sible for the FBI to tap any phone in the 
country from Washington. It would have 
turned the nation’s telephone network into . 
giant surveillance network. 

The administration also has not yielded in 
any meaningful way on cryptography, after 
years of being hammered solidly on the sub- 
ject. Free and open cryptography is terribly 
important, because cyberspace is a naturally 
transparent medium. It’s very easy to create a 
digital simulacrum of anybody, made up of 
your transactions and your e-mail and every- 
thing else. Gather it all together and it’s pos- 
sible to know a lot more about you than I 
think is probably safe for large, paranoid in- 
stitutions to know about people. But the 
Clinton administration has been unwilling to 
allow the only solution to that, which is for 
people to have their own privacy at their own 
disposal through the use of cryptography. 

The White House has also been stopping 
strong cryptography in areas where I think 
that policy really degrades computer security. 
If we’re going to have an economy that is 
largely based on electronic commerce, you’ve 
got to have good computer security. But 
they’re so continuously paranoid about kid- 
die pornography and drugs and terrorists 
that they don’t see just how vulnerable 
they’re making the nation’s financial system 





to real criminals. 

The Communications Decency Act was 
another area where they really blew it. They 
could have just let it go after it passed 
Congress, and let us defeat it in court. But 
instead they put up a very strong defense of 
something that was patently unconstitutional. 
It went all the way to the Supreme Court. 
And then, when it was overturned, Congress 
went right back and did it again, by passing 
the Child Online Protection Act. And Clinton 
signed it. 

The other area where I think the Clinton 
administration has really made a mess of 
things is in regard to copyright. They’re go- 
ing to create a system that essentially stifles 
freedom of expression worldwide in the ser- 
vice of a very few, very powerful organiza- 
tions, like the Motion Picture Association 
and the Recording Industry Association of 


America. They basically wanted to have a 


system that would make it a licensable copy 


any time you read something into computer 


memory. You can imagine what that would 


do to fair use or free expression. 
The idea that the president runs the coun- 
try is absurd. Nobody runs the country. The 


country runs itself to a large extent. So giving 


him credit or blame is a little misplaced. But | 
personally think that on larger issues, such as 
the economy and foreign policy, he’s done a 
reasonably good job. And I think the reason 
his job ratings go on being high is because 
the people notice that. Even this whole 
Lewinsky mess finally made people recognize 
that it was time to let people lead their own 
lives, because everybody’s got skeletons in 
the closet. 

I don’t think anybody could survive that 
level of examination without looking pretty 
foolish. And I think everybody finally realized 
that. So I’m grateful to him for that.

A president who’ 
kapt his promises 


f you go back and read Putting People 
First, the Clinton-Gore campaign bible 
from ’92, you'll see that he has done vir- 
tually everything he said he was going to 
do except for the health-care thing, 
where he tried and obviously failed. Even 
when it comes to health care, since the 
demise of the Clinton plan he’s got Kennedy- 
Kassebaum — admittedly a baby step. And 
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the Children’s Health Initiative, which is ma- 
jor. So there has been significant progress. 

In all of the noisemaking that took place 
around his personal problems, people kind of 
forgot that we’ve had the greatest expansion 
of federal assistance for college and universi- 
ty education since the GI Bill. I don’t think 
it’s dumbing down Republican initiatives. 
There’s nothing Republican about a lot of the 
stuff that Clinton has done. And he’s done a 
fair amount of this with a hostile Congress. 
He and Gore have been great on environ- 
mental policy. On the education front, this 
guy has been more deeply involved in public 
education, K through 12, than any president 
in the history of this country. And frankly, 
he’s also transformed policing in the United 
States. Nobody gives him any credit for that, 
but the fact of the matter is that these de- 
clines in crime are not an accident. This is 
the guy who introduced community policing 
around this country, and the results are 
there. Under the circumstances, I’m not sur- 
prised that he has high job ratings, regardless 
of his personal problems. 

I wouldn’t have signed the welfare-reform 
bill. On the other hand, it is a mistake to say, 
as many, many commentators have, that this 
was repealing the New Deal. That’s a lot of 
nonsense. Anybody who knows anything 
about AFDC knows that it was largely a state 
program with very loose federal rules. I think 
in Massachusetts we were providing a benefit 
three times greater than Texas under this so- 
called national plan. There were enormous 
amounts of state discretion in the AFDC 
program. There was nothing terribly uniform 
or national about it except for the fact that 
the feds were putting in some money. 

To his credit, while he signed the thing, he 
said he was going to come back and repeal 
the anti-immigrant stuff. He’s begun to do 
that, and he will complete that job this year. 
But I was disappointed, frankly, that he 
didn’t simply implement the bill that he and I 
and the governors worked hard on and got 
passed in ’88: the so-called Family Responsi- 
bility Bill, which was the best welfare bill that 
has ever been passed. Clinton was the lead 


governor on that bill. It introduced the con- 
cept of mandatory work for the first time in 





history, but it also provided substantial sup- 
port for child care and health care and so 
forth, which this welfare-reform bill does not 
do. I never understood the need for a new 
welfare bill. We had it. We passed it in ’88. It 
was poorly administered by the Bush admin- 
istration, and I think Clinton could have 
picked it up and just run with it. 

On foreign policy, I think Clinton has been 
reasonably competent. He got a lot of knocks 
in his first year, maybe justified, that he was a 
little inexperienced. But I don’t think there’s 
anybody who doesn’t think that Clinton can 
handle foreign policy. What you do in Koso- 
vo — I wish I had an easy answer. I don’t 
know myself. I certainly don’t think at this 
point ground troops are what's called for, if 
you know anything about the history of Ser- 
bia and what it’s like to fight over there. 

Overall, there’s a good deal that you can 
point to, and I think that’s one of the reasons 
why people are positive about his perfor- 
mance. Had his personal life been other than 
what it is, I think this guy would be a very 
popular president.

hat these guys do best is counter- 
intuitive campaigning. They cam- 
paigned as centrists. People feel

See, we did not try to get credit for what 
we did after the 100 days of 94. He took 
credit for everything we did. As a matter of 
fact, if you go back and look at his Chicago 
convention acceptance speech, he took credit 
for 14 Republican legislative initiatives. Eas- 
ing adoption restrictions. Targeted tax cuts. 
Individual retirement accounts. The 100,000 
teachers, which was a Bill Paxon idea. It was 
mind-boggling. It was awesome. I was sitting 
in the rafters watching it, and my mouth was 
open through the whole thing. 

His philosophy hasn’t changed. He would 
always rather have government monitor these 
programs. But he’s moved more toward us 
while pushing us or making us look like 
we've been the extremists. So I would say 
he’s been competent, but only because he’s 
been tethered. What has happened since the 
president’s been in office would not have 
happened if the Republicans weren’t holding 
him in check. In other words, if we lose 
Congress — say 
the unthinkable 
— and Gore 
wins, they’re not 
going to go in 
the same direc- 
tion as they’ve 
been going since 
the Republicans 
took over 
Congress. They 
would immedi- 
ately revert. 
There’s no third 
way. There’s no 
centrist Demo- 
cratic party. 
What remains of the Democratic Party are 
nothing but the lefties. 

The one thing James [Carville, Matalin’s 
husband] always says — not to be using him as 
an example, let’s just say the Jamesians of the 
party, who are pretty much what the party is — 
the only thing they ever went batshit over was 
welfare reform.

The corrosive effect 
of repeated lies 


linton’s pattern of reckless behavior 
was far greater than was commonly 
understood. It went back many years, 
and it continued well into his tenure 
in the White House. As a result, it was 
always clear to Clinton and those closest to 
him that all of this had to be concealed to en- 
sure his political survival. When allegations 
about his personal life arose, it became ac- 
cepted that he would lie about it, and that 
those closest to him would lie about it. As | 
argue in my book, Uncovering Clinton, lies 
repeated often enough and brazenly enough 
have a corrosive effect. It ultimately led to 





what I call this culture of concealment that 
infected his entire presidency and had ramifi- 
cations far beyond simply his personal life. 

It was simply accepted that that which is 
politically embarrassing will be lied about. As 
a result, it led to many of the problems that 
have upset and affected his presidency: a lot 
of the criminal investigations, the congres- 
sional investigations, the contentious rela- 
tions with the press grew out of this culture 
of concealment. It led to a prolonging of the 
Whitewater investigation, the travel-office in- 
vestigation, the campaign-finance investiga- 
tion. All of these investigations and scandals 
that have swirled around the Clinton presi- 
dency grew out of this culture and were fu- 
eled by this culture of concealment. 

Now, that doesn’t explain all of it. That’s 
not to say that every charge against the Clin- 
ton presidency was on the mark. There were 
plenty of bogus charges, there were plenty of 
vicious political enemies who were out to get 
the president and go after him and smear 
him with a lot of scurrilous charges. But the 
reason that a lot of this had traction was the 
very deep-seated suspicion, much of it justi- 
fied, on the part of the mainstream press that 
the Clinton White House was not leveling 
with us. And that ultimately had a very long- 
lasting effect on the course of his presidency. 

The entire Lewinsky scandal, leading to 
his impeachment and trial in the Senate, was 


a huge distraction from other business, for

the country, the news media, and the White 
House. Now of course, some people will 
blame that all on the news media and on 
Clinton’s enemies. But if one accepts — as 
Clinton himself has said — that he bears his 
own personal responsibility for this whole 
mess and, even more than that, for his deci- 
sion in January 1998 to simply brazen it out 
by lying about it, then yes, he must bear re- 
sponsibility for the distractions to the extent 
to which they kept him and his senior aides 
from grappling with more-important public 
business. So there’s a connection there. I’m a 
little wary about taking it too far. I think he 
really does compartmentalize well. But I 
think ultimately he does what he believes is in 
his political self-interest. That’s the one con- 
stant in Bill Clinton’s career. 

You can’t overstate the distraction that all 
this was, and all the things that didn’t get 
done because this did. I'll say one thing in 
his favor, and one thing that may be worth 
noting in his dealings with Milosevic. One 
positive attribute that he displayed in the 
whole Lewinsky thing was a steeliness of will 
where a lot of other people would have 
caved, where some other presidents might 
have quit. A lot of other people would have 
been too shamed. He set his course and he 
stuck to it. Now, it was sticking to the de- 
fense of a lie, but he stuck to it. That steeli- 
ness of will may serve him well in our deal- 
ings in Yugoslavia.

An incomplete legacy 
on gay and lesbian issues 


f Bill Clinton were to finish his presiden- 

cy tomorrow, the legacy he would leave 

for gay people is that they could not be 

free and open in the United States mili- 

tary, and that it has been solidified as 
federal law, through the Defense of Marriage 
Act, that we have no right to marry. 

What President Clinton has contributed, 
which shouldn’t be underestimated, is that 
he introduced the notion of gay Americans’ 
being treated equally and our issues’ being 
part of everyday discourse. I mean, he put 
us on the radar screen of America. That 
shouldn’t be devalued. It’s important, also, 
to recognize that he appointed a great 
number of gay and lesbian people to his ad- 
ministration. That has made a difference in 
Washington. So I want to give him credit 
where credit is due. Then, too, he made a 
number of smaller policy changes that are 
important. They’re just not as dramatic as 


’ we all would have liked. 


But unless and until he can really 
make happen a watershed event, like the 
passage of the Employment Non-Dis- 
crimination Act, a basic civil-rights bill 
that is now moving through Congress, 
there is nothing in place today that could 
eclipse or match or heal those two politi- 
cal realities, marriage and the military. 
Overall, he would leave a very bad legacy 
for gay people. 

Putting aside his extremely bad judgment 
on the personal front, I think that he is the 
beginning of what will become a new 
species of politicians. And we don’t recog- 
nize it yet because he’s the first of them. 
There is something about this man and his 
instincts — beyond using polling and re- 
search — that enables him to reach through 
the most profound kind of noise and hear 
the people, or assess what is important to 
people, on a day-to-day basis. There was 
something that Bill Clinton understood 
about environmental issues, education is- 
sues — to pick up the key nuggets that ev- 
eryday folks cared about — and he was able 
to translate them into tiny baby steps that 
resonate. He’s done a brand of integration 
of the left and the right that we’ve never 
seen before, to the point where it’s com- 
pletely muddled. You have role reversals, 
where you have Republicans taking on So- 
cial Security and Medicare, and a Demo- 
cratic administration signing a welfare-re- 
form bill. George W. Bush is being analyzed 
for his Clinton-like approach on a variety of 
issues. There’s also the Republican Main 
Street Partnership, spearheaded by former 
congressman Steve Gunderson, that is the 








moderate-Republican version of the Demo- 
cratic Leadership Council, which Clinton 


pioneered. . 


I think that this is good. But it makes stuff 
very gray, so it’s difficult to sort out. And in 
the middle of all of this integrationist think- 
ing you have unbelievable rancor. So you still 
have the parties at war in Washington. 
They’re not working together. There is not a 
spirit of bipartisanship. So, ironically, you 
have more polarization even while this inte- 
grated approach to politics is occurring. Any 
solutions that can be fashioned that take the 
best of the left and the right, I think are 
good. But if you can’t get basic legislation 
passed, that’s not a good thing. If you can’t 
deliver the sausage out of the other end of 
the machine, it’s a problem. I think we need 
another 10 to 15 years to see how this is go- 
ing to play out. 


Lloyd deMMause 
the phallic presidency 


here are four stages of a leadership cy- 

cle. Early on in Clinton’s career, there 

were lots of pictures of him as 

St. George killing the dragon, as 

though we were little tiny people and 
he was the great big daddy. We call that the 
strong phase. The second phase — cracking 
— comes in the second or third year of the 
presidency. The third phase is called col- 
lapse, in which he’s falling apart. We’re 
showing a bit of paranoia in this phase, be- 
cause people abroad seem to be more arid 
more menacing, even though they are no dif- 
ferent at that particular time. And then final- 
ly, in the fourth, fifth, sixth, seventh years of 
presidency, we start to have wars. 

Very rarely do we have a war at the begin- 

ning of anybody’s presidency, when he’s 
strong. But when he gets to cracking and 





collapsing and then, finally, upheaval, the 
fourth phase, we have what’s called the puri- 
ty crusade. That is to say, “Oh my God! 
Things are getting out of control.” We can’t 
possibly exist any longer unless we find an 
enemy. We’re all too sinful. We’re just like 
the ancient Aztecs, who got to the point ev- 
ery so often when they thought they were go- 
ing to have to engage in a war in order to 
give blood to the great goddess, who was 
mad at them for being so sinful. 

We tried to make Bill Clinton the object 
of our purity crusade. We went after him 
and we said, “Oh, he’s bad! He’s terrible! 
All we’re going to do for a whole year is 
look at how sinful he is and how sinful we 
all are.” And so we had him for what I call 
a poison container, a container for these 
fantasies, for a while. Unfortunately, he es- 
caped. If we had thrown him out of office,

we'd never be in this war. If you’re a histo- 


rian, you say, “Why now?” It’s excess. It’s 
because we think that we’re just enjoying 
ourselves too much.

don’t know what Clinton would have to 

do to alienate African-American voters. 

It’s really interesting, because he aban- 

doned us even before the first sign of 

any kind of trouble. But because he 
does and says all the right things, and he'll 
put on a robe and sing Baptist hymns, it’s 
just clear that he’s not Bush. It was so 
painful when Bush was president to watch 
him at the obligatory “We Shall Overcome” 
during Black History Month, with the 
crossed arms. It was painful to see how un- 
comfortable he was. But Clinton can do 
that with gusto. We know who’s disgusted 
by us and who’s afraid of us and who’s not. 
And Clinton’s not afraid of us. 

But that’s part of the man’s personality. | 
think he can just be whatever he needs to be 
in any particular situation. His charm wore 
very thin for me very quickly. The Sister 
Souljah thing was, to me, a frightening sig- 
nal that he was very consciously sending to 
the white folks, saying, “I will keep these 
darkies in their place. Don’t worry.” He 
dissed Jesse Jackson in his own house. He 
was telling us point-blank that he’s the abu- 
sive boyfriend — from day one it’s obvious 
where you stand, but we just don’t get it. 
And because of our low political develop- 
ment, attacking Clinton is attacking us. We 
really see it that way. We really see the black 
community as attacked, because he is so 
loved in the black community. Once you’ve 
been adopted, I guess you just have to show 
up with an Uzi to get yourself thrown out of 
the community. Black voters have a really 
low set of expectations. 

I think that African-Americans are at an 
arrested state of development politically. 
We're terrified of Republicans in a big, over- 
arching kind of way. We don’t really distin- 
guish between Arianna Huffington and Pat 
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Buchanan, or James Dobson and Mary 
Matalin. To us, Republicans are the people 
who fought against the civil-rights move- 
ment and who, given a chance, would con- 
tinue to oppress us. Clinton, on the other 
hand, is an adopted member of the clan, and 
that makes him the first black president, be- 
cause he appears to be. He’s done a good 
job of pretending to be very identified with 
the black community, and we're just patheti- 
cally, childishly grateful to anybody who's 
willing to associate with that. My firm belief 
is that self-hatred is at the base of every so- 
cial pathology in the black community. And 
I think this is a really deep and really com- 
plex psychological manifestation of self-ha- 
tred. We’re so happy that a powerful guy 
pretends to have our best interests at heart. 
He is basically — what’s the right word? 
Sort of a moral coward. He doesn’t lead. He’s 
known from birth that he wanted to be presi- 
dent. He’s a smart guy when he can sit 
around in the law-school library and write a 
paper, but when people answer back, he 
doesn’t know then, because he doesn’t have a 
strong core. Sometimes you have to make the 
hard decisions, and you need a strong, basic 
compass. I don’t think he does. He just 
thinks, “Well, I’ll take everybody’s opinion, di- 
vide by two, and that’s what we should do.” 
He was the perfect guy to win the presidency, 
but he’s not the guy to be the actual president. 
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He’s certainly not the guy to be leading 
us in a war right now. I spent 12 years in 
the military. The military is not Western 
Union. You don’t use it to send these sub- 
tle little messages. You use it to kill people 
and destroy things. I don’t think you have 
to have served to be president, but you 
certainly have to understand about force. 
And you have to be prepared to kill peo- 
ple: our own and others. He doesn’t have 
the stomach, One serviceman gets a 
stubbed toeand they think that the Ameri- 
can people are going to crumble, but | 
don’t think so. Certainly not if you've got 
a strong leader there.

n the domestic front, whether it is Clin- 
ton’s achievement or not, we have pal- 
pable and rising prosperity.

We certainly have 
been contemplating for very many months 
doing what we have been doing, but without 
having made arrangements, for example, for 
the inevitable, unquestionably predictable 
rout of Albanian Muslims. We also should 
have had tent cities built in Macedonia and 
Albania. We should have had Apache heli- 
copters there. That might have even had 
some deterrent effect. Then, when we finally 
begin to bomb, we say, well, we will never 
send ground troops, as if we can say that 
and only the American people will hear. Mr. 
Milosevic won't hear that? I mean, that’s a 
very brilliant tactic. It encourages him.

His treatment of loyalists is

e’s the master magician of the age. 
I’ve often said he’s Harry Houdini 
and David Copperfield and Merlin 
and the Phantom of the Opera. He 
has the most amazing machinery 
pumping stuff out of the White House.

Says Rage Against the Machine 
lead singer Zack de la Rocha, one of the 
rally’s many speakers: “A crime is a crime, 
regardless of whether it’s a B-2 bomber 
over Belgrade or a disgusting sham of a 
trial.” 

| Vietnam-era speakers only add to the 

revolutionary feeling. One of the day’s MCs 

is former Black Panther Kathleen Cleaver, 

| who lends an air of authority to the pro- 

| ceedings, like Ted Williams throwing out 
the first pitch at a Sox game. Not everyone 
is so well known, though. When the name 
of Mumia’s counsel, Chicago Seven attor- 
ney Leonard Weinglass, is announced, I 
notice that only the graybeards in the 
crowd yell loudly, as if the Stones were 
breaking into a chestnut like “2000 Light 
Years from Home.” Weinglass doesn’t dis- 
appoint the diehards: “Once again, we’re 
being called upon this time to throw our 
bodies on the machinery of death,” he says. 


A PROTEST isn’t a protest without its bat- 
tle cries, and Millions for Mumia has plen- 
ty. There are a few basic workhorses: 
“Brick by brick, wall by wall/Free Mumia 
Abu-Jamal” and “Mumia is fearless/So are 
we/We won’t stop/Until he’s free.” There’s 
a slightly overblown warning to Pennsylva- 
nia’s Governor Tom Ridge, who has 
pledged to sign Mumia’s death warrant: 
“Governor Ridge/You can’t hide/We 
charge you with gen-o-cide.” There’s also a 






N RETROSPECT, IT appears that Millions for Mumia — the day- 
long rally in Philadelphia on behalf of Mumia Abu-Jamal, the radio 
journalist who was convicted and sentenced to death for the 1981 
murder of a police officer — was one of the most hopefully titled mass 
events since Hands Across America. Turnouts were vastly smaller than 
organizers expected, and predictions that the protests would bring the 
city to a standstill were, at the least, inflated. 

Still, it wasn’t a bust. Nearly 10,000 people showed up in Philly, 
and more than 15,000 joined a satellite rally in San Francisco. News 
clips of the event made the national papers and television networks, 
the biggest burst of publicity for Abu-Jamal’s case since a last-minute 
protest and appeal prevented his execution in 1995. And, if nothing 
else, the crowds and the passion on Saturday provided ample evi- 
dence that the curious phenomenon of Mumia Abu-Jamal continues 


to grow more, well, curiously phenomenal. 


Mumia-ized version of the rapper DMX’s 
hit song “Ruff Ryders’ Anthem”: 
“Stop/Drop/Mumia didn’t kill no cop.” 

The real showstopper, though, is a nice 
little invitation to riot that goes like this: “If 
Mumia dies/Then it’s fire in the sky.” It’s a 
zippy lyric, to be sure, but watching some 
of those well-scrubbed college students 
shout it, I wonder what they’re going to 
torch if Abu-Jamal is executed. Abercrom- 
bie & Fitch? 


THE NIGHT before 
the rally, more than 
800 people attended a 
$100-a-plate fundrais- 
er for Justice for 
Daniel Faulkner, an 
organization named 
for the police officer 
whom Abu-Jamal was 
convicted of gunning 
down on the morning 
of December 9, 1981. 
At the trial, the prose- 
cution argued that 
Abu-Jamal shot 
Faulkner after he came 
upon the officer in an 
altercation with his 
brother, William Cook. 
Abu-Jamal’s supporters 
claim another shooter 
killed Faulkner, but the 
cop’s supporters insist 
that the right man was 
caught. 

The Faulkner event 
was organized by a lo- 
cal radio talk-show 
host, and the guest of 
honor was Maureen 
Faulkner, the slain of- 
ficer’s widow, who has 
mounted her own cru- 
sade to counter the 
Mumia movement. 
Elected Pennsylvania 
officials in attendance 
included Governor 
Ridge, Philadelphia 
mayor Ed Rendell, and 
Senator Arlen Specter. 
None of these folks 
show for Millions for 
Mumia.

ONE OF the refresh- 

ing things about the Mumia movement is 
that it doesn’t disavow its radical member- 
ship. Saturday’s speakers include Geroni- 
mo ji jaga (Pratt), a Black Panther who was 
freed last year after 27 years in a California 
prison on what supporters called a bogus 
murder rap. Draped in denim and wearing 
an engineer’s cap, ji jaga fires up the crowd 
with a very politically incorrect plug for 
packing heat. “I’m one of the strongest 
supporters of armed struggle,” he says. 
Less inflammatory but equally passionate is 
Robert Meeropol, who was six years old 


when his parents, Ethel and Julius Rosen- 


berg, were executed for treason in 1953. “I 


see Mumia’s case as my parents’ case hap- 
pening all over again,” he says. 

No one here is afraid of saying the im- 
polite thing. Pam Africa, the leader of the 
International Family and Friends of 


Mumia and one of the original members of 
MOVE, the radical group that was bombed 


after a 1985 standoff with Philadelphia 


police, decries “God-damned government” 


(one of her favorite phrases) and its 
conspiracy to kill Mumia. As she talks, a 
man behind me keeps shouting, “Fire in 
the sky! Fire in the sky!” 


MUMIA IS for kids, too. I’m standing 
next to a guy with a six-foot-tall papier- 


maché sculpture of Mumia’s head strapped 


to his shoulders (don’t ask; he says he 
didn’t make it) when I hear someone on 
the nearby “youth stage” barking about 
students from Massachusetts who walked 
out of school on Abu-Jamal’s behalf. I look 
up and see Jason Rivera, an 18-year-old 
junior from Quincy High, strutting around 
the stage and pumping his fist like a hip- 
hop star. 

A skinny kid with dark brown hair and a 
wispy mustache, Rivera wins the “How | 
Extended My April Vacation Thanks to Mu- 
mia” contest. He tells me that Quincy 
school administrators have suspended him 
for 10 days for his role in organizing a small 
April 16 Mumia walkout. “They wanted to 
make an example of me,” Rivera says. Un- 
less his mother can secure a last-minute 
commutation, Rivera — who says he has 
never gotten into any disciplinary trouble in 
school in the past — will be out for two 
more weeks. “[Mom’s] pissed,” he says.

THE RALLY features some pretty good 
signs, too. There’s VEGANS FOR MUMIA, 
TEXAS ANARCHISTS FOR MUMIA, the graceful 
FREE MUMIA OR GO FUCK YOURSELF, the 
double-barreled FREE MUMIA/FUCK THE PO- 
LICE, the strange DOES THE GHOST OF 
HITLER RUN THE PENNSYLVANIA COURTS?, 
and my personal favorite, LET’S GO FREE 
MUMIA (I GOT TO PEE). 
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I’M LOITERING in the press area, leafing 
through a copy of The Final Call, when | 
notice a man with bug eyes and a gray 
ponytail who looks an awful lot like 
Grandpa Munster. I soon realize it is 
Grandpa Munster — more precisely, 
Grandpa Al Lewis, a long-time lefty ac- 
tivist who managed to score a surprising 
50,000 votes in the 1998 New York guber- 
natorial election as a Green Party candi- 
date, thereby securing the Greens a place 
on the ballot through 2002 (and coining 
the term Munster factor among campaign 
types). 

Lewis, who is wearing a crumpled hat 
advertising the box-office bomb Car 54, 
Where Are You? and chomping an eight- 
inch cigar, is covering the rally for an AM 
radio station. I ask what attracts him to 
Mumia’s case. “I’m a political animal,” he 
says. “For me, it’s just a continuation of my 
life.” With minimal prodding, Grandpa Al 
reveals that his life also includes a movie 
being made in Toronto, as well as personal 
appearances at TV nostalgia conventions in 
California and Chicago. 


MANY PHILADELPHIANS appear to feel 
about Mumia the same way Bostonians feel 
about the TV show Cheers — that is, it’s 
something they got over a long time ago, 
and if you’re still really jazzed about it, then 
you must be from out of town. It’s not a 
guilt-or-innocence kind of situation; it’s 
more a been-there-done-that kind of situa- 
tion. One of the few locals I see who isn’t 
so blasé is a middle-aged man in a Cornell 
sweater who spits a humongous yellow loo- 
gie in the direction of the march as it pass- 
es down Market Street. 

The local media are pretty pissy about 
Mumia, too. When I watch Saturday 
night’s television coverage 
of the rally, I notice that 
the reporters are almost 
gleeful about saying the 
protest attendance fell far 
short of organizers’ ex- 
pectations. Fox News 
Philadelphia runs a seg- 
ment making fun of 
marchers who, put on the 
spot, couldn’t accurately 
recite all the facts of Abu- 
Jamal’s case. Watching 
Fox News criticize people 
for not having their facts 
straight makes me fear 
that my television might 
explode from hypocrisy. 


IT’S UNFAIR to dismiss 
the Mumia movement on 
account of its numbers. 
Though organizers may 
have gotten ahead of 
themselves with the “Mil- 
lions for Mumia” 
moniker, those who sim- 
ply counted heads on Sat- 
urday and pronounced the 
event a failure may be 
guilty of wishful thinking. 
Millions or no millions, 
Abu-Jamal’s supporters 
correctly point out that 
Saturday’s rallies repre- 
sented the largest mass 
gatherings on behalf of a 
death row prisoner in 
decades. Whether you be- 
lieve Mumia is guilty or in- 
nocent, there’s little ques- 
tion that his case strikes a 
chord among people who 
feel kicked around by the 
establishment. And even in 
these go-go ’90s, there are 
plenty of people like that. 
Amid the controversy and 7 olitics sur- 
rounding this movement, it’s easy to forget 
that it began with two men. Daniel Faulk- 
ner, of course, lost his life. Mumia Abu- 
Jamal stands to lose his, too. And those 
who know him, like Abu-Jamal’s son, Mazi, 
were staggered with what they found on 
Saturday. “This,” Mazi said, surveying the 
crowd, “is the most beautiful thing I have 
ever seen.” 5

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A Harvard researcher stands to profit from a product he 
‘independently’ reviewed for the National Institutes of Health. 
; The scientific community, heavily funded by corporate 
money, has no clear way to handle such conflicts. 
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N A FRIGID January morning, a group of 
young Harvard scientists gathered at 
Massachusetts General Hospital to share 
their latest findings. In a small mecting room, 
they chatted in clusters and gestured toward 

the scientific papers and brain-scan images posted on near- 
by bulletin boards. 

Every year, the Massachusetts Alzhcimer’s Disease 
Research Center, a network of Harvard Medical School 
faculty members, holds this “poster session,” a time-hon- 
ored form of scientific show-and-tcll. At this year’s mect- 
ing, scientist Dennis Selkoe — graying but trim and youth- 
ful — moved through the room like a celebrity, looking 
very Brooks Brothers in a sca of rumpled L.L. Bean. In the 
small national community of Alzheimer’s researchers, 
Sclkoe is a star, the man responsible for shedding much 
light on the mystcrious biochemical breakdowns that 
destroy the brains of Alzheimer’s patients. 

Sclkoe is more than just a top-level scientist, though. 
He’s one of a new breed of university-based entrepreneurs 
who have found a way to move their work out of the lab 
and onto Wall Street. As one of the founders and major 
sharcholders of a California-based company called Athena 
Neurosciences, he’s earned millions by linking his scientific 
fortunes with the pharmaccutical industry. 

Now a Harvard review pancl is trying to determine 
whether Selkoe has let his corporate interests interfere with 
his scicntific judgment. Last ycar, hc added his name to a 
National Institutes of Health (NIH) report endorsing a 
controversial blood test for Alzheimer’s. What he neglected 
to mention in the report is that Athena Neuroscicnces — 
the company he helped found — manufactures the test and 
stands to profit from the NIH’s endorsement. 

An anonymous complaint filed in December with the 
Harvard Medical School dean’s office charges Sclkoe and 
another Harvard neurologist with conflict of interest for 
their role on the NIH panel that produced the report. The 
complaint also suggests that the report played down 
research that was critical of Athena’s Alzheimer’s test. In 
hindsight, Sclkoc himsclf says that hc should have made 
sure the published version of the report noted his corporate 
affiliation. “Otherwise,” he says, “I stand by the accuracy 
and validity of the statements in the report.” 

But not everyone agrees that this is a simple case of 
poor judgment. Susan de la Monte, a Harvard pathologist 
who helped develop another, competing Alzhcimcer’s test, 
says “it’s about time” Harvard dealt with the conflicts sur- 
rounding Selkoe’s roles as academic scientist and drug- 
company consultant. “I have conflicts too,” she says. “But I 
don’t sit on a committee tclling people to use the test.” 

It’s not just a problem at Harvard. The issue is a nation- 
al one: increasingly, the turf of academic science overlaps 
with that of pharmaccutical markcting. As it stands, there’s 
no national requirement for scientists to disclose their cor- 
porate tics. Schools such as Harvard have thcir private 
rules for dealing with the issuc, but even if a scicntist’s 
work turns out to be compromised, there’s no guarantee 
that doctors or paticnts will ever know. 


| F YOU think science is neatly split between independent 
rescarch in university labs and companics that produce 
products for profit, you’re about 20 years behind the 
times. In the past, most campus scientists paid their bills 
with grants from the federally funded NIH. The agency 
still funds most university rescarch, but a growing percent- 
age of campus labs are now linked to a pharmaceutical or 
biotech company. Some companics will pay to fund a sin- 
gic study. Others pay the bills for an cntirc university lab 
in exchange for access to all their findings. Scientists often 
sell the rights to their discoveries — everything from dis- 
easc-linked gencs to potential new drugs — and share the 
spoils with the university. And, increasingly, university- 
based scientists are starting their own companics to cash 
in on their findings. 

Some of these links have allowed important discoveries 
to move off the lab shclf and into the medicine chest. 
Emory University scicntists discovered 3TC, an important 
element in anti-AIDS drug regimens. They licensed it to 
drug giant Glaxo Welcome, which had somcthing Emory 
didn’t — the capacity to manufacture and markct the drug. 
Harvard researchers developed the technology behind a 
form of artificial skin for burn victims, which is now made 
and sold by Cambridge-bascd Genzyme. Academic scicn- 
tists have also worked with industry to produce childhood 
vaccines and the first cffective treatment for SCID, the 
immunc-system failure known as the “bubble boy” discasc. 





But consumer groups and health cthicists worry that 
without proper safeguards, bias may creep into the work of 
scientists who stand to make money off their findings. They 
fear, too, that scientists concerned about patent rights may 
be Iess willing to share important findings with other 
researchers, who could challenge or build on their work. 

Many rescarchcrs take umbrage at the suggestion that 
corporate sponsorship could influcnce their scicnce, but it 
happens all the time. In 1997, the University of California 
at Irvine shut down a canccr-rescarch lab after finding that 
scientists had invested in a company that hoped to scll the 
drugs they were testing — and then had failed to report 
side effects and had used experimental drugs without FDA 
approval. In 1998, rescarchers at the University of Toronto 
looked at a series of heart-drug studies and found that 
rescarchers with funding from companics that make the 
drugs were far morc likely than independent scicntists to 
produce studies supporting their use. A full 96 percent of 
the articles endorsing the drugs were penned by company- 
sponsored rescarchers, compared to 37 percent of the arti- 
cles written by researchers without company ties. Since 
then, findings have come out questioning the drugs’ safcty. 
The Toronto data “support complete disclosure of relation- 
ships with pharmaceutical manufacturers for clinicians and 
researchers who write articles examining pharmaccutical 
products,” the study’s authors wrote. 


PROFESSOR BOOTY: researchers like 


Dennis Selkoe aren't required to disclose 


their lucrative corporate ties. 


Sheldon Krimsky, a soft-spoken and slightly disheveled 
academic, has been making that argument for ycars. A pro- 
fessor in the innocuous-sounding urban-studics department 
at Tufts University, Krimsky has made something of a sec- 
ond carcer as a rescarch watchdog. Sitting at his desk in 
his Medford office with a folder of reports and news clip- 
pings on his lap, he shakes his head. He’s disgusted by a 
recent deal struck between the University of California and 
a Swiss drug company called Novartis. In exchange for 
$25 million, Novartis will have first dibs on all Berkeley's 
discoverics in plant genctics. 

“You have an entire department at Berkeley that is being 
bought off by Novartis,” he says. 

Krimsky predicts that a private company will probably 
buy an entire university someday. In the meantime, in his 
mind, companies are just buying them one professor at a 
time. “There’s no question in any reasonable person’s mind 
that who you get the funding from affects your work,” he 
says. So there is a pressing need, he says, for a system that 
would require scientists to acknowledge their corporate 
affiliations whenever they publish a study, spcak at a con- 
ference, or sit on a review panel. It’s not enough that the 
administrators and cditors know; the rescarchcrs’ col- 
Icagucs and the public also need to know where thcir loyal- 
ties lie, Krimsky says. 

“Readers should have the opportunity to form their own 
opinions on whether conflict of interest cxists,” he says. 
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But Krimsky has found that they rarcly do. Two years 
ago he looked at 800 scientific papers and found that in 
34 percent of the articles, the authors owned stock, served 
as company consultants, or had some financial stake in the 
findings. Last ycar, he looked at 62,000 scientific papers to 
find out how many scientists had footnoted their corporate 
affiliations. Only one-half of 1 percent of the articles 
included disclosure statements. 


HE ATHENA Alzheimer’s test is a classic case of how 

the lack of disclosure allows the pharmaccutical indus- 
try to dress up marketing and call it academic research. 

There is little question that a huge demand exists for 
tests and drugs for Alzheimer’s discasce. A crippling, incur- 
able condition, the disease affects about four million people 
in the US, most of them elderly. The first signs are mud- 
dicd language, confusion, and memory loss. Faced with the 
prospect of a gradual yet complete neurological shutdown, 
Alzheimer’s paticnts and their families are desperate for a 
cure. There is none, but testing can offer hope for some. 
Patients suffering from memory loss would like a way to 
know whcther the problem stems from Alzhcimer’s or some 
other cause, such as drug interactions or minor strokes. 
Those who don’t have the disease would get to relax; those 
who do could make plans for their future. But there is no 
blood test or brain scan that offers a definitive diagnosis. 
Most doctors rely instead on a combination of MRIs, mem- 
ory tests, and gut instincts. 

In 1993, scientists at Duke University discovered an 
Alzheimer’s-related gene. Two years later, Selkoe’s compa- 
ny, Athena, bought from Dukc the right to use the discov- 
cry to develop a diagnostic test for the discasc. The result 
was the ADmark test, which hit the market in 1996. The 
test, however, is less than perfect: even if you have the form 
of the gene discovered at Duke, it’s not certain you'll get 
Alzheimer’s. And some people who have Alzheimer’s don’t 
have the gence. In 1997, another company — Quebcec- 
bascd Nymox Corporation — began markcting a different 
test, this one based on Susan de la Monte’s discovery of a 
protcin found in high levels in the blood of Alzhcimer’s 
paticnts. 

Since both tests are new and neither is definitive (they 
both promise 80 to 90 percent accuracy), insurance com- 
panics won't pay for them until they have more of a track 
record. Without insurance coverage or complete reliability, 
many doctors continuc to diagnose Alzheimer’s the old- 
fashioned way: memory tests, vrain scans, and instinct. 

Athena thus found itself with a hard sale, some new 
compctition, and a high level of skepticism among the doc- 
tors who represented its potential customer basc. So — 
following the “nine-out-of-ten-doctors-recommend” 
approach — it decided to gct some expert endorsements. 
In 1997, Athena gave the nonprofit Alzheimer’s Association 
a $100,000 grant to organize a panel to look at the useful- 
ness of Alzhcimer’s tests. The nonprofit group then asked 
the highly respected National Institutcs of Health to host 
the panel and lend its name to the final report. Athena's 
role was thus veiled behind two layers of nonprofit credibil- 
ity. The Alzheimer’s Association rounded up a team of 
experts on Alzheimer’s to conduct the rescarch; among the 
experts was Harvard's Dennis Sclkoc. Another was Alan 
Roses, the Duke scientist who discovered the technology 
behind the Athena tests. (Roses personally collects only a 
fraction of the Duke patent-license fees on the test; most of 
the moncy gocs to a Duke scholarship fund.) 

When the panel's final report was published last April in 
The Neurobiology of Aging, onc of the ficld’s more presti- 

gious journals, it endorsed the Athena test. The article 
noted Athena Neuroscicnces’s “sponsorship” of the study, 
but nowhere did it mention that Sclkoc co-founded Athena, 
or that Roses held the patent on the Athena blood test. 

The panel’s endorsement of the Athena test was some- 
what subtle. The scicntists evaluated not products but the 
relevance of “biomarkers” — physical signs that tests look 
for. But it did single out the technology behind the Athena 
test, calling it the only one that “can add confidence” to the 
conventional diagnostic techniques of memory testing and 
brain scans. They called de la Monte’s protein test “promis- 
ing” but said it would “require further study.” 

Then, in December, the Wall Street Journal came out 
with an article headlined DID TIES TO ALZHEIMER'S TEST 
MAKER SWAY NII REPORT? The article pointed out both 
Sclkoc’s and Roscs’s links to the company whose test they 
were endorsing. A week later, Harvard Medical School 
dean Joseph Martin reccived an anonymous complaint

charging Sclkoe and another Harvard 
Alzheimer’s researcher — John Growdon, 
who chaired the panel — with violating the 

university's conflict-of-interest rules 

Sclkoe, informed of the complaint, 
declined to be interviewed in person, but 
offered a written statement via e-mail. He 
says he suggested to Growdon that he 
should disclose his corporate affiliation, 
but that Growdon thought it unnecessary. 

“However,” Selkoe wrote, “it should be 
considered that my affiliation with Athena 
was alrcady very widcly known in the 
Alzheimer’s disease field and was included 
in published articles in the past.” 

Well, not always. In 1992, Science 
magazine reported that Selkoe routinely 
wrote about Alzheimer’s disease without 
mentioning his corporate affiliation. And 
a random check of eight studies pub- 
lished in 1996 and 1997 that included 
Sclkoe as an author found no mention of 
his relationship with Athena, a relation- 
ship that has paid off richly. When 
Athena went public in 1993, Sclkoc 
owned 255,000 shares worth $3 million, 
according to the Science article. In 1996, 
when Elan Corp PLC, an Irish biotech 
company, bought Athena, Selkoe had a 
$50,000-per-year consulting contract 
with Athena and sat on the company’s 
board, according to Securities and 
Exchange Commission documents. He now sits on 
Elan’s board of dircctors. 

Committee chairman Growdon, for his part, declined to 
return repeated phone calls from the Phoenix. He did tell 
the Wall Street Journal that he knew about Sclkoc’s ties to 
Athena and thought they were “irrelevant.” 

Not every doctor agrees. Neil W. Kowall, the director of 
the BU Alzheimer’s center, says he doesn’t find that he 
needs the tests. He also notes that the manufacturers of the 
tests “have prominent scientists as stockholders and/or 
consultants who profit from their success.” 

“The Nymox [de la 
Monte’s] test, in my opin- 
ion, is of dubious valuc,” 
says Kowall. “It is unclear 
whether the Athena test is 
uscful in daily practice. | 
don't use either.” 

Still, according to the 
Wall Street Journal article, 
Athena reported that sales 
of its ADmark test jumped 
by 28 percent last year. 
The marketing material 
distributed with the test 
makes note of the NIH 
panel's endorsement, but 
nowhere does it mention that panel members had links to 
the manufacturer. It simply docsn't have to. 


O WHO'S minding the store? With so much money at 

stake, the scientific community tends to dance around 
the conflict-of-interest issue and has been unable to reach a 
consensus. As it stands now, universities police themselves. 
The system of oversight is a patchwork, varying from 
school to school and operating primarily behind closed 
doors. 

The problem isn't new. Congress paved the way for the 
“academic entrepreneur” by passing a law in 1980 that 
made it easier for federally funded scientists to patent and 
profit from their findings. Soon scientists became stock- 
holders, board members, and consultants for companies 
making the very drugs they were testing. 

Ten years ago, the NIH, aware of the growing problem, 
took a stab at cracking down. The NIH, which dispenses 
$15 billion in annual research grants, is one of the few 
agencies — if not the only one — with the clout to hold 
scientists accountable. In 1989 it asked researchers to 
begin reporting their corporate links when applying for 
NIH funding. The response was fast and fierce. Professors 
and administrators flooded the agency with angry letters 
calling the plan an attack on academic freedom. 

So the NIH backed off. Instead, the agency asked 
research universities to set up their own rules requiring 
professors to report corporate ties. 

Part of the problem with this approach is that the entire 
process — from the reports to the reviews — remains 
secret. Mildred K. Cho, a professor at Stanford 
University’s Center for Biomedical Ethics, thinks this 
defeats the whole purpose of disclosure. “The disclosure is 
not a true disclosure if it is not public,” she says. “Most of 
these disclosures never really see the light of day, except 
within the institutions.” 


Because the schools collect a share of every professor’s 
royalty check, they have their own conflicts as well, accord- 
ing to Cho. These days, universitics encourage what they 
call “technology transfer,” their term for research that is 
sold or licensed to a private company. On its Web site, a 
Harvard Business School program that assists professors in 
this process promiscs “fame, fortune [and] funding.” The 
schools get a bit of that fortune themselves, since they col- 
lect a share of the licensing fees and royaltics. And at 
Harvard and MIT, that share is growing. In 1997, MIT 
earned $21.2 million in royalties and from the sale of stock

in startup companics. That was up from $10.2 million in 
1996. In 1997, Harvard filed 61 patent applications, signed 
67 licensing agreements, and collected $16.5 million from 
existing licensing contracts. That was up from $7.6 million 
in 1996. 

Sheldon Krimsky, the Tufts-bascd watchdog, says this 
arrangement Icaves him with little faith in academia’s will- 
ingness to police its own. “The universities protect their 
turf,” he says. 

The Dennis Sclkoe case is interesting because 
Harvard is known for having a particularly strict policy. 
At the time the policy was created, in 1990, the universi- 
ty was still smarting from the case of a Mass Eye and Ear 
Hospital doctor who tested a questionable eye drug on 
hundreds of paticnts. The drug turned out to be useless, 
but not before the doctor carned $1 million by selling 
stock in the company that made it. So, while some uni- 
versitics allow faculty to test their own companics’ drugs 
if they disclose their interest to the school, Harvard for- 
bids such tests. Their rules on publishing, however, are a 
bit more vaguc. Harvard rescarchers must get permission 
from a faculty committee if they want to present rescarch 
results on a subject without disclosing relevant financial 
interests. 

No onc really knows just how cffcctive that policy is. 
Harvard scientists publish thousands of articles each year 
and, according to one administration source, the school has 
no way of monitoring them. Usually they wait until com- 
plaints arise and then handle them quietly. 

Harvard officials say they're looking into the complaint 
against Sclkoc but have not yct decided whether a full 
investigation will be necessary. The case has been referred 
to the university's sclect committce on conflict of interest, 
which met in carly April and made a recommendation to 
Dean Joseph Martin, according to Medical School spokes- 
woman Peta Gillyatt. As of last weck, she said, Martin had 


not had a chance to review their report. 
Even when he does, however, the com- 
mittee has no obligation to report its 
findings to the public or to the scientific 
community. 

On a national level, the result of this 
sort of university policy is that ncither 
patients nor their doctors find out about 
these conflicts unless a colleague or a 
compctitor blows the whistle. 
Drummond Rennie, the West Coast 
editor for the Journal of the American 
Medical Association, has begun spcak- 
ing out for change. In a speech at a 
recent MIT conference titled “Secrecy 
in Science: Exploring University, 
Industry, and Government Relations,” 
Rennie called on scientists and univer- 
sitics to support cfforts to make dis- 
closure of corporate financing routine 
and public. “Disclosure is only good if 
you disclose to everyone,” Rennic said 
after his talk. 

In the Selkoe case, Rennie didn’t think 
mere disclosure was appropriate for 
the Athena-linked scientists. “They 
should have been excluded from the 
pancl,” he said. 

But they weren’t. And now the market- 
ing material Athena distributes with its 
ADmark test makes note of the NIH study 
along with other scientific studies of the 
test’s value. Doctors who haven't been 
reading the newspaper will remain unaware 
of its author's links to the company. 

Meanwhile, Alzheimer’s research remains intensely com- 
petitive. From the corporate standpoint, diagnostic tests 
such as ADmark — however profitable — represent only a 
pit stop in the race to discover a drug that can actually pre- 
vent or cure Alzheimer’s. Dennis Sclkoc’s current research 
is focused on a theory that fatty substances that build up in 
the brain — known as “amyloid plaques” — hold the key 
to the cause of the discase. His lab recently unraveled the 
role of an enzyme that helps produce these substances — 
an enzyme that Selkoe described on a Harvard Web page 
report as “a promising target 
for drug discovery.” 

Athena is reportedly trying 
to develop a drug that would 
dissolve these plaques. The 
stakes are enormous. If the 
drug could stop Alzhcimer’s 
short, it would be a lifesaver for 
patients. Selkoe would be able 
to take credit for producing the 
first effective treatment for the 
disease. And Athena would 
have a blockbuster on its 
hands, according to an article 
in Signals, an online magazine 
about the biotech industry. 
“Barring scientific progress, about 14 million will have 
[Alzheimer’s] by the middle of the next century,” the article 
states. “Clearly, any drug that could truly alter the syndrome’s 
course would be an instant multi-billion-dollar hit.” 

Athena reportedly will be ready to ask the Food and Drug 
Administration for permission to begin human tests on its 
drug sometime this year. 

When Selkoe’s team published their recent work in the 
April 8 issuc of the journal Nature, there was no disclosure. 
The journal doesn’t require it, says Krimsky. And he hasn't 
seen any mention of Selkoe’s corporate ties in news reports 
on the discovery. 

“My guess is, if the drug does not pan out — that’s 
when people will begin looking at the conflicts of interest,” 
Krimsky says. “If it’s successful, the attitude will be that the 
scientists deserve the windfall.” 

Still, even if the drug is successful, it’s unlikely to be 
perfect. It may work for some paticnts but not others, or it 
may simply slow the disease’s progress. It is likely to have 
side effects that doctors will have to weigh against the ben- 
cfits. And if Athena is the first out of the gate, it will quick- 
ly face competition. And at least 20 other Alzheimer's 
drugs are currently under study. Once they all hit the mar- 
ket, scientists will be asked to help paticnts decide whether 
they're any good. And unless those researchers disclose 
their industry links, no one will know whether they speak 
for the science or for the company. 

As a consumer as well as a scientist, JAMA’s Rennie 
says, such conflicts worry him. “The patient in me,” he 
says, “secs that as a rcal threat.” we

State of the art 


t’s a week of women, sex, and 

Homicide at the Coolidge Corner 
Theatre this week; but of course we'll 
start with the sex. 
“Above all, | want to give a voice to 
women’s sexuality,” explains former 
porn star and pioneer feminist-porn 
director/producer Candida Royalle — 
who comes to the Coolidge on May 4 
for a screening of clips from her films 
— during a recent phone conversation 
from her production offices in New 
York. And how. Along with Annie 
Sprinkle and Susie Bright, Royalle has 
been one of the leaders of a 
| movement to create pornography in 
which women’s sexual needs are 
addressed and afforded a measure of 
respect. In the process she’s joined a 
very elite club: the respectable 
pornographer. 

At the Coolidge, she says, “I'll start 
the show with clips from some of the 
films | starred in, segments of ones | 
directed, and parts of TV interviews 
I've done. Then I'll talk about the 
concept behind my work and how 
people can use my movies to improve 
their relationships. Finally, there will be 
a Q&A session where people talk 
about things they usually don’t get to 
discuss. | like the challenge of seeing 
what people will ask me.” 

Royalle has plenty of experience to 
draw on. She got involved with 
pornography in the late 1970s. Over 
the next five years, she made some 25 
films before getting out of the business 
in the early 1980s. “I put myself into 
therapy to understand why | had made 
the choices | had. Ironically, my 
attempt to put closure on this period of 
my life led me to want to create erotica 
from a woman's point of view. | came 
to the conclusion that most of the 
[pornographic] material was sex- 
negative, because we live in a culture 
where a lot of shame and hypocrisy is 
tied to sex. | decided to present sex as 
a natural, beautiful gift.” 

In 1984, Royalle started Femme 
Productions (www.royalle.com), 
through which she has directed 10 
films and produced 14; her films stood 
out by putting relationships and 
romance above explicit sex. “My 
movies have foreplay and after-play. 
There are almost never ‘money shots’

in my movies because | think they’re 
degrading. Instead, many of my actors 
wear condoms. | like to use real-life 
couples because it’s easier to get 
genuine heat and feeling between 
them.” 

On to crime. The Studio, a 
Brookline clothing store, hosts an 
evening with the women of the NBC 
drama series Homicide: Life on the 
Street on May 7, in honor of the shop's 
20th anniversary. A screening of the 
episode “The Why Chromosome’ will 
be followed by a panei discussion 
featuring members of Homicide’s cast 
and crew. All proceeds for this event 
will benefit the Coolidge Corner 
Theatre Foundation and the Home for 
Little Wanderers. The evening is made 
possible by Anya Epstein, who wrote 
and co-produced the episode — and is 
a daughter of one of the Studio’s 
owners. “I've been seeing movies at 
the Coolidge since | was a kid,” says 
Epstein. “It's great to be able to draw 
attention to women in entertainment 
and at the same time raise money for 
the theater.”

Conjuring Mexico in the Fenway, for $5 a visit 


El Pelon Taqueria 


_BY STEPHEN HEUSER The most important restaurant to open in Boston 
so far in 1999 has four chairs, three stools, and no table service. Every item 


_ of food is served in either styrofoam or foil. There are weird little Day of the 


Dead skeleton figurines on the wall. 

There is a drink made from rice. 

El Pelén is the kind of Mexican 
place that makes you forget about 
all those times you waited in line at 
some trendy Tex-Mex bar to spend 
$13 on a sham enchilada that 
smothered its inadequacies in 
cheese and canned jalapenos. If it 
succeeds, El Pelon will also put to 
rest the stubborn idea that a good 
new restaurant can’t do business in 
Boston without charging New York 
prices. The menu here is strictly a 
$1.50-to-$5.25 affair, but there’s 
stuff on it that would represent a 
genuine improvement for some of 
the $17-a-plate bistros I’ve reviewed 
lately. 

I mean, yes, El Pel6n is a burrito 
joint. But it’s a burrito joint with 
ambition. It’s also got to be the most 
anticipated burrito joint in history. 
The California-raised chef, Loretta 
Huguez, is tight with the cool kids 
in the Boston restaurant scene. Her 
last full-time gig was as sous-chef at 
Tremont 647, and once word 
spread that she was starting her own 
taqueria, the foodie press (especial- 
ly those of us who work two blocks 
from the space she leased) began 
keeping an eye on her little 








Peterborough Street storefront. In 
the end it took six months to open, 
which works out to roughly one 
month for every table. 

I don’t know Loretta Huguez, but 
the minute I walked into her restau- 
rant I felt as though I knew what she 
was up to: conjuring the spirit of a 
streetside Mexican-American taque- 
ria, zipped up with just enough 90s 
pizzazz to let people know they’ve 
got something special on their 
hands. Toward the first end, you’ve 
got the lurid Mexican calendars and 
bullfight posters and plastic silver- 
ware and ultracheap prices. (And 
that rice drink, horchata.) Toward 
the second, there is the pickled pur- 
ple cabbage and the “limed onions,” 
which Huguez invented herself, a 
sharp little variant on traditional 
pickled onions. 

The menu at El Pelon ranges a lot 
wider than your average burrito 
shop’s, yet only one item on the 
blackboard costs more than $4.50. 
Good Mexican food — the kind 
with fresh vegetables, grilled meat, 
roasted-tomato salsa — is labor 
intensive, and part of the reason it’s 
cheap here is that the portions are 
moderate. None of your gut-busting 
tree-trunk burritos. The quesadilla 
costs $1.50 and consists of a mod- 
est folded-over tortilla filled with 
cheese and fried on the griddle. 
Chips are made fresh, by quartering 
tortillas and frying them till crisp. 
You get a decent-size paper basket 
of chips for $2.50; you get only a lit- 
tle cup of salsa, but if you run out 
the counter staff seems to be very 
obliging in ladling out more stuff. 
Want hotter salsa? Hottest salsa?

Here you go. Guacamole costs 
$1.50 for a modest two-ounce cup, 
but it’s pretty much as good a guac 
as you can get without making it 
yourself: buttery, and fueled with 
cilantro, lime, and scallions. 

The staples of a good taqueria are 
all in place. Tacos ($2.25 to $3.75) 
are small, served open on two over- 
lapping soft tortillas. Grilled beef or 
fish or chicken is laid out with cab- 
bage and some of those limed 
onions. Enchiladas ($3.25 to $3.50) 
are similar, only the tortillas are 
folded over, and they’re served with 
red mole (slightly bitter, laced with 
sesame seeds) or green mole (a tart 
tomatillo-based sauce). Burritos 
($3.25 to $3.75) are bigger yet, 
stuffed with meat and rice and 
beans. The most expensive menu 
category is “tortas,” a sandwich ona 
toasted roll served, again, with those 
excellent limed onions. All the tortas 
cost $4.50. 

El Pelén doesn’t have a liquor 
license, so you can’t have a margari- 
ta party here after work or before a 
Sox game. The drinks are interest- 
ing, though: a self-service machine 
dispenses six locally made sodas 
(including a sweetened green-tea 
drink), and then there’s the horcha- 
ta, which is made by soaking ground 
rice, cinnamon, and almonds in 
water. It’s then strained and served 
over ice. It might sound odd, but it 
goes remarkably well with tart and 
spicy food. 

Every once in a while El Pelén 
gets ahead of itself. The “tortilla 
lime soup,” for instance, wedges so 
many vegetables into a styrofoam 
cup (including a segment of corn 
on the cob!) that you can’t actually 
eat the soup without using your fin- 
gers. And the fish in the fish tacos, 
at least when I tried them, had been 
rubbed with a spice mix too heavy 
on the salt. 

There’s one other thing I wish 
they would change: so far, most 
everything is served in foil takeout 
trays. In a little place like this, you 
don’t really mind eating with plas- 
tic forks (plus, I noticed a week ago 
that the forks have been upgraded 
to a nicer plastic). But there’s 
something odd about food served 
entirely on aluminum: when you 
walk into the restaurant, it looks as 
though all the people eating there 
ordered food to go and just 
changed their minds. I think El 
Pelén could safely upgrade to 





paper plates without seeming too 
snobby. 


Department of election-rigging 
Like a lot of high-end restaurants, 
the East Cambridge bistro 
Salamander mails out a regular 
newsletter to customers and the 
press, mainly to advertise special 
events and new menu items. But 
Salamander’s latest newsletter has 
another purpose: to tilt the local 
Zagat vote. 

The Zagat Survey is a curiosity 
among restaurant guidebooks 
because it rates restaurants not 
according to critics’ opinions but by 
plebiscite: thousands of frequent 
eaters rate any restaurants they want 
to rate, and the results are compiled 
into the distinctive tall maroon 
Zagat paperback. The 1999 guide, 
compiled last year, lists Salamander 
as one of Greater Boston’s 10 best 
restaurants (between Ambrosia and 


ed 











es restaurant guide, you’re not 
alone. The Zagat people have long 
taken measures to reduce flagrant 
ballot-stuffing by restaurateurs. But 
there’s not much they can do about 
get-out-the-vote campaigns such as 
Salamander’s, and they don’t seem 
too concerned: “You can urge peo- 
ple to fill [questionnaires] out,” says 
Curt Gathje, a Zagat editor, “but 
you can’t write what they say. 
People tend to be brutally honest, 
believe me.” 

For his part, Salamander owner 
Stan Frankenthaler is unapologetic. 
“To me, it’s like this public survey is 
a vote,” he says, “and we’re taking 
an active approach to telling our 
customers that they can have a vote. 
I feel fine about it.” 

Fair enough. But personally, | 
think a better campaign would be to 
elevate a tiny but excellent restau- 
rant like El Pelén to the Top 10 
company of Olives, Biba, and 
Aujourd’hui.

It's usually a good sign when the late-lunch crowd at a 


Japanese restaurant greets the waitress in Japanese, and the 
free reading material is written entirely in kanji. Sushi Express, 


a basement-level stop on Beacon Street, follows through on 


its promise with basic but very Japanese Japanese food. Like 


the plate of cold tofu covered with fish flakes, the dried beige 
stuff that looks kind of like sloughed skin but adds a subtle, briny crunch to the tofu’s bland sweetness. 

Granted, the sushi menu includes Americanized specials like the Philly roll (“Crab Stick and Cream Cheese” — a 
travesty). But there’s also a selection of Japanese vegetables such as ume-shiso, the sour plums that don't appear on 
most American menus. Besides sushi, for five bucks you can get a huge ceramic bowl of udon soup. It’s not fancy (no 
garnishes here), but it's plentiful and the udon noodles are just right, fat and tubular. The soup comes with seaweed 
and thin sweet squares of fried bean curd. Japanese food is made for slurping; supposedly you get more oxygen in 


your mouth and it tastes better. 
For dessert, try the green-tea ice-cream treat. Two little balls of very green ice cream come inside a chewy, 


speckled green, pounded-rice dough called mochi. It's the Japanese version of a profiterole. Sushi Express's back- 
ground music is strictly Top 40: very authentic. Add bar stools and a young, good-looking staff, and it feels kind of like 


a Tokyo version of 90210's Peach Pit. 
Sushi Express, located at 1038 Beacon Street, in Brookline, is open daily from 11:45 a.m. to 10 p.m. Call (617)

Critical sass 


Why should you read this column? 
BY THOR IVERSON All my life, I’ve complained about 


critics. Music critics: failed musicians with tin ears and 


more-alternative-than-thou attitudes. Film critics: 


cynical nonromantics who snub any movie 
without subtitles. Food critics: winephobic, 
anti-indulgence misers who appear to find 
little joy in eating. 

And yet, here I am: a wine critic. So all 
that complaining has led me to a bit of 
navel-gazing. What good are wine critics, 
anyway? Do we serve a pur- 
pose? Can we be trusted? 

The answers to the latter 
two questions are “yes” and 
“sometimes.” As for the first 
question, it depends on what 
you’re looking for. 

Take Robert Parker, 

America’s most famous wine 

critic and one of the most 

powerful critics of any kind, 

anywhere. In his newsletter, 

The Wine Advocate, he rates wines on a 50- 
to-100-point scale; his ratings can make or 
break sales for wine producers. They’re also 
important to retailers, who use the numbers 
for advertising and pricing, and to con- 
sumers, many of whom unquestioningly fol- 
low his recommendations, Parker and those 
who take a similar approach (such as Steve 
Tanzer of The International Wine Cellar and 
Clive Coates of The Vine) are most useful to 
readers seeking an answer to the question 
“What should I buy?” 

There is, however, a catch: your palate 
has to be in tune with the critic’s palate. A 
wine that Parker rates in the upper 90s can 
be expensive and difficult to find, and dis- 
covering that you don’t like a wine you 
bought on his recommendation is a dis- 
heartening experience. So it’s important, 
when considering the critics’ judgments, 
that you understand their biases — even if 
that means knowing that you should avoid 
the wines they like. 

Parker likes big wines: big fruit, big oak, 
big tannin, and big alcohol. He’s very good 
with Bordeaux, California cabernets, and 
Aussie shiraz, but not so good with more- 
subdued wines (such as Burgundy). As for 
me, I do enjoy big, fruity wines, but I prefer 
elegance and subtlety. I have a strong aver- 
sion to heavy oak, but I love minerality and 
earthiness. I absolutely worship riesling and 
the wines of Alsace, while I cast a somewhat 
cynical eye toward California chardonnay. 
Thus, when I say that the 1994 Ridge 
Chardonnay Santa Cruz Mountains Monte 
Bello Vineyard ($27) is the best California 
chardonnay I’ve had in years, devotees of 
Cal chard should be wary. I absolutely loved 
the complex roasted-nut character laced 
with cloves, nutmeg, and cinnamon that 
wove in and out of the elegant shadings of 
pineapple and banana. But fans of fruit and 
toast (and Robert Parker) would probably 
prefer the 1997 Chateau St. Jean 
Chardonnay Alexander Valley Belle Terre 
Vineyard ($26), with its outrageous tropi- 
cal-fruit-salad palate smothered in creamy 
vanilla-flavored oak. 

Another kind of wine critic isn’t really a 
critic at all, but is actually a wine writer. The 
writer’s purpose is not to rate wines — 
though recommendations are often included 
— but to educate, enlighten, and excite. In 
other words, to help the reader develop his 
or her own palate. Jancis Robinson (Oxford 
Companion to Wine and the Financial 








Times) and Gerald Asher (Gourmet maga- 
zine) are two well-known writers who take 
this approach, and it’s the one I try to emu- 
late in this column. So rather than just tell 
you to buy the 1994 Bodegas Muga Rioja 
Reserva ($15) for its rich berry and leather 
heft (balanced by enough gritty tannin and 
bright acidity to let it age), 
I’d also point out that Muga 
is making a much more 
exciting, and less oaky, ver- 
sion of Rioja than was typical 
in the past. 

There’s something else you 
need to know about wine 
writers, however, and it goes 
to the issue of trust. The peo- 
ple who have attended our 
“Uncorked” wine tastings 

know how much fun it is to drink free wine 
provided by distributors and wine stores, but 
we wine writers do that sort of thing almost 
every day. We also get invited to lunches, 
dinners, and junkets paid for by wholesalers, 
importers, PR agents, and producers. Most 
of these are open only to the press and mem- 
bers of the wine trade. Those of us who 
don’t live in noxious anti-free-trade states 
such as Massachusetts often get wine sam- 
ples in the mail, too. In other words, much 
of the wine we taste is provided free of 
charge by the trade. In some fields of jour- 
nalism, this wouldeget you fired. 

From one perspective, this sort of thing is 
no big deal — ask any music critic how many 
free CDs arrive each day. But from the per- 
spective of objectivity, it’s problematic. People 
in the wine trade become close acquaintances, 
even friends, and do very nice things for writ- 
ers. The natural inclination is to do nice things 
in return. Wine writers who are themselves in 
the trade (such as Master of Wine Sandy 
Block, who writes for the Improper Bostonian) 
have integrity dilemmas of their own; since 
they promote their own wines in their day jobs 
(and thus don’t taste much from other firms), 
their writing is inevitably dominated by recom- 
mendations from their own portfolios. 

Given the ethical uncertainties, why do 
writers accept this largesse? Because we’re 
not all independently wealthy. I’ve tasted as 
many as 400 wines in a single week, some- 
thing I simply could not otherwise afford to 
do. Nevertheless, a writer who fails to set 
careful boundaries risks losing his or her 
soul to the freebies. I’ve ruined relationships 
with PR agents because I refused to promise 
column inches about a particular event. 
(Usually the sort of article I decline to write 
appears in another newspaper or magazine.) 
Unfortunately, too many writers are content 
to rewrite press releases in an effort to keep 
the gravy train running. 

So why should you read this — or any 
other — wine column? Because the writing 
inspires you to seek out new wine experi- 
ences. Because the writer can balance a pas- 
sion for wine with objectivity in the face of 
temptation. But mainly, because you like, 
love, or want to love wine. That’s why J 
write about it, after all. 

Now, if you'll excuse me, I have to hide 
from our film critic. %

t must be some sort of destiny at work: we 

don't often get even one Spanish film in the 
US, so to have two released in consecutive 
weeks and each starring the same up-and- 
coming actress suggests mysterious forces 
and uncanny synchronicities.

She made her next two films — Passages 
(1996) and Blinded (1997) — with him. These 
got recognition at film festivals, but it wasn’t 
until she strayed from the fold with Open Your 
Eyes, which some have compared to The 
Matrix for its mind-boggling premise and 
special effects, that she began to get world 
recognition. Arctic Circle has garnered 
international accolades for her performance as 
well as a nomination for a Goya — the 
Spanish Oscar. 

“Alejandro is very much like a Hollywood 





for none of the above. What's more, she's 
leaving the Arctic Circle for the warmer climes 
of Mexico. The director will be an American: 
painter-turned-filmmaker Julian Schnabel, who 
last did Basquiat. 

“They are making more movies in Spain 
than they were a few years ago,” Nimri 
acknowledges. “There are a lot more 
opportunities, and it’s growing. But | think if | 
have the chance to make movies here in the 
future, | will do so, because the kingdom of 
films is America.”

Taking a bite of The Apple 


BY PETER KEOUGH Deceptive simplicity, the hallmark of most 
Iranian films, distinguishes The Apple from its opening frames. A 
weathered stucco wall backs a withered potted plant. A slender hand 





BEWILDERED AND BEMUSED, but free in a society that is ripe for change. 


reaches through a grate with a 
watering can, pours, and misses 
the soil. The pathos lies not in the 
fact that the plant withers or that 
the hand is behind bars, but in the 
irrepressible impulse to restore 
both to life. 

The hand belongs to one of two 
12-year-old twin girls, Massoumeh 
and Zahra Naderi, who made news 


not long ago in Teheran when 
neighbors’ complaints spurred the 
authorities to investigate their living 
conditions. They found that the 
pair had been locked up by their 
elderly, impoverished parents for 
nearly their entire lives and were 
virtually incapable of any social 
interaction. 

A microcosm of the plight of 


women in the patriarchal Iranian 
theocracy, perhaps — but then so 
too is Samira Makhmalbaf, the 18- 
year-old daughter of renowned 
Iranian filmmaker Mohsen 
Makhmalbaf (he also wrote The 
Apple’s screenplay), who trans- 
formed these blighted lives into a 
limpid, occasionally over-earnest, 
but utterly assured debut feature. 


Family affair 


But Samira does it her way 


“People are afraid of making a film. People try to make me afraid,” 
Samira Makhmalbaf, the 19-year-old filmmaker of the remarkable The 
Apple told me this past winter at the Rotterdam Film Festival. “If you 


want, just make a film.” 

That’s what Samira, then 17, 
did back home in Teheran, bor- 
rowing a camera from her famous 
filmmaker father, 
Mohsen 
(Gabbeh) 
Makhmalbaf, and 
going out and 
shooting, docu- 
mentary fashion, 
the very odd fam- 
ily she had read 
about in the 
newspaper: a blind mother hidden 
head to toe under a chador; an 
uneducated father who, insisting 
that he was following the Koran, 
kept his twin daughters, 12, life- 
time prisoners under lock at 
home. Finally, the Welfare 
Department intervened for the 
unwashed, uncoordinated, barely 
speaking girls. 

Samira filmed, and her father, 
Mohsen, became consumed by the 


project. Each day, he offered out- 
lines of “docudrama” scenes, 
which Samira would try to imple- 
ment when visiting with the fami- 
ly. She filmed 
for 11 days. In 
the evenings, 
they would 
watch footage 
together on 
her father’s 
Steenbeck, 
and over sev- 
eral months, 
Mohsen did the hands-on editing. 

Have people insinuated that 
The Apple is really a film by 
Mohsen Makhmalbaf? 

“They said it at the beginning, 
particularly in Iran. I expected it. 
I was happy even, because that 
meant it’s a good film. But after a 
few times, I got tired of hearing it. 
Of course, there is his presence: 
he was editor, screenwriter, and 
father! That’s quite an influence.” 


But his being the screenwriter, 
Samira explained, did not mean 
that her father wrote actual dia- 
logue. “I didn’t dictate what peo- 
ple should say. The film is fiction 
in that it has a line of a story. It’s 
documentary in that the people 
you see are really themselves: 
father, mother, children, social 
worker.” 

Well, not all of them, Samira 
admits. The Apple is fiction in that 
a girl who walks the twins 
through the city is “my cousin, 
and she’s a wonderful actress.” 
The little boy who dangles an 
apple on a string hanging from his 
toe, an apple that the hapless girls | 
try and try to grab, is actually “my | 
father’s friend’s child, who had 
been in a film made by my sister. | 
He’s a wonderful artist, all the 
time painting, making sculptures. 
And as in my movie, he’s a 
naughty, clever boy.” 

More fiction. The titular apple is 





Casting the actual family in her 
film, Makhmalbaf spins this 
tabloid oddity into a gently subver- 
sive fable about moribund tradi- 
tion and inevitable change, about 
the persistence of hope and toler- 
ance in the face of the most intran- 
sigent ignorance and oppression. 
Such as the face of the twins’ 
father, Ghorbanali Naderi, a 
doddering scarecrow in Coke- 
bottle glasses, whose obstinacy 
in keeping his daughters locked 
up springs not so much from 
chauvinist tyranny as from 
addled piety, incapacity, and low 
intelligence. Quoting from an old 
Islamic book of advice to fathers, 
he defends his actions to the 
feisty welfare woman (Azizeh 
Mohamadi) on his case by saying 
that “daughters are like

flowers . . . they wither in the 
sun.” Wrongheaded though he 
may be, he’s more sympathetic 
than his wife, Soghra Behrozi; 
her blindness exaggerated by a 
chador that covers her complete- 
ly, her high-pitched, viciously 
caviling voice sounding like 
Cousin Itt from The Addams 
Family, she roundly abuses her 
husband, her daughters, and any 
outsiders who deign to interfere. 

But the no-nonsense welfare 
woman perseveres and sets the 
twins free, and much of the film’s 
magic comes from the camera’s 
following the gawky, feral pair as 
they roam the streets of their 


placed in the movie by the film- 
maker, both to propel the narrative 
and to function symbolically. “An 
apple is in the Bible and the Koran 
also. The little boy with the apple is 
both Satan and God. At first, he 
provokes people. But God put an 
apple into the hand of woman and, 
to me, it’s a symbol of life.” 

How was The Apple received in 
Iran? 

“Some people didn’t like it 
because they believed it’s only 
about the situation in Teheran. 
But I was thinking about a uni- 
versal subject, about men, 
women, children around the 
world. It could be a father in 
California. | read about a girl 
there, Jennie, who was 13 and 
couldn’t talk. Everywhere, these 
situations are worse for women 
than men, and maybe more for 
women in Iran.” 

Why did Samira decide to 
become a filmmaker? 

“My parents both worked in the 
cinema, and I love my parents. 
My mother was the first audience 
of my father’s work. He’d talk 
about it to my mother, and I 
could see the process of making a 
film. Most of the time I was with 
my parents on the set. Also I had 
a kind of private classes at home, 
with my father and some of his 
friends talking about art: different 
schools of painting, making short 
films. I called my friends to come 
to these classes, and we were a 
good audience.” 

Curiously, Samira’s movie edu- 
cation hardly included movies. “I 
didn’t watch a lot of them. Just 
Iranian films, one or two a year.” 
Citizen Kane? “I just heard about 
it. I’m so young. I don’t have a lot 





neighborhood, their bewilder- 
ment graced by an otherworldly 
bemusement like that of Bruno S. 
in Werner Herzog’s The Mystery 
of Kaspar Hauser. Their socializa- 
tion is not smooth — they swipe 
ice cream from a tough little ven- 
dor, and their first game of hop- 
scotch goes awkwardly, culminat- 
ing with one twin delightedly 
smacking the head of their game 
instructor. Perhaps because this is 
a movie, though, or because 
Iranian children are more forgiv- 
ing than their American counter- 
parts (only a little boy who taunts 
them from a window with an 
apple held by a string seems to 
hold any malice), all ends happily. 
For the day, at least. Makh- 
malbaf has a slyly compassionate 
eye for the delinquent parents. To 
compel the father to set his 
daughters free, the welfare work- 
er locks him behind his own gate, 
giving him a saw to cut the bars if 
he wants to release himself. His 
dismal, half-hearted efforts at 
sawing through as he’s harangued 
by his wife’s termagant com- 
plaints are both comic and sad. 
When the daughters return from 
their adventure in the big city, 
they let him out themselves — 
they need him to join them to go 
shopping for watches. And when 
the three set out beyond the walls 
of their sour little paradise togeth- 
er for the first time, The Apple 
suggests that this family, and this 
society, may be ripe for change. 
The Apple shows its youthful 
hand with its touches of ingenu- 
ous symbolism and a raw narra- 
tive that strays at times from poet- 
ic cinéma-vérité to clumsy home 
video. Nonetheless, it is an 
impressive accomplishment, and 
a challenging one. Particularly in 
its final image of the blind moth- 
er, abandoned and wandering the 
streets alone, taunted by the same 
little boy with his apple. The 
future is hard enough for those 
few who have been tempted by 
the fruit of knowledge. What will 
it be for the vast majority who 
cannot be brought to see? ®

Samira confessed that she has 
no plans for university. “I don’t 
think so.

But 
I went to school one more year 
than my father did.” 

Instead, Samira Makhmalbaf is 
committed to cinema.

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RADIOHEAD: 
MEETING PEOPLE IS EASY 


Early on in Meeting People Is Easy, in what turns out to be the film’s most memorable 
and touching candid moment, Radiohcad singer Thom Yorke hops out of a New York 
City taxi, walks up to a club, gives the doorman his name, and gets denied. That's 
right, the frontman of the band who were on top of the pops and the world after the 
1997 release of OK Computer (Capitol)-isn’t on the list. And as Yorke slinks away, the 
doorman even has the nerve to taunt him: “Creep! Dickhead!” 

So, being a rock star in the "90s isn’t all groupies and gak. In fact, through Yorke’s 
eyes, it’s a tedious business indeed, filled with pointless interviews, demcaning photo 
shoots, long plane rides, and strangers who resent your success, 

Directed by Grant Gee, the music-video auteur behind Radiohead's “No Surprises” 
clip, Meeting People Is Easy chronicles roughly a year on the road with five alarming- 
ly joyless egos at the height of their success. Amusing bits like the doorman scene or 
the snippet of two British talk-show hosts dissing the band are as few and far between 
as smiles on Yorke’s dour face. And we never get to hear the band perform a song from 
beginning to end. Instead, Gee gives us an impressionistic vérité collage of Yorke and 
co. grimly enduring the grind of the road. The band are clearly not having any fun, so 
I guess we're not supposed to cither. At the Brattle through May 6.

ENTRAPMENT 


If countdowns alone could ensure suspense, Entrapment would be the best thriller 
since the heyday of Hitchcock, whose To Catch a Thief this bloated Jon Amicl pot- 
boiler vainly tries to emulate. From explosive devices to the millennium, the film 
spends so much time counting backward toward fizzled climaxes it begins to seem like 
a mental disorder. Lost in a tortured screenplay that makes Mission Impossible sccm 
a model of clarity is an avuncularly elegant performance by Sean Connery as 
MacDougal, a legendary art thief suspected in a recent Rembrandt theft. Insurance 
investigator Gin Baker, played with zest by Catherine Zeta-Jones as a kind of 
anti—Grace Kelly, wants to entice him into joining her in another heist of an invalu- 
able gold Chinese mask, and much of Entrapment involves their earnest preparations 
and perfunctory flirtations (their rclationship is summed up when her butt slithers

OPEN YOUR EYES 


Despite the poor showing of the X-Files movie, the truth is still out there. At least, so 
the illusion/rcality extravaganzas The Matrix, eXistenZ, and the new Open Your Eyes 
would have it. This last, by Spanish whiz-kid director Alejandro Amenabar, is the least 
flashy and visceral of the three — but also the slickest and most insidiously seductive. 

Insufferable César (Eduardo Noricga) has it all: the heir of a restaurant fortune, 
he’s good-looking, has a different babe every night, and is just turning 25. To celebrate 
he puts a move on Sofia (Penélope Cruz), the girlfriend of his best friend, Pelayo (Fele 
Martinez), at his birthday party. It proves a fatal mistake, arousing the ire of Nuria 
(Najwa Nimri), last night’s girl and a devil in a red dress and a sportscar. What hap- 
pens next — car wreck, facial disfigurement, murder — is a matter of mystery, with 
César telling his story to a prison psychiatrist while wearing a mask; and Amenabar 
has fun mixing up flashbacks, dream sequences, and increasingly uncertain “real” -life 
passages with ingenious MTVish montages. It doesn’t seem to add up (a second view- 
ing is rewarding, though not necessarily clarifying), but at least in Open Your Eyes you 
care enough about what you see to wonder whether it’s real, At the Kendall Square

IDLE HANDS 


Rodman Flender’s film is so dumb it doesn’t get its own double entendres. Teen slack- 
er Anton (Devon Sawa) finds himself cursed with a homicidally inclined right hand — 
not because of a penchant for self-abuse but through sheer sloth: he does nothing but 
eat, sleep, and smoke dope, After killing his parents (a cruelly used Fred Willard and

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Maximizing postminimalism

70s, they faced a dilemma. Minimalism’s | 


purpose was to shave down performance to its | 


basic dimensions, eliminate thrills and effects, 
and leave the audience with so little to focus 


on that it could transcend mere 
spectatorhood and enter into 
euphoric strata of perception. But 
it was clear that walking on a grid 
to a metronome, squatting in a

pool of light, or spinning in one 
direction for 10 minutes would 
engage the audience just so long. 
Yet adding almost anything the- 
atrical, physical, or narrative 
risked picrcing the heart of mini- 
malism itself. Choreographers 
incxorably want to build from 
small forms to bigger ones, from 
stripped-down concepts to com- 
plexitics. How to do that without 
betraying the minimalist philoso- 
phy became the next decades’ pro- 
ject for the faithful. Meredith 
Monk and Danicl McCusker, 
who've been pursuing that riddle 
since the *70s, offered different 
solutions here last weck. 


MEREDITH MONK proved her 
absolute mastery of postminimal- 
ism in the one-hour A Celebration 
Service, which was presented at 
Sanders Theatre by World Music. 
Without fanciness or exposition, 
she orchestrated an excursion for 
the mind, the cyes and cars, and, 
yes, the soul. I left feeling neither 
solemn nor exalted, but satisfied 
in ways | hadn't known | wanted 
to be. 

Unclassifiable, Monk has 
invented a whole scrics of terms 
for the kind of performance she 
docs, but it’s not only the labcis 
that change. The formats do too. 
Beginning as a dancer-choreogra- 
pher, she discarded virtuosity and 
incorporated singing and talking 
into her earliest works. She con- 
cocted huge sitc-specific picces 
and films with personal, small- 
scale materials. She did concerts 
and cabarcts and recordings. In 
some ways, her finest achicvement 





is the ensemble of singer-dancer- 
actors that she’s gathered over the 
ycars. Most of the current group 
have worked with Monk since the 
1991 opera Atlas. She has culti- 


vated their skills, and their indi- 
vidual talents are intrinsic to each 
new work. 

You could say A Celebration 
Service is a recital of song, dance, 
and words. But the minute you try 
to imagine that scenario, the 
boundaries break down. The 
whole space is chorcographcd. 
The 12 dancers and two narrators 
do plant themselves on two feet 
and address the audience dircctly. 
But when they sing, they gesture; 
when they recite a poem or a 
praycr, they may shift positions; 
they dance sitting down and thcy 








sing while dancing. What they 
perform is inspirational but not 
sentimental or didactic. How they 
perform is sometimes contempla- 
tive, sometimes joyous, but never 
preachy. Or, as Pablo Vela says in 
a Buddhist text about ordinary 
miracles, “Drop concepts now!” 

To give the audicnce a part to 
play, Monk supplied a program 
containing not only the order of 
service but the spoken texts to 
ponder again at home, and the 
music to two of the wordless 
songs. We actually got a chance to 
sing one of these, “Quarry Weave 
#2,” as a four-part round. Music 
is at the center of 
any Monk perfor- 
mance, and for two 
of the songs, the 
company moved out 
into the audicnce on 
the lower floor of the 
theater. Singing in 
this way cxposcs 
cach individual voice 
but also wraps the 
audicnce with 
sound, bonds per- 
formers and _ listen- 
crs closer as a com- 
munity. 

The idea of the 
individual's unique 
contribution to a 
total effect pervaded 
the picce. Lining up 
on the stage to chant 
a rocking syllable 
(“Fields/Clouds”), 
the performers 





bounced and swayed, cach in his 
or her own way. In a “Celebration 
Dance,” they started shuffling and 
stooped over, twanging a rhythm 
on jaw harps. Although the gener- 
al idea of the dance was the same, 
cach person had his or her own 
variations. The dance then opened 
up to a whole scrics of rhythms 
and pattcrns and gooly poses, 
with a recurring sort of square 
dance in the middlc. Later on, six 
women and two men, soprano 
Randall Wong and tenor Theo 
Bieckmann singing in falsctto, 
reprised the “Quarry” chant we'd 








learned. Sitting cross-legged in a 
circle, they reworked that cight- 
measure line into a whole scrics of 
new timbres and successions. 

Monk’s music draws from 
world singing styles but docsn’t 
try to imitate them authentically. 
Often its mainstay is the ostinato, 
a short phrase that rcpcats 
throughout and anchors a melody 
or a sct of elaborate vocalizations. 
A picce can start as a song but 
evolve into a conversation, a cho- 
rus, even a_ visualization. In 
“Other Worlds Revealed,” from 
the 1991 opera Aflas, the singers 
lined up and passed one sound 
along: “Shhhinnnggg- 
shhhiiinnnnggg.” Before one per- 
son’s note dicd away, it would be 
replenished. The space resonated, 
like bells echoing across cold 
mountain vallcys. 

Monk distributed the parts of 
the performance all over Sanders, 
which is a spiritual space anyway, 
with its warm wood and high 
vaulted ceiling. Standing in one of 
the upper balconics, Dina 
Emerson began with a wordless 
chant. Emerald Trinket Monsod 
spoke a prayer by the 12th-centu- 
ry abbess Hildegard von Bingen 
from the top of the room, looking 
a little like one of the hortatory 
statucs that flank the stage below. 
Carlos Arévalo and Stephen Kalm 
with a big bass drum led a boister- 
ous procession through the aisles. 
Joining the parade were about 10 
Boston-area modern dancers 
recruited for the occasion, swoop- 
ing and flourishing with their own 
march variations. 

The piece ended on the stage 
with a communal circle chant, a 
rhythmic stepping from side to 
side and everyone Iending his or 
her own clapping, calling rhyth- 
mic overlay to the texture. No one 
stepped into the center to attract 
attention; everyone in the troupe 
had gained a distinct identity by 
that time anyway. 


DANIEL McCUSKER, who 
danced for seven years with onc of 
minimalism’s purists, Lucinda 
Childs, pursucs more conventional 
dancing and dance structures, but 
he’s also grappling with the para- 
dox of doing more while staying 
minimal. His program at Green 
Street Studios continues this 
weckend in alternation with onc by 
choreographer Ruth Birnberg. 
McCusker’s concert included 
three group dances that shared the 
idea of working a limited amount 
of movement material. As phrases 
recur in the course of the dance, 
they accumulate an cxpressive 
range, almost by accident. The 
phrase shapes themselves hardly 
vary; over time they acquire the 
status of signs. Familiar actions 
become clastic as they emerge on 
different combinations of dancers, 
connect in a different order. One 
woman impaticntly jabs and pokes 
at herself; later, other pcople 
swarm around her and the same 
gestures push them out of the way. 
Now and Again, which had its 
premiere earlier this year in the 
Dance Umbrella’s crowded 
“Boston Moves” concert, looked 
more personal and almost dramat- 
ic in the studio space. The seven 
women appcarcd first in assorted 
pairs. They subtly shifted from 
doing the same movement in uni- 
son to doing it in canons, and then 








to patterns in counterpoint that 
resolved back into. comfortable 
unity. Movement material got 
added but the dance structure 
remaincd a process of redeploying 
and rematching the dancers so 
that the choreography always 
looked different. When several 
women were on at onc time, they 
might have been doing three or 
four different phrases, but they 
would suddenly synch together 
rhythmically or pause and begin 
again. 

The reticent music for this picce 
was a sequence of notes, for 
strings and possibly a clarinct, 
possibly a synthesizer, by Richard 
Munson. With a fast, steady-state 
underpinning, the short phrases 
repeated, shifting gradually to 
make new rhythms and melodic 
combinations. Influenced by Steve 
Reich, this music had that hypnot- 
ically fascinating ability to keep 
changing into new things” that 
characterized the best of minimal- 
ism, and McCusker’s dance 
worked the same way. 

| thought Changed Not Lost 
(1997), which ended the pro- 
gram, had a similar intent, but by 
then the important entrances, the 
self-directed gestures, the partner 
work where accidental conjunc- 
tions became intimate encounters, 
all seemed less compelling than 
they had in the first picce. Holly 
Ratafia’s cccentric, mistcrioso 
lighting played up the meaning- 
Icssness and hid the meaning. 

With a new work, Accom- 
modations, called “an ongoing 
project,” McCusker seemed to be 
looking for new but still modest 
alternatives. A nonsequential col- 
lection of blackout sketches, the 
picce featured Brian Crabtrec’s 


kooky pantomime, a sack of 


oranges, various game structures 
that are used to gencrate choreog- 
raphy and movement, and frag- 
ments that might have been 
rctaincd from a yoga class. A trio 
did a tiny sitting dance and fell to 
their sides. Blackout. McCusker 
and Crabtree did a suggestive duct 
over a cup and saucer. Blackout. 
Four couples on the floor 
exchanged poses as if they were 
giving one another some kind of 
therapy. Blackout. 

There was a strange score, 
credited as: “Georges Delerue 
(with altcrations), written for the 
films of Frangois Truffaut.” Some 
of it sounded like Bach in two 
competing keys, badly recorded. 

Late in the piccc, some of the 
bits recurred or took up where 
carlicr ones had left off. At the end 
all nine dancers lined up and 
passed an orange from one to the 
other with do-your-own varia- 
tions. | felt | was reliving some 
improv class from long ago. 

One good minimalist idca that 
never failed for me was to show 
the same thing twice in the same 
program. It’s such a simple way to 
demonstrate that  cverything 
changes so we'd better look close- 
ly all the time. McCusker’s Three- 
Minute Solo (1998) was per- 
formed first by 14-year-old stu- 
dent Laura Pilitsis and later in the 
program by McCuskcr himsclf. It 
was quite touching to see this 
choreographic miniature in its 
first delicate tracery, and later as a 
fully matured art object. Both 
dancers gave it as much as they 
had, no morc, no less. @

shame that “cyber-” has evolved into a prefix, 
since it scares off a lot of us before we hear the 
rest of the word. Cyberspace, cybernetics, 


cyberpunks, cyberart 


. they all bleed into 


one another and make us think of computer 


nerds who can’t relate to other 
people. “Biotech” is a word with 
sinister implications, but at lcast 
the organic part comes before the 
harsh-sounding, modern suffix. 
So it might help if | point out 
some of the more familiar ele- 


ments of the first Boston 
Cybcrarts Festival, which 
includes almost 100. events 


across the region from May | 
through 15. At the DeCordova 
Museum, there’s an exhibit of 
ripe, juicy tomatocs — all of 
them being attacked by torture 
devices out of a James Bond 
movie. Over at the New Art 
Center in Newtonville, there arc 
gorgeous pictures of condors and 
other animals, but if you look 
closely you can see that each con- 
dor is composed of thousands of 
smaller condors, cach one of 
which is composed of thousands 
of even smaller condors, and so 
on and so on. 

And in a huge Victorian house 
in Jamaica Plain, festival director 
George Fificld trics to keep track 
of the 50-odd voluntcers and the 
nearly 60 arts organizations help- 
ing to bring his brainchild to life. 
The gregarious and boom-voiced 
Fifield — who also runs a media- 
arts collaborative called 
VisionSpacc out of his house and 
serves as a media-arts curator at 
the DeCordova — is about the 
last person I'd peg as a computer 
geek, even after | caught a 
glimpse of the seemingly endlcss 
list of e-mail messages on his 
desktop Macintosh. More than 
two ycars after he began work on 
the Cyberarts Festival, Fificld is 
almost ready to boot the thing up, 
and he’s still patiently explaining 
what it is. 

“It’s not a Web festival,” he 
points out, responding to the 
notion that all of the art has been 
thrown onto the Internet and can 
be vicwcd only with a high-speed 
modem. “People have been ask- 
ing me, ‘Is there anything I can 
go and scc?’ ” 

There is a Cybcrarts Web site, 
of course, with a “virtual gallery” 
and displays of 3-D media (at 
www.bostoncyberarts.org), but 
you won't get much out of the fes- 
tival if you stay in your house. 
Most of the exhibits are designed 
for such traditional venues as the 
Isabella Stewart Gardner Muscum 
(where the interactive kiosk for 
Europa is back, making Titian’s 
16th-century mastcrpicce sccm 
like a rcal pool of water) and the 
Danforth Museum of Art (where 

the group show “hcARTland” 
combines traditional and digital 
printmaking techniques). Plus, 
there are the live performances 
affiliated with the festival, such as 
“COAXIAL,” a two-day program 
of electronic music at the Middle 
East (May 8 and 9), and the 
“Video Jam,” a marriage of sight 
and sound at the ONI Gallery 
(also May 8 and 9). 








But if the term “cyberart” 
docsn’t have to stop with click- 
and-point projects on the 
Internet, where does it stop? 
Fificld admits that festival orga- 
nizers frequently re-evaluated 
their definition of the term in 
deciding which artists would fit 
under their umbrella. “We did get 
a letter from someone saying, ‘I 
usc a word processor to write my 
poctry. Can I be in the festival?’ ” 

That was a fairly easy decision 
(“no”), but Fificld and his col- 
Icagues had a tougher time with 
queries from musicians, which 
often led to the question “Is this 
electronic music, or is this music 
that just uses electronics?” The 
definitions can seem as slippery 
as those for pornography (as in 
the age-old rule “I know it when 
I sce it”), but Fificld points to one 
universal characteristic of cyber- 
art. “You're putting everything 
into zcrocs and oncs,” he says, 
referring to the binary code that 
runs all computers, “and then 
those zcrocs and oncs become 
transposed.” 

That’s why he refuses to apply 
a rather worn-out buzzword to 
any of the works in the Cybcrarts 
Festival. “The term ‘multimedia’ 
is a lic. In a computer, you just 
have one medium. Once you put 
other media into it — music, 
vidco, whatever — they become 
part of that one medium.” 

Of course, not all media are 
created cqual, and Fificld excit- 
cdly talks about the “totally fluid” 
properties of computer-generat- 
ced art. The possibilitics are some- 
times difficult to grasp, as when 
he describes how digital-sculp- 
ture artists can “print out” their 
works after designing them on 
their desktop monitors. 

“You don’t mcan that litcrally,” 
| intcrrupt, assuming that the 
click of a computer button would 
yicld a flat shect of paper with 
specifications on how to mold 
clay. 

But no, after concluding that 
I’m not quite up to speed on this 
stuff, Fifield rummages around 
his desk and pulls out an indis- 
putably three-dimensional object: 
a crouching human figure, about 
three inches tall. The explanation 
is not casy to boil down, but the 
tiny person came from a “3-D 
printer” — named the Z402 and 
invented by a Somerville compa- 
ny called Z Corp. — that pro- 
duces sculpture by building up 
layers of a gluc-like powder. 
(“The new technologies are 
always done in Boston,” Fificld 
boasts — another reason to start 
a festival here.) “When it’s all 
done, you have a cube of white 
powder with objects in it,” he 
explains with the help of a video. 
“You take them out and shake 
them off. They're fragile, so you 
then cover them with wax or 
something like that.” 

If you must sce this machine to

believe it, get down to the 
Computer Muscum, which serves 
as the non-cyberspace hceadquar- 
ters of the Cyberarts Festival. The 
Z402 and its offspring (made by 
cight different artists) are part of 
“Mind into Matter: New Digital 
Sculpture,” which Fificld calls the 
world’s first group show of its 
kind. Other attractions at the 
Computer Muscum include the 
CyberSalon (a bank of computer 
stations on which to chat and 
surf), “Faces of Tomorrow” (a 
large-scale installation of digi- 
tized self-portraits by teenagers), 
and a computcr-animation show 
(featuring, among other things, 
“whimsical baby elephants and 
penguins”). 


FIFIELD IS especially enthusi- 
astic about the participation of 
the German-born artist Ingo 
Gunther, whom | find setting up 
his installation “Refugee 
Republic” at the Gallery 57, a 
squarish room with dark gray 
walls in an annex of Cambridge 
City Hall. 

“Refugee Republic” consists of 
a large globe-shaped structure 
made from gray metal tubes and 
red neon tubes, the latter covered 
with text in English and Japanese. 
The text — which you must cir- 


| 
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cle the world to read in its entire- 
ty — adds up to an cssay on the 
ever-growing refugee population 
in United Nations camps. It is a 
mixture of statistics (“By now, 
the number of unregistered dis- 
placed persons worldwide has 
reached once percent of the world 
population”) and rhetoric that 
could be interpreted as visionary 
thinking or, perhaps, satire: “If 
configured as a transglobal net 
that inculcates its own form of 
statchood, the world’s refugee 
population in toto is the best can- 
didate for a socioeconomic and 
political/idcological avant-garde 
of the millennium.” 

The 41-year-old Ginther, 
friendly but low-key, fiddles with 
the overhead lights in the cxhibi- 
tion space, trying to call attention 
to the glowing red tubes of 
“Refugee Republic.” “If it’s too 
dark in here, it [the installation] 
is too spooky, too aggressive,” he 
worrics. Meanwhile, a few City 
Hall employees briefly glance at 
the globe on their way to the 
Office of Environmental 
Planning. 

Despite his usc of the term 
“avant-garde” on one of thosc 
tubes, Giinther is not out to 
shock or confuse his audicnce 
with “Refugee Republic.” “I have 
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to think that it’s aesthetically 
intcresting, yct it has to make 
sense. I’m trying to be very 
explicit. Functionally, | think like 
a journalist, trying to get the 
story across.” 

In fact, Giinther first 
approached his topic as a jour- 
nalist, interviewing refugees all 
over the world and spending 
months in Cambodian refugee 
camps in Thailand during the 
1990s. He was surprised, not by 
the violence or hunger, but by the 
lack of intellectual stimulation in 
such camps and the waste of 
human capital. “These people are 
essentially bored. They're losing 
their culture, they're literally 
being turned into vegetables. 
After the initial ‘chaos, there's 
bleak bureaucracy, just keeping 
people alive.” 

But Giinther wasn’t satisficd 
with merely reporting the story. 
“It was frustrating,” he says of 
his articles in the print media. 
“They would add up to a pile of 
bad news that had no impact.” 
And though journalists often try 
to raise public awareness by 
focusing on an individual and 
putting a “human face” on a 
wider tragedy, he calls this 
approach shortsighted. “It’s like 
secing- a homeless man on the 
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street. You feed him and move 
on, but the problem is still 
there.” 

A desire to convey the sheer 
magnitude of the world’s refugee 
population led Giinther to create 
a fictitious country without bor- 
ders, one made up of migrants 
and displaced persons of all eth- 
nic groups, all linked by the 
Internet. (You can_ explore 
“Refugee Republic” at 
www.rcfugee.nect.) The success 
of the Web site, in turn, led him 
to create a_ three-dimensional 
representation of his idca. 

“Refugee Republic” is a good 
example of how the practical appli- 
cations of computer technology 
can clash with artistic intent. 
Giinther says that he’s often had to 
correct the notion that his Web site 
actually serves as a virtual commu- 
nity for residents of refugee camps 
(very few of whom have access to 
computers). “I’m not providing 
any service for refugees. I’m not a 
vehicle for alleviating immediate 
pain.” Instead, he says he simply 
wants to raise public conscious- 
ness in an arresting but direct 
fashion. (During the festival, he 
will also participate in two panel 
talks about how new tcchnologics 
could ultimately help refugee pop- 
ulations: on May 6 at 8 p.m. at the 
List Visual Arts Center and on 
May 12 at 7 p.m. at the Gocthe- 
Institut.) And though he likes to 
use new technology in his art (in a 
previous project, he uscd satcllite 
data to illustrate just how much 
information our governments are 
collecting on us), he docsn’t want 
to be known only for his cutting- 
edge use of computer matcrials. “I 
don’t agree with artists who say, 
‘The medium is the message so | 
don’t necd a message,’ ” he 
argucs, looking at the lit-up words 
on “Refugee Republic.” “Maybe 
I’m overcompensating here, but | 
just need content.” 

Back in Jamaica Plain, George 
Fificld considers this gentle 
protest and responds, “Well, 
maybe it would be better to say 
‘The medium is the metaphor.’ 
After all, Ingo is looking at what 
he wants to say and defining the 
best medium in which to say it.” 


IF “REFUGEE REPUBLIC” 
aims for quict reflection among 
its viewers, a group show at the 
DeCordova Museum and 
Sculpture Park rclics on more 
active participation. “Make Your 
Move: Interactive Computer Art” 
(through May 31) consists of 
three installations in one room, 
all combining nature and tech- 
nology in unexpected ways. 

The first one you'll notice is 
“Acupuncture for Temporal 
Fruit,” by Jennifer Hall and Marc 
Locascio, in which 12 ripe toma- 
toes sit in 12 glass jars — torture 
chambers, really — suspended 
from the cciling. Attached to cach 
jar is a frightening little contrap- 
tion (all working parts in vicw) 
that looks as if it might be used in 
dental surgery. Indeed, when you 
get close to a tomato, a sonar 
device activates a long thin necdle 
that pierces the flesh of the fruit 
quickly and deeply. If cnough 
people are walking around the 
room, the poor little tomatoes are 
jabbed as oftcn as onc can draw 
breath. 

Fifield calls this installation 
“the exact description of what 
we're afraid of with technology 
sometimes, that we're going to 
end up like that tomato.” 

Truc cnough, but if you can 
stand to examine the tomatoes 
more closcly, you'll also sce a 
weird kind of testament to indi- 
viduality, even in the allegedly 
dchumanizing Computer Age. 
The mechanized movement of 
the needles ends up producing 12 
very different tomatocs. Some 
have caved in on themsclves, 








some are covered with mold, and 
a few (the ones furthest from the 
entrance to the exhibit) appear 
relatively intact. When | visited, 
one needle kept brushing the 
stem of its tomato, causing the 
fruit to wobble all over its perch 
— while the other victims all 
remained frozen in pain and fear. 
But it’s hard to imagine how any 
artist could dream up such small 
differences among the tomatoes. 
(Another unforeseen wrinkle: 
there is a clear plastic bag bclow 
each upside-down jar, apparently 
meant to catch the blood-like 
drippings from the tomatocs, but 
the fruit hasn’t been as juicy as 
the artists had hoped.) Hall and 
Locascio have managed to cap- 
ture the infinite variety (and cru- 
clty) of nature only by creating a 
technological microcosm. 

A similar dynamic, but a slight- 
ly more benign application, can be 
seen in Karl Sims’s “Galapagos,” 
an installation that lets visitors 
take part in the evolution of virtu- 
al life forms. (The piece is named 
after the Pacific islands where 
Charles Darwin collected data to 
prove the existence of evolution.) 
“Karl is a perfect example of why 
I'm doing this show,” notcs 
Fificld. “He lives in Cambridge 
and has had works in shows all 
over the world, but he’s never had 
a show in the US.” 

“Galapagos” includes a bank 
of 12 computer monitors, cach 
displaying a unique “creature” 
made up of abstract blocks and 
curves. The creatures are differ- 
ent not only in size, shape, and 
color but in the way they move 
across the screen. Some flutter 


like caged birds; others throb like 
something out of Alien. The 
interactive part comes when you 
choose the creature you like best 
and stcp on a pad in front of its 
monitor. Aftcr a bricf pause, all 
the other creatures vanish and are 
replaced by mutatcd versions of 
the critter you picked. Select one 
of those creatures and you get 
another dozen mutations on top 
of the first round of mutations. 
You can do this up to three more 
times and end up with an array of 
creatures that are unique but all 
saddled with various characteris- 
tics — horns, tentacles, odd- 
angled joints, and the like — that 
you forced upon them. (At this 
point, the installation is resct to 
its original images.) “Inside of 
five choices you'll pick one out of 
over a million possible creatures,” 
Fificld cnthuses. “You and the 











computer have created a brand 
new work of art that’s never been 
seen before, and you and your 
work of art have this very strong 
emphatic bond. You arc natural 
selection, the computer is ran- 
dom mutation — the key compo- 
nents of evolution. But it's totally 
ephemeral. When you leave, the 
next person who comes by will 
just evolve things off in another 
direction.” 

There is something sad about 


the fleeting nature of these crea- 
turcs; they barcly figure out a way 
to move before they're wiped off 
the screen in favor of a new, 
ostensibly improved life form. 

“Yes, evolution docsn't occur 
unless species become extinct,” 
Fificld notes. 

And as pretty as some of the 
creatures are, they’re not the 
essence of Karl Sims’s work. 
“Karl’s artwork is not what’s on 
the screen,” Fifield says. “It’s the 
code, the dynamic system which 
makcs that art.” 

By the way, you'll want to 
check out a retrospective of 
Sims’s vidcos that’s playing in 
another part of the DeCordova 
(also on vicw through May 31). 
All of these works feature anima- 
tion that comments on the cre- 
ation of life. In particular, 
“Evolved Virtual Creatures” is 





the result of a Darwinian project 
in ‘which computcr-gencratcd 
animals (essentially, pastel-col- 
ored boxes with limbs and claws) 
were programmed to perform 
certain tasks. The most success- 
ful were copied and mutated for a 
new sct of animals. We sce these 
creatures struggle to make it 
through their short lives, and the 


audio narration is reminiscent of 


a Jacques Cousteau documen- 
tary. Example: “This one seems 





still 
approaches the light. [Pausc.] 
Perhaps it is meant to pull the 
light away just as it gets close.” 


to flail randomly but 


The last installation at the 
DceCordova, Christopher 
Dodge’s “What Will Become of 
These?”, features another bank 
of 12 monitors, four of them 
topped by video cameras that 
capture your image as you walk 
by (or stop to stick out your 
tongue at them). After a moment, 
your image breaks up into tiny 
cubes, then into smears of color 
that leap across space and wash 
over all 12 monitors. It’s ccric to 
watch your flesh toncs melt away 
(I thought of the Nazis in Raiders 
of the Lost Ark), and it’s difficult 
to figure out where your contri- 
bution to the imagery ends. 

All three installations play off 
the ability of computers to pro- 
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duce variations that are otherwise 
found only in nature, but cach has 
a different take on the fragility of 
life. The images in “What Will 
Become of These” break apart 
almost immediately; the creatures 
in “Galapagos” get to frolic for 
only a few seconds before they're 
erased from the planet. As for 
those poor tomatoes, they may 
wish for a_ visit from Dr. 
Kevorkian, but they aren't going 
anywhere soon.

GEORGE FIFIELD is talking 
about a recent trip to Germany to 
find participants for the Cyberarts 
Festival, and his pilgrimage to the 
Kunsthalle in Bremen. The musc- 
um had statues by Rodin and 
other classical works, but what 
Fificld was there to see was the 
world’s first vidco synthesizer — 
built by the Korean refugee artist 
Nam June Paik at Boston’s own 
WGBH-TV in 1969. Paik uscd 
the synthesizer in what might be 
considered a precursor to all of 
the cvents in the Cybcrarts 
Festival: on January 1, 1970, 
WGBH devoted its entire broad- 
casting day to a scrics of abstract 
videos set to Beatles music. 

“This was one of the 
machines ever madc to distort the 
video signal,” Fifield says. “Up 
until then, the only goal had been 
to make the perfect vidco signal.” 

That difference may be the best 
definition yct of what Fificld and the 
artists in the Cyberarts Festival arc 
after. They're taking circuit boards 
and computer chips — the stuff 
that a lot of us consider threatening 
to individuality, privacy, and the 
creative impulse — and making 
them sccm less sinister. “Artists, in 
a way, are the only people really 
capable of taking on technology,” 
Fificld says. “When you add cre- 
ativity to technology, you under- 
stand it and can control it better. 
Partly, it’s because you understand 
what you're afraid of.” s

stop on the fast track to fame, fortune, rock 
stardom, Big Things. “We’re approaching 
Myrtle Beach,” he announces. “Oh yeah — party!”

ebrate. 
That 
Methuen/Lawrence 
have from fringe 
dwellers on the suburban 
Massachusetts hard-rock circuit 
to crossover smash with one foot 
in the Buzz Bin and the other 
kicking down the door to Late 
Night with Conan @ Brien (where 
they'll appear this Friday, April 
30). The enabler for their 
unprecedented success, the single 
“Whatever,” is a concise summary 
of post-metal convention: White 
Zombie  backbeat, —crunchy/ 
doomy riff in drop-D (the favored 
tuning of heavy hitters since 
Helmet), a hint of industrial 
mechanics, and Sully’s gruff 
approximation of Layne Staley’s 
baroque bray. The song tore 
through Billboard’s Modern Rock 
radio charts, where it’s currently 
lodged in the Top 20, then broke 
ranks and stormed even higher on 
the Mainstream Rock charts, 
where it’s been hovering in and 
around the Top 10. Thanks to its 
success, Godsmack’s album — 
originally sclf-released by the band 
as All Wound Up, then picked up 
last August by Republic/ Universal 
and retitled Godsmack — has 
bounded up the Billboard Top 200 
charts to #46 with a bullet. A little 
over a weck ago, the album went 
Gold. This summer Godsmack 
will share the main stage at 
Ozzfest, alongside such long- 
standing hallowed herocs as Black 
Sabbath, Rob Zombie, and Slayer. 
Meanwhile, the band have been 
riding the crest of “Whatever” 
during their second national head- 
lining tour. “It’s actually growing 
at a nice pace,” says Erna. “We're 
not peaking, like shooting straight 
up in the air and getting into are- 
nas. But a few months back we 
were doing four-to-five-hundred 
seaters and it wasn’t even close to 
being sold out. And all of a sudden 
shows are selling out everywhere.” 
The Godsmack story is the kind 
of rock-and-roll fairy tale that 
doesn’t come true all too often. 
That said, there are two more 
Cindercllas in the local wings. 
Springfield’s Staind just released 
their Elektra debut, Dysfunction; it 
will probably take an act of God to 
keep them from denting the 
charts. Currently on tour with Kid 
Rock, they'll be on the road all 
summer opening for Limp Bizkit. 
This summer, Elcktra will also 
release the debut album by 
Reveille, a group of teenagers 
from Harvard (the town, not the 
university) who are already doing 
Rage Against the Machine—style 
rap-metal fusion ducts with 
Cypress Hill's B Real. Although 
they've trod different paths to get 
within arm's length of the brass 
ring, Godsmack, Staind, and 
Reveille have this in common: 
they've all appealed almost exclu- 
sively thus far to suburban audi- 


ascended 


ences, cultivating an extensive 
rural fan base that’s negated the 
necessity of winning over the 
perennially jaded and cynical 
audiences (me_ included) in 
Boston. 


IN THE LATE ’80s and early 
"90s, Sully Erna beat the skins in a 
bloozy bar-band outfit called the 
Fighting Cocks, then joined as the 
drummer for the Boston thrash- 
metal band Strip Mind, who'd 
been signed to Sirc/Reprisc. At 
the time, rumor had it that Erna’s 
suburban-metalhead mindset 
rubbed his bandmates the wrong 
way. He didn’t like them, either. “I 
learned some good lessons,” he 
says, “but I don’t have a lot of 
good memories from that band. 
There was a lot of drugs, drinkin’, 
a lot of fights, a lot of animosity.” 
(Former Strip Mind bassist Tim 
Catz, now doing double duty in 
Roadsaw and _ Honcyglazcd, 
rcfutcs Sully’s charactcrization of 
those days but holds no grudges: 
“He was right there drinking as 
much as the rest of us. But there 
weren't any drugs. All I can really 
say is, he’s in a better sctting now. 
He was always the drummer who 





wanted to be the front guy.”) 

In 1995, when Erna formed 
Godsmack — yes, they’re aware 
of the Alice in Chains song, and 
no, they’re not apologizing — and 
switched to vocals, he called 
drummer Tommy Stewart, who'd 
played in a Southern hair-mctal 
band called Lillian Axc, and cover- 
band guitarist Tony Rombola. The 
album Godsmack recorded with 
well-regarded local producer 
Andrew “Mudrock” Murdoch at 
Boston’s New Alliance Studios in 
1997 was, by normal major-label 
standards, demo-quality; the best 
two tracks, “Keep Away” and 
“Bad Religion,” bore overt rescm- 
blances to post—Black Album 
Metallica. WAAF’s overnight DJ 
picked up the disc cold, listened to 
it in his car, and was impressed 
enough to ask the station’s pro- 
gram director, Dave Douglas, 
whether he could play it. Soon 
“Keep Away” was hitting the air- 
waves every night, and eventually 
it saw daylight. 

Six months of steady airplay 
latgr, not much had changed. 
Depending on who's telling the 
story, the WAAF staff heard 
Godsmack play “Whatever” at a 
live gig and requested a recording, 
or the band had recorded the track 
for a compilation. In any case, 
Godsmack went back to New 
Alliance for a weekend, and when 
they emerged, they took 
“Whatever” straight to WAAF. 
“And when | heard that,” says 
Douglas, “I thought it was heads 
above whatever else was on the 
album. So we created our own 
edit and put it in regular rotation 


starting right then.” 
By the time “Whatever” hit the 
air, in early 1998, the band were 


already selling about 50 copies of 


their CD a week at Newbury 
Comics. But after “Whatever” 
made it into rotation, sales soared 
closer to 500 a week and the band 
had to start shrink-wrapping CD 
singles of the song to the full- 
length. 

“WAAF totally made Godsmack 
what they are,” says independent 
promoter John 
MassConcerts, who puts on 
shows by metal and hardcore acts 
in Central and Western 
Massachusetts. “They were play- 
ing Godsmack 25 or 30 times a 
week, and the band were selling 
thousands of records. But it was 
just this huge regional phenome- 


na, and no else had even /heard of 


the band.” 


True enough. Although sales of 


All Wound Up were skyrocketing, 
Godsmack werc still virtually 
unknown in Boston. “It was a lot 
harder to get a buzz going in 
Boston than it was in the sub- 
urbs,” says Erna. “We had 
focused on Boston, but when we 
started hitting the suburbs, we 
found that we were doing better 
on the outskirts than in the actual 
city. There are a lot of cool mar- 
kets — Springfield, Worcester, 
Manchester, New Hampshire, 
Providence — where shows don’t 
come to people that often. So 
we'd just make as much noise as 
we could. And then it all started to 
snowball: the next thing you know 
we're sclling 1000 records a weck, 
and we had sold almost 20,000

before we got signed.” 

Boston was proving a tough 
sell. A rumor — _ completely 
untrue — even circulated in the 
city that Godsmack were buying 
up their own albums to inflate 
sales figures. In the suburbs, the 
band were filling 500-scat clubs, 
then 1000-scat ballrooms; still, 
they couldn't seem to get arrested 
inside the city limits. “I don’t 
know why it was,” says Sully. “I 
think it has to do with a band pre- 
senting itself a certain way. | guess 
at times we would makc it look 
like we were bigger than we really 
were, or we had something more 
going on than we really did — we 
would rent these big light shows 
and stuff. And so what if we didn’t 
make any moncy? But we'd put 
on a fuckin’ awesome show. 

“We also maintained a certain 
distance from the audicnce. We 
would spend a little time with 
them after the show, but we never 
gave them too much — you 
always want to keep some kind of 
mystique with the band, and we 
always felt it was the right thing to 
do.” 

Godsmack were already show- 
ing up on Billboard’s regional 
charts by the time they signed with 
Republic/Universal, in the late 
summer of 1998. Thcy also signed 
on with an agent whose clients 
include Tool and Korn. Six wecks 
later, an album recorded in a 
Fenway basement — remastered 
and retitled, with “Whatever” 
addcd on, but essentially the same 
disc — hit the national shelves. 

Even then, the best Godsmack 
could do for a Boston gig was

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Mama Kin, at that time still partly 
owned by Erna’s boyhood hero, 
Aerosmith’s Joe Perry. But they 
had no trouble headlining a sold- 
out show at the 7000-seat 
Tsongas Arena in Lowell. In terms 
of a live draw in their home state, 
they were on a par with Korn and 
Marilyn Manson. 

What's surprising about 
Godsmack’s rise isn’t necessarily 
that the audience for heavy metal 
and hard rock is suddenly subur- 
ban — that’s been a given for 20 
years. But certainly over the past 
15 years, the conventional wis- 
dom for people who want to play 
metal, or anything else that does- 
n't involve Icarning other pco- 
ple’s songs, has been to gravitate 
to the city. 

“In the old days,” says Peters, 
“the only time anyone would be 
able to see an act like Godsmack is 
if they opened an arena concert 
for Acrosmith or something. But 
now there’s a good network of all- 
ages rooms outside Boston, so a 
lot of these acts have been able to 
build up followings. Kids can 
actually go to the Palladium or St. 
John’s Gym or the Espresso Bar 
and see shows that are safe and 
well-run. Which is important 
because the metal scene feeds on 
itself: Slayer comes through and 
Fear Factory opens, and the open- 
ing band plays in front of 1500 
people and the kids like them, and 
when the band comes back they’re 
bigger.” 

“When I lived in Western 
Massachusetts,” recalls Graham 
Wilson, who co-owned the Boston 
indie label CherryDisc and co- 
manages Staind, “I listened to 
hard-rock radio, becausc that’s all 
there was for a teenage white boy. 
In Boston, cverything’s more dif- 
fuse: you’ve got the urban influ- 
ence, the world influence — and 
even the college stations who are 
playing heavy rock tend toward 
the most extreme stuff. It puts 
pressure on bands to be more cre- 
ative; they have to live up to that 
notion of artistic credibility. So if 
you’re a loud rock band from 
Cambridge, you’re gonna have to 
bust out an electric violin with 
flames on it. In the suburbs you 
get a stcady dose of solid, hcavy 
rock. And out there, the heavy- 
rock thing is more a part of subur- 
ban white-boy culture.” 

Peters adds, “I think of Korn’s 
Follow the Leader as being this 

year’s Nevermind. | mean, that 
and Creed’s My Own Prisoner are 
like two super-influential rock 
records for suburban kids. | don’t 
think any critic's gonna say how 
great Korn is, but the fact is that 
kids love them.” 


YOU DON’T NEED to tell 
Graham Wilson about the cxodus 
of metal from the cities to the 
‘burbs over the past 10 years. By 
the time Roadrunncr acquired 
CherryDisc, the bigger, metal-ori- 
ented indie wasn’t even all that 
interested in the Boston imprint’s 
heavy hitters Tree, 6L6, 
Quintaine Americana. Roadrunner 
just wanted CherryDisc’s indic- 
pop bands. 

So when Wilson began manag- 
ing Staind, in November of 1996, 
he harbored no illusions that the 
Springficld band would ever take 
Boston’s club scene by storm. 
Wilson also had a hunch they 
wouldn't need to: that same 
month, the record-release party in 
Springfield for Tormented, 
Staind’s — self-released debut 
album, drew 900 kids. “I was 
never under the impression that | 
was going to break Staind in 
Boston,” Wilson says. “Just know- 
ing the politics of the scene, that 
was never my plan. It would’ve 
been casicr for me to break them 
{in Boston] 10 years ago with 
Bunratty and the Channel and the 
Rat. But | knew the scene wasn’t 
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ready to support a band like 
Staind.” 

Initially Staind looked and 
sounded pre-packaged: a little 
Tool, a little Deftones, a little 
Pantera, a lot of gratuitous body 
language. In the suburbs it played 
like MTV come to life; it made 
them anathema in Boston. “We 
definitely haven’t broken into 
Boston,” says Staind guitarist 
Mike Mushok, the band’s happy- 
go-lucky spokesman. “There’s no 
question about it.” 

There is also the matter of the 
band’s inauspicious beginning. 
“How did we get 900 kids to 
come out and buy a lot of CDs?” 
asks Mushok. “Well, we went 
about it in a strange way that a lot 
of people to this day give us a hard 
time for. The first thing the band 
did when we got together was, we 
immediatcly wrote three tuncs. 
And we thought, man, we’re in 
Springficld, and it’s gonna be rcal 
difficult to get people to sec us. So 
because we're from Springfield, 
home of the tribute band, we 
Icarned cover songs. And we went 
out and we played other people’s 
tunes. We also always played our 
own tuncs, from the first gig. But 
we learned other people’s tunes, 
and we developed a pretty broad 
fan base doing that.” 

“I hate telling people that these 
guys were a cover band,” says 
Wilson, “because they're so tal- 
ented, and it’s only because of 
where they grew up that they ever 
had to do it. [Frontman] Aaron 
[Lewis] was born to sing, and it 
wasn’t his fault that he had to 
grow up in Long Meadow, where 
they don’t support live music. 
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ey hooked up with Limp Biz 


People hold these prejudices, like 
it makes them Iess of a band: ‘You 
uscd to play covers so you can’t be 
a real band.’ That's like saying you 
grew up in the projects, so that’s 
your fault — you deserve to live in 
the projects all your life.” 

For all that hand wringing, it 
hasn’t make much difference. At 
worst, Staind have found them- 
sclves unpopular among. the 
denizens of the neighboring hip- 
ster preserve. “Because of what 
we did, we were frowned upon 
greatly by the  pcople_ in 
Northampton,” says Mushok. 
“It’s like, ‘Man, if you could just 
open up and sce why we did it.’ ” 

“Anybody from Western 
Massachusetts that’s somewhat 
alternative or trendy or lesbian or 
gay or from the art community 
moves up to Northampton,” says 
Wilson. “And the people that arc 
stuck in Springfield or Northern 
Connccticut, cven though they 
might be artistic, there’s very few 
outlets for creativity. And that’s 
the difference between Springfield 
and Boston. In Boston you've 
gotta fight and scrap just to get 
your fans to pay attention to you 
— just to get on the right shows 
and all that crap. In Springfield, if 
you're willing to deal with the cul- 
tural void that cxists there, people 
will respond and react to that.” 

But in the end, that didn’t make 
the biggest difference cither. On 
October 29, 1997 — Mushok can 
still quote the date off the top of 
his head — Staind got a gig open- 
ing for Limp Bizkit. Bizkit's front- 
man, Fred Durst, tried to get the 
band kicked off the show when he 
saw the album art for Tormented, 





kit, Staind had to play cover tunes to get gigs in Western

which pictured a bloody dagger 
picrcing a Bible. (“Fred's really a 
pretty spiritual guy,” says 
Mushok.) But after Staind’s set, 
Durst changed his mind and 
declared them one of the best 
bands he'd seen, setting in motion 
a string of phone calls, demo-tape 
exchanges, and Bizkit opening 
slots that eventually resulted in 
Durst’s personally signing the 
band to his label, Flip/Elcktra. 

Durst didn’t stop there. He 
brought Staind to his high-pow- 
cred management company, the 
Firm; he produced Dysfunction 
along with Deftones producer 
Terry Date; he directed and made 
a cameo in the video for “Just Go,” 
which is now on MTV’s 1/20 
Minutes; he offered Staind singer 
Aaron Lewis a guest spot on Limp 
Bizkit’s upcoming  surc-to-be 
blockbuster album; and he’s taking 
the band on the road for Limp’s 
summer tour. Mushok says Durst 
had a lot to do with the very sound 
of Dysfunction, encouraging the 
band to give Lewis more space to 
show off his pipes — which sound 
a bit like Tool’s Maynard Keenan 
and a lot like Layne Staley. “And 
with those words of wisdom, we 
kinda changed what we were 
doing and how we did things,” 
says Mushok. “Fred really pointed 
us in the direction we're in right 
now. He helped us a lot in shaping 
some of the tuncs.” 





REVEILLE FORMED just over a 
year ago in the hamlct of Harvard, 
Massachusetts, where there’s one 
general store, a lot of apple trees, 
and no placc to play rock and roll. 
Everyone except the bass player 
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was still in high school, and the 

only gigs they'd played were the 
ones in the drummer's driveway, 
“for some of the kids in the neigh 
borhood and stuff,” details vocal- 
ist Drew Simollardes, now 18. In 
a sheepish voice that’s almost a 
whisper — a stark contrast to the 
angry growl out the 
rhythms of hip-hop over double 
barreled guitar on Reveille’s forth 
coming Elektra debut 
Simollardes recounts what little 
there is to tell of the band’s story 
The five of them scraped together 
pocket moncy, recorded a demo, 
and got themselves an agent, who 
shopped the tape and engineered 
a deal with Elcktra. Before that 
they'd never played a real show; 
they've been gigging seriously 
only since they got back from 
recording with Korn producer 
Steve Thompson (who brought 
along Cypress Hill’s B Real, 
whose part on Korn’s “All in the 
Family” had ended up on the cut- 
ting-room floor) this past 
February. A track from their sclf- 
released four-song EP is currently 
in rotation on WAAF. (Reveille will 
be part of the New England Metal 
and Hardcore Festival at the 
Worcester Palladium this week- 
end, and along with Staind they'll 
be opening for Monster Magnet at 
the Palladium on May 9.) 

Asked whether it fecls weird to 
be signed to a major label without 
ever having tourcd, Simollardes 
stutters, “Uh... | don’t know. | 
don’t even know what touring’s 
like.” 

The sum total of Reveille’s 
experience is little more than a few 
club datcs and some bigger shows 
opening for thcir fricnds in 
Godsmack. “Well, the Godsmack 
shows are for like the biker crowd 
and stuff,” Simollardes says. “Our 
fan base in general seems to be 
more the skater crowd — kids, 
anywhere from say, 16 to 20. But 
we go over really well with 
Godsmack’s crowd. There’s no 
competition between the bands 
whatsoever, because the music's 
so different, but it’s similar 
cnough so the fan basc is still the 
same, so it’s like two totally differ- 
ent shows, and the crowd really 
gets into it. It’s really cool.” 

What about Boston? “Boston's 
kind of hard to play, because they 
don’t get "AAF out there.” 

Has airplay made a difference 
in attendance at their shows? 
“Well, we didn’t have anybody 
coming to shows before that,” 
Simollardes admits. 

“The reality is that bands like 
Godsmack and Reveille and so on 
are becoming much more popular 
than most of the bands in Boston's 
elite society, if you will,” says 
WAAF's Douglas. “And you don’t 
have to be a brain surgeon, as a pro- 
gram director, to understand that 
we ought to be playing this music. If 
other stations choose not to, that’s 
their business. But maybe we're just 
going back to what the American 
colonics were all founded on — 
you've got the people who are say- 
ing, ‘We want something,’ and then 
you've got this hicrarchy that says, 
‘No, this is what you should want.’ 
And maybe this is a bit of a revolt. 
Kind of a quict revolt.” 

Still on the cell phone, #46 with 
a bullet, Sully Erna’s more than 
happy to be _ trailblazing 
Douglas's, uh, quiet riot. The suc- 

cess of Godsmack, Staind, and 
Reveille, should it all pan out, “is 
gonna put Boston back on the 
map,” he says. “It’s a great city, 
y'know? | hated to sce it going 
through a depression when noth 
ing was happening. And | can't 
say that we're responsible for all of 
this, but if we did have anything to 
do with it, then it makes us fecl 
even proudecr. | love my home, | 
love New England, and whatever 
it takes to keep that fucker on the 
map, I'll go the cxtra mile.”

| WILCO AT AVALON: 
SMOKEY JOES 


| Out they came, one cigarctte after 
another, fished from the left breast 
pocket of Wilco singer |Jcff Tweedy’s 
denim jackct. Before songs. After 
songs. During songs. And there were 
lots of songs — 26 of them, stretched 
across two hours and a pair of extend- 
ed encores. Here it was, the seventh 
date of Wilco’s scheduled 14-city 
mini-tour (the band arc also hitting 
the road with R.E.M. this summer) 
before a packed Avalon Ballroom last 
Friday, and already Tweedy looked as 
if he hadn't slept in days. “The ashtray 
| says you were up all night/Whcn you 
went to bed with your darkest mind,” 
he sang on “A Shot in the Arm” as he 
| strummed an acoustic guitar over the 
| burbling synth and scarching piano 
| notes that underpinned much of the 
matcrial drawn from Wilco’s new 
disc, Summer Teeth (Reprise). 

Tweedy’s bouts with his bad habits 
and personal demons — insomnia, 
the white-line fever that habitually 
grips him when he’s on tour, away 
from his wife and infant son — have 
provided Wilco with a stcady source 
of musical inspiration that’s translated 
into albums like 1996’s rustic, road- 
weary opus Being There (Reprisc) and 
the batch of bittersweet new songs 
(“How To Fight Lonclincess” and 
“Can’t Stand It,” to name two) that 
give Summer Teeth its thematic cohe- 
sion. That sense of rumpled, free- 
floating dislocation is, oddly cnough, 
what grounds Tweedy and his band, 
and it’s also what made them so con- 
sistently magnificent Friday evening. 
Expanded to a five-piece on stage (the 
band added a second keyboard player 
to flesh out the piano-and-synth-dri- 
ven new material), Wilco’s perfor- 
mance was by turns rollicking and 
haunting, playful and pensive, and 
shot through with a ragged, tender 
charm that was instantly cndcaring. 

With little more introduction than a 
brief, good-natured “Hi-ho,” Tweedy 
and company dove straight into the 
warm, chugging groove of the night's 
opener, “I’m Always in Love,” before 
surveying the troubled, swirling 
lament of “Via Chicago” — a tunc 
first screened by Tweedy and guitarist 
Jay Bennett (along with the gently dis- 
tressed “She’s a Jar”) more than a 
year ago at the Middle East upstairs as 
an acoustic number. Here, Bennett's 
bleary electric and drummer Ken 
Coomer’s scattershot snare rhythms 
underscored the fractured, coming- 
apart-at-the-scams desperation of the 
song’s narrator, who longs for little 
more than to return to the comfort of 
home, “where the cups are cracked 
and hooked above the sink.” 

Although Wilco offered up older, com- 
pulsory faves like the loping back-porch 
country of “New Madrid” (from 
Tweedy’s old band, Uncle Tupelo), the 
busted-for-DWI bummer “Passenger 
Side,” and the Stones-y stomp and romp 
of “Casino Queen,” the night was long 
on new material like the somber Alcx- 
Chilton-via-Neil-Young chamber pop of 
“In a Future Age”; there was also a pair 
of Woody Guthric—inspired nuggets, 
“Hesitating Beauty” and “Christ for 
President,” from last year’s acclaimed 
Mennaid Avenue collaboration with Billy 
Bragg. Toward the end of the second 
encore, smoking his umptcenth cigarette, 
flashing a rclaxcd grin, Tweedy looked, 
finally, like a guy who just might be able 
to get some slcep that night. If not, well, 
there was always another song to write. 

The night’s opener, Vic Chesnutt, 
was a study in skctchy minimalism. 
Performing matcrial from his new 
Capricorn disc, The Salesman & 
Bernadette (and joincd only by his 
wife and bassist, Tina Chesnutt, on 
stage), the wheelchair-bound Athens 
guitarist offered stubbornly skewed 
songs about topics like businessmen 
buying goods at the airport duty-free 
that shop were held together by the 
most skeletal of melodics. Like the

NAFTULE’S DREAM: 
KLEZMER PLUS 


Even within a genre notable for its 
postmodern — cclecticism, avant- 
klezmer sextet Naftule’s Dream go to 
extremes. Their new CD, Smash, 
Clap! (Tzadik), borrows at will from 
klezmer, jazz, and rock. And they cel- 
cbrated its rcleasc last Sunday in 
Cambridge with a spirited, over-the- 
top set at the Middle East. 

The band take their name from 
Naftule Brandwein, the klezmer clar- 
inettist from the first half of the centu- 
ry who was renowncd for his passion- 
atc playing. With a “mix translation” 
by Bill Laswell, Smash, Clap!, their 
second album for John Zorn’s Tzadik 
label, serves his memory well. On 
tunes like “Speed Klez” and “Yash the 
Chimney Sweep,” they play as if they 
wanted to banish sadness with pure 
merriment. Then on “Something 
There” and “Yid in Scattle,” they 
purge unhappiness with a cathartic 
wail. They play with such conviction 
and headlong abandon that the music 
docsn’t sound at all contrived, even on 
intricate tunes like “Aimless Path,” 
“Black Wedding,” and “Free Kiez 3 & 
4,” in which tempo changes, instru- 
mentation, individual and collective 
soloing, and writtcn arrangements are 
orchestrated for maximum varicty. 

The interplay of all the parts gives 
Naftule’s music real creative tension. 
The — instrumentation Glenn 
Dickson on clarinet, David Harris on 





trombone, Michael McLaughlin on 
piano and accordion, Pete Fitzpatrick 
on guitar, John Manning on tuba, and 
Eric Rosenthal on drums — is similar 
to carly jazz. From modern sources 
they borrow frequent changes in tempo 
and mood, sophisticated harmonies, 
extended techniques for unusual tonc 
colors, and collective improvisation. 
The melodies and time signatures are 
more reminiscent of old European 
Jewish folk music than even Tin Pan 
Alley; the addition of electric guitar 
gives the music the grit and physicality 
of rock. But it’s the ycarning and the 
reckless laughter of klezmer that are at 
the heart of Naftule’s Dream. 

At the Middle East, the rock energy 
came to the fore. McLaughlin more 
than compensated for the absence of 
guitarist Fitzpatrick with an accordion 
solo on the set’s third tune that Jimi 
Hendrix might have been proud of. 
And they conveyed the antic power of 
“Black Wedding” sans electric guitar 
with drummer Rosenthal kicking 
things along and trombonist Harris 
carving huge blaring riffs out of the 
air. Tuba playcr Jim Gray's burly, 
high-rclicf bass lincs provided extra 
juice in the rhythm section, too. 
Dickson’s urgent warbling and hoarse 
lamentations highlighted the twists 
and turns of “Free Klez 3 & 4” as well 
as a gorgcous unnamed new tunc. 
They ended the sct with a klezmerized 
version of the Beatles’ “I Want You 
(She’s So Heavy)” that cpitomized 
their sense of fun and adventure.

or Frank the wise-

The dedication got no laughs in Paris, 
but it’s exactly the kind of comment that 
brings the house down, over and over 
again, later that ycar when Frank takes 
the stage with Sammy and Dean at the 
Villa Venice restaurant in Whccling, 
Illinois. Long one of the more 
omnipresent of Rat Pack bootlegs, the 
cocktail-clinking Villa Venice show is now 
“officially” available (as a gold disc no 
less) as The Summit (Artanis). The story 
behind the show is vin- 
tage cement-shoes- 
meets-the-White- House 
Frank lore: The Summit 
was payback to the 
Villa’s owner, Chicago 
Sam “Momo” Gian- 
cana, who helped Frank 
help Kennedy secure his 
presidential bid by fix- 
ing the West Virginia 
primary. 

The Summit is a thrilling recording, a 
relentless shtick-and-yuk fest performed 
with a bar on stage — a polished, exces- 
sive gem of the kind of live entertainment 
that’s been lost to tuxedo’d-showroom 
history. But the real reason for spending 


| this hour and a half with these three 


crooning clowns is to hear a fascinating 
snapshot of inter-racial male friendship 
one year after the Greensboro sit-ins, 
one year before the march on 
Washington, and the same year that the 
black and white freedom riders headed 
South. 

When Dean and Frank hog a medley, 
Sammy barks, “If 1 don’t sing a song here 
soon, you gonna sce some troops on the 
stage.” Sammy interrupts his own rendi- 
tion of “All the Way” to comment on black 
invisibility on the TV show The 
Millionaire (“You'd think he’d run into 
somebody in some of them ncighbor- 
hoods he’s in”). 

But it’s Sammy’s double status as black 
and Jewish that all three “pallies” have the 
most fun joking about. We get a story 
early on about Sammy burning a Star of 
David on the lawn of a racist club owner

in Georgia. Sammy even feigns slipping 
into accidental Yiddish pronunciation on 
“She’s Funny That Way” (he docs 
“wudda” as “vudda”), and when Frank 
tells Sammy to shut up and sit in the back 
of the bus, Sammy strategically snaps 
back, “Jewish people don’t sit in the back 
of the bus.” Frank may get the last word 
— “Jewish people own the bus” — but 
Sammy, who could marry a_ white 
woman, out-talk Archie Bunker, and 
break bread with The Jeffersons, still 
refuses the seat. 

In The Summit's new liner notes, critic 
John McDonough 
describes the threesome 
as embodying “the 
essence of the liberal 
vision, a future where 
friendship was blind to 
race.”

Os Mutantes and the Nordeste 


Between 1968 and 


1970 a Brazilian trio called Os 


Mutantes (i.e., the Mutants) released a series of intriguing 
albums filled with innovatively arranged, oddly catchy 


pop songs in Portuguese that had the bite of 
acid rock, the protean grace of the psychedel- 
ic Beatles, and the rhythmic feel of Brazilian 
pop. For more than a decade the group — 
singer Rita Lee, guitarist Sergio Dias 
Baptista, and keyboardist/bassist Arnaldo 
Baptista — were more or less forgotten. But 
in the last few years tapes and import CDs of 
their music have been circulating in the pop 
underground, and now there are signs of a 
broader Mutantes renais- 
sance: their first three 
albums were recently reis- 
sued in the US by the indie 
label Omplatten, Beck 
titled his Mutations in trib- 
ute to them, and David 
Byrne’s Luaka Bop 
imprint will release a best- 
of set titled Everything Is 
Possible in early June. 

By today’s standards, the reissued 
Mutantes albums seem about as objection- 
able as a freshly baked cherry pie. But in the 
late 60s they were revolutionary and contro- 
versial. The band were part of the “tropi- 
calia” movement that dragged Brazilian pop 
howling into modernity, along with the likes 
of Caetano Veloso, Gilberto Gil, and Jorge 
Ben, all of whom wrote songs for them. 
Tropicalia’s catholic embrace of sneering 
electric guitars, traditional Macumba 
rhythms, orchestrations 
inspired by French pop, 
jazz improvisation, 
Spanish guitar, easy-listen- 
ing harmonies, and experi- 
mental electronics violently 
divided the Brazilian audi- 
ence. In fact, the Mutantes’ 
first major public appear- 
ance,sat a festival of 
“Musica Popular 
Brasileira” in 1967, turned 
into a riot, reminding us 
that any art so shocking 
that people are willing to 
fight over it is probably 
pretty good. 

The Mutantes poked 
back at the musical conser- 
vatives. Their third album, 
A Divina Comédia ou Ando 
Meio Desligado (“A Divine 
Comedy, or I Walk 
Disconnected” they 
were smoking a lot of pot 
in those days), includes a 


version of the Brazilian 
standard “Chao de 
Estrelas” (“Starry 


Ground”) that starts out as 
a weepy burlesque of over- 
dramatic singing and turns 
into a bizarre mishmash of 
sound effects and deliber- 
ate bathos. The album is 
the most sarcastic and 
straightforward-sounding 
of the three reissues, and 
consequently not the best ——— 
place to start. 

Conventional wisdom has it that the first 
disc — Os Mutantes — is the one, and it’s 
certainly the most striking at the outset. It 
opens with “Panis et Circenses” (“Bread and 
Circuses”), an exquisite hybrid of “Penny 
Lane” trumpet, musique concréte, and hym- 
nal singing; it goes on to include Caetano 
Veloso’s gentle, surreal bossa nova “Baby” 
and the Afro-Brazilian acid rock of “Bat 
Macumba.” But I’m partial to the weirder 
second album, with its even simpler title of 
Mutantes. It shakes off the their residual 
Beatles-isms, violently dislocates parts of the 
mix, and finds the band as unfailingly tuneful 
as ever, even though they’re clearly stoned

out of their heads (Lee bursts into giggles at 
the beginning of “Magica,” and four minutes 
later the brothers start playing the riff from 
“Satisfaction”). Mutantes might have 
shocked some fans, but that was the fun part. 

Everything is shocking in its turn, though. 
The Mutantes’ predecessors in attitude were 
the musicians of Nordeste, a style of the first 
half of the century that came from Brazil’s 
Northeastern states. Lee and the Baptistas 
occasionally paid tribute 
to the earlier generation 
directly see, for 
instance, “Adeus Maria 
Fulo” (“Goodbye Maria 
Fulo”) on their first album 
and “Dois Mil e Um” 
(“Two Thousand and 
One”) on their second, 
though the latter gets 
interrupted by some trippy 
sound-collage interludes. Two volumes col- 
lecting the Musique du Nordeste recorded 
between 1916 and 1946 have just appeared 
on the French label Buda Musique. 

The Nordeste musicians Luiz 
Gonzaga, Joao Pernambuco, Irmdaos 
Valenga, and many others — had a hybridiz- 
ing job of their own, bringing together the 
sounds of rural Brazil and the three-minute 
pop that the urban audiences of Rio de 
Janeiro expected. The singing and melodies 


draw on the sounds that were coming out of 
Tin Pan Alley and Hollywood; the plucked 
strings (bandolinist Luperce Miranda was 
practically playing bluegrass in 1928), 
accordions, and off-center rhythms are 
straight out of the Brazilian folk tradition. 
Musique du Nordeste includes some 
entrancing incarnations of Nordeste: rapid- 
fire patter songs called emboladas, fully 
orchestrated oom-pah-pah stomps like 
Jararaca’s “Dona Nha Nha,” and all kinds of 
other forms that were daring experiments at 
the time. These were the mutants of that 
generation, and they made it possible for 
their offspring to keep evolving. ®

Tom Waits’s new Mule Variations 
BY RICHARD C. WALLS Tom Waits’s new Mule Variations 


(Epitaph) sounds like a coda to a long period of experimentation — 
an after-the-storm reflection on Tom’s wild years, which began with 


the expansive musical murmurings 
of °83’s Swordfishtrombones and 
climaxed with the relentless corro- 
siveness of 93's Bone Machine, the 
latter being one of the all-time great 
uneasy-listening records, right up 
there with Captain Beefheart’s 
Trout Mask Replica (though differ- 
ent from the Captain’s epic in every 
other way). It sounds settled and 
assured, in its bizarre way, as befit- 
ting the work of a dedicated weirdo 
who's pushing 50. 

There’s a lot of blues here, tinged 
with surrealism — what Waits calls 
his “sururalism” songs — and a 
few cuts with the harsh clank and 
rattle that he perfected on Bone. 
But it’s the ballads that seem most 
singularly Waitsian. Waits (often 
with collaborator and 
Kathleen Brennan) writes some of 
the most godawful maudlin ballads 
imaginable and then makes them 
sound not only palatable but hip. 
And he does it by Icaning into the 
maudlinity, like a driver turning 
into an icy swerve.

Again and again, he 
gets away with murder. 
On “House Where 
Nobody Lives” he sings, 
‘What makes a_ house

comes to harm that’s freighted with 
the repeated refrain “Why wasn’t 
God watching?”, sounds as if it 
were being sung by a drooling 
maniac. Again, the bloated delivery 
serves its purpose: those of us too 
sophisticated or callous to respond 
to the hoary sentimentality may find 
Waits’s arabesque  acting-out 
engaging, even moving. Similarly, 
“Picture in a Frame” (which has the 
wonderful non-sequitur “I’m gonna 
love you/Till the wheels come off”), 
“Pony,” and “Take It with Me” — 
songs with simple heart-tugging 
premises — are made to sound rich 
and strange by dint of being given 
the gargoyle treatment. 

When Waits isn’t being sadder 
than sad, he’s living the life of no- 
visible-means with 
ingenuity, “watch- 
ing TV in the win- 
dow of a furniture 
store” on “Cold 
Watcr,” imparting 
dubious wisdom on

traces of the experi- 
mental years in these songs, mainly 
in the dollops of niccly garbled per- 
cussion, though the most effective 





mood enhancements are con- 
tributed by Marc Ribot’s guitar and 
Charlie Musselwhite’s harmonica. 

There’s one song here that defics 
categorization, being neither blucs, 
ballad, nor low-rent shtick. “What's 
He Building?” is spoken-word, with 
Waits as a man who becomes 
increasingly obsessed with a neigh- 
bor who keeps to himself. Over the 
sound of radio static and some 
avant-garde music, Waits starts out 
with the title question but quickly 
tips his hand as to the unhcalthy 
nature of his curiosity: “He has sub- 
scriptions to those magazines . . . He 
never waves when he gocs by. . . 
He's hiding something from the rest 
of us.” This is a very clever “song” 
on its own, but again it’s Waits’s 
voice that’s the secret ingredient. 
Starting out with a nicc blend of per- 
plexity and belligerence, by mid-rant 
he’s become positively dangerous: “I 
heard he has an cx-wife in some 
place called Mayors Income, 
Tennessee . . . and he used to have a 
consulting business in Indonesia,” 
he mutters darkly, pronouncing the 
place names with a palpable disgust 
that’s pretty damn funny. 

Not everyone would think so, of 
course. Word is that this has a 
chance of being Waits’s break- 
through album, the onc that makes 
it into the Top 20, what with him 
being so influential and all and so 
many pcople having finally caught 
up with whatever it is he’s doing. 
But I don’t sce it. | don’t hear the 
influence anywhere, cither dircctly 
or in an assumed tone, and | don’t 
sce how Waits’s grand-guignol 
emotionalism relates to any prevail- 
ing winds. Somewhat mellowed but 
still too rarcfied for mass consump- 
tion is the way I sec it.

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The write stuff 


Penguin Classics on CD 


BY JON GARELICK Wendy Wasserstein on Dvordk’s New 
World Symphony! Arthur Miller on Beethoven’s Fifth and 
Seventh! Tobias Wolf (!!) on Beethoven’s Ninth! 


The possibilitics offered by the Penguin 
Music Classics CD scrics are too strong for 
the working music reviewer to resist. After 
all, how often do we labor dutifully over 
descriptive analysis when what we really 
want to do is fly off into anecdotes and dis- 
solve in a puddle of our own feelings? 

Classical album-liner notes have always 
been the worst offenders at evoking objective 
critcria in discussing classical music (“The 
various scctions charactcrizing sonata form 
are clearly evident . . . "). So when the 
Penguin Music Classics began appearing a 
few months ago (drawn from the vast Decca 
holdings that include Deutsche 
Grammophon, Philips, and London), with 
their accompanying “literary” lincr notcs, | 
was game, ready to throw in the towel and 
give in to the amatcurs (hey, I’ve long con- 
sidered myself little more than an informed 
amateur who can make deadline). There was 
the authoritative Penguin Classics look of 
those CDs: the familiar black-and-pale-ycl- 
low-border design, anonymous 19th-centu- 
ry-Romantic-looking paintings slapped on. 
And oh those promises crying out from a red 
diagonal flag in the upper-left-hand corner: 
“Featuring original cssay by Harold Bloom.” 
| knew Harold wasn’t a musicologist, and 
probably not a musician, but he had to know 
a few things about Mozart that | don’t (jazz 
and pop, not classical, are my spccialtics). 
And if he didn’t, so what! A smart guy writ- 
ing about stuff he doesn’t know about is bet- 
ter than a dumb guy writing about stuff he 
does know about. Bring da noise, Harold! 

| wasn’t disappointed. The “original 
cssays” in the Penguin Classics are never 
more than 500 words or so. And yes, in parts 
they amount to littke more than very fancy 
blurb writing. Bloom reports that while por- 
ing over the proofs of his book on 
Shakespeare, he refreshed himself by “listen- 
ing intently to the astonishing performances 
by Alfred Brendel of Mozart’s Piano 
Concertos Nos. 21 and 23.” His little cssay 
touches on Shakespeare, Wallace Stevens, Sir 
Ralph Richardson as Falstaff. He tells us 
nothing about Mozart, and little more about 
Brendel than that “he is faithful to Mozart, yct 
the style of his performance is altogether indi- 
vidual.” How exactly he’s “faithful to Mozart” 
or “altogether individual,” Bloom never says. 
See what | mean? Forget the editorial blue- 
penciled scribbles of “How so?” in the mar- 








gin. It’s Harold Bloom, baby: ship it! 

Time and again the Penguin writcrs arc 
mute before the power of music. 
“Becthoven’s last period was incffable . . . its 
effects on us simply beyond description,” 
writes John Fowles, adding for good measure 
that the Arictta of the Opus 111 Piano 
Sonata “has always moved mc to tears.” 
Concedes Wolf: “Beauty, great heartedness, 
endless surprise — the words don’t get you 
there.” 

But the Penguin Music Classics do tell 
their storics. Arthur Miller writcs of how he 
calmed down over-cager actor Lee J. Cobb 
before the first production of Death of a 
Salesman at a performance of Beethoven's 
Seventh Symphony. * . | recall being 
struck for the first time by the series of near- 
climaxes, cach reined in until the final 
ingathcring explosion. | Icancd forward and 
whispered into Lee’s ear, “This is the last ten 
minutcs.’ ” A Iesson in aesthetics. 

Wasscrstcin takes us back to her first lis- 
tening to the Dvorak symphony as a kind of 
clitist showing off to the other high-school 
kids. In Praguc, ycars latcr, listening again to 
the Dvorak on a Walkman, she makes a con- 
nection between Dvorak’s old world and his 
visit to the new, the old world of her immi- 
grant parents, the new world they found in 
America, her own divided heritage. 

Garrison Keillor remembers the Handel 
Messiah as community musicmaking in 
Minncsota. Ethan Canin recalls his embar- 
rassment that his father was a symphony vio- 
linist and not something more hip — until the 
clder Canin gets a job as a studio musician 
and shows up on movic soundtrack, some- 
thing the young Canin can brag about to his 
friends. Colleen McCullough remembers her 
first cxposurc to classical music as a Catholic 
school girl in Sydney. Edmund White identi- 
fics with Tchaikovsky’s homosexuality. 

The writers rarcly talk about strictly musi- 
cal matters. Sometimes they never get 
around to talking about the performances at 
hand (Keillor is “introducing” Gcorg Solti’s 
Messiah, but among professional recordings 
he mentions only Leonard Bernstcin’s.) In 
the best of the Penguins, the storics are what 
get you there, worth twice their length in 
descriptive analysis. Wolf's is a story about 
his family, but it’s also about art and taste, 
and the importance of having one's taste val- 
idated, even if by a child. x

Out of Africa

backed by Europeans with proven chops in 
presenting global music. But a family-style, 
world-music festival in Texas? How hip 
could that be? 

Quite hip, it turns out. The first of two 
weckends closed a weck ago Sunday with 
Oumou Sangaré of Mali singing in 
Bambara, flinging her sculpted braids 
coqucttishly at the crowd, and shimmying 


to rootsy African rhythms in the face of 


Houston's glistening corporate towers. 
Many Amcrican promoters long ago con- 
cluded that “world music” appeals only to 
a white, post-college demographic. But 
here was Houston — blacks, Latinos, 
African immigrants, cowboys, Asian- 
Amcricans, and suburban soccer moms 
with their kids — in the thousands, boogy- 
ing with Oumou. 

For sheer world-music power, Houston 
still can’t top the array of talent seen last 
year at the three-day kickoff of American 
WOMAD in Scattle. But Houston’s linc-up 
is compctitive and, more important, it 
really feels like an American festival. 
WOMAD tossed in a few Scattle rock 
bands for local flavor last year, but they 
didn’t mesh. By contrast, Houston’s Latino 
Stage (Tejano, Southwest Spanish pop, 
and salsa), Texas Stage (featuring music 
from the likes of Joe Ely and Bad Livers), 
and zydeco-heavy Amcrican Stage formed 
a musical continuum that led naturally to 
the Afropop of Zimbabwe's Thomas 
Mapfumo and Benin’s Angelique Kidjo. 
World music is commonly characterized as 
foreign, exotic, “not from here.” Houston 
brings it home; Tejano and gospel are 
world music too. 

So how did Houston, of all places, figure 
out how to market forcign pop to the 
Amcrican masses? Jim Austin, the festival 
organizer for the past 12 years, always 
believed that Texans would love African pop 
if they could just experience it. The idca 
took selling. “When we first did the Africa 
theme in 1996,” he explains, “a lot of folks 
said, ‘Look, Jim, if you’re going to do Africa, 
you ‘e only going to be targeting 28 percent 
of the population [Africans and African- 
Amcricans].’ My response was, ‘No. We're 
going to use Africa as a theme and we're 
going to target the gencral markct.’” Austin 
still gets the odd complaint that there’s too 
much “Afriker” in the line-up, but the public 
and the city’s power brokers now support 
the festival enthusiastically. 

The key has been building a broad audi- 
ence from Houston’s core ethnic-cnclave 
communities. | can’t recall sccing such a

diverse audience grooving on foreign 
music in Amcrica. Scattle’s WOMAD drew 
an overwhelmingly white crowd with a |. 
strong hippie component. Africa Féte in 
Central Park turns out New York’s familiar 
Afrophile contingent. Both reinforce the 
prevailing hotion that Afropop is mainly for | 
white liberals. But in Houston, a belicvable 
cross-section of Amcrica was in attcn- 
dance. 

“Seventy percent of the people in front | 
of Angcliquc Kidjo didn’t know who she 
was,” estimates Austin. “Yet they were fas- 
cinated by her.” 

This year’s program spotlighted the 
nations of southern Africa, including sets 
from Thomas Mapfumo, Hugh Masckcla, 
Abdullah Ibrahim, and Stewart Sukuma 
(Mozambique), as well as performance 
troupes like Sowcto Strect Beat and the Zip 
Zap Circus of Cape Town. There were also 
exhibits, including a reconstruction of 
Great Zimbabwe's stone ruins. 

Forcign music and dance could cxpand 
their appeal in America through events like 
this, where the goal is to initiate pcople 
who have no cluc about griots, soukous, or 
capoeira.

*%*x* Chris Smither, DRIVE 
YOU HOME AGAIN (Hightone). 
Over the years Smither has 
recalibrated his original blues 
feel, fitting it snugly into a 
singer/songwriter esthetic. His 
last few Hightone discs have 
assessed the existential ques- 
tions that boggle most minds, 
and the plain-toned poetry of his 
answers has earned him the 
highest visibility of his career. 
Arrangements give the singer’s 
ninth record in 29 years its some- 
times poignant, sometimes grim 
demeanor. A full band interpret 
most pieces, adhering to 
specifics of mood. The soprano 
sax on “Hold On,” the shadowy 
harp on the title cut, the rhythmic 
whomp on Danny O’Keefe’s 
“Steel Guitar,” the distant brass 
band on “No Love Today” — this 
is an album full of small touches. 

But Smither is known to guitar 
zealots as a very hip picker, too. 
He can put his hands on a whole 
Crayola box of melancholy hues 
with just a six-string. Factor in his 
withered voice and you've got an 
expert at anguish. Regrets, good- 
byes, and how-comes all dot the 
album. So much so that it takes 
the romping of “Duncan and 
Brady” to balance the gloom of 
Eric Von Schmidt's “Rattlesnake 
Preacher.” Fortunately, Smither is 
convincing with both.

xxx J.T. Brown, WINDY CITY 
BOOGIE (Delmark). Saxman J.T. 
Brown's United sides aren't mere- 
ly an exciting chronicle of the '50s 
blues honkers’ craft. They sound 
like a missing link between blues 
and rock and roll. This even 
though the drummer providing 
that flat-four, driving thump is 
none other than classic old-time- 
blues sticksman S.P. Leary — a 
veteran of the bands of Muddy 


Waters and others — and the 
pianist ain't Chuck Berry's 
Johnnie Johnson but the 


Mississippi backwater-bred virtu- 
oso Sunnyland Slim. Brown (once 
described as “the only man who 
could make a horn sound like a 
nanny goat”) blows hard on the 
beat, and though he’s not much of 
a singer, he hits his vocal notes 
with the same outright attack he 
applies to sax. Mostly he keeps 
things campy and uptempo; it’s a 
fitting approach for his ebullient, 
house-rocking nature, and that's 
what makes this CD such a hearty 
good time. Boomer rock fans 
might recall Brown's playing on 
Fleetwood Mac's Blues Jam at 
Chess, which was recorded 10 
months before his death in 
November 1969.

No upbeat celebrations of 
springtime or a coastside sunrise 
here, but there are several 
thought-provoking, not-too- 
preacherly songs of doom and 
gloom: DiFranco’s folkie rap 
“Fuel,” Keb Mo's “Victims of 
Comfort,” Loudon Wainwright III's 
“A Hard Day on the Planet.” Other 
cuts — Ratdog’s cover of “Take 
Me to the River” and a live record- 
ing of Robert Cray’s “The 
Forecast Calls for Pain” — have 
only superficial links to the eco 
theme. But that’s just as well — it 
would have been a bit much to 
bend the blues out of its personal 
character by demanding each 
tune be tied to environmental pol- 
itics. True to forms as recogniz- 
able as Plymouth Rock, J.J. Cale 
mumbles, Roomful of Blues blast 
their horns, Tracy Nelson shows 
off startling vocal power on 
Memphis Slim's “Mother Earth,” 
and Etta James proves again she 
is a premier interpreter of pop 
material on the Eagles’ “Take It to 
the Limit.” Some cuts are new, 
some previously released, but 
there's not a clinker in the bunch. 


** Blackstreet, FINALLY (Lil’ 
Man/Interscope). It used to be 
that a rapper looking for main- 
stream success had to reckon 
with the reactionary forces of 
R&B. Usually he would negotiate 
a compromise — an extravagant- 
ly sung chorus here, a dedication 
to a special lady there — and 
hope his rap fans wouldn't accuse 
him of going soft. 

These days, it's R&B groups 
who are learning the merits of 
inclusivity. So in a blatant (and 
quite successful) attempt to stay 
current, Blackstreet start their 
new album with four hip-hop 
tracks in a row. Listening to Finally 
is a lot like listening to contempo- 
rary pop radio, as the program 
moves methodically from rap to 
soul to gospel. There’s no sequel 
to Blackstreet's career-defining 
1996 smash “No Diggity,” but 
“Girlfriend/Boytriend” — a battle 
of the sexes between Janet 
Jackson and the young rapper Ja 
Rule — is almost as catchy. As on 
pop radio, there are tons of slow 
songs, and they get tedious quick- 
ly. Yes, the radio-friendly “Take Me 
There” has been rescued from the 
Rugrats soundtrack (without 
Ma$e’s rap, strangely enough). 
And true to radio form, Finally 
even ends with a commercial: a 
plug for Blackstreet’s Web site.

** Moa, UNIVERSAL (Tommy 
Boy). Another European trip-hop 
diva? But why? We've already shiv- 
ered along with Bjork, gotten 
gloomy with Beth Gibbons, and 
jazzed it up with Tracey Thorn. Must 
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we even listen to Reykjavik resident 
Moa Juniusdottir? Well, why not? 
Moa's debut touches on the various 
subtleties of trip-hop, such as they 
are, and she's adept at falling in line 
with any mood that she and main 
collaborator (and ex-Bjérk affiliate) 
Eythor Arnalds stir up 
The oscillating opener, “Joy & 
Pain,” stomps along like a dance- 
floor anthem; the drum 'n’ bass

** 1/2 TAL BACHMAN 
(Columbia). Add this 23-year- 
old’s name to the lenathening list 
of pop progeny following in their 
parents’ footsteps with mixed 
results. On this occasionally 
engaging major-label debut, the 
son of former Guess Who/BTO 
dude Randy Bachman reveals 
he's a chip off the old block when 
it comes to the big hook. The 
opening “Darker Side of Blue” 
builds dramatically before crash- 
ing into an infectious, payoff cho- 
rus. And the album's best cut, the 
vaguely La’s-like “She’s So High,” 
is a sparkling model of pop com- 
position and execution. 

The problem lies in veteran 
Bryan Adams/Bon Jovi producer 
Bob Rock's typically ham-fisted 
sonic treatments, which flatten out 
any edges the material might oth- 
erwise have had and gives even 
the disc’s better moments (“You 
Don’t Know What It’s Like”; “I Am 
Free”) a sterile, oddly muted '80s 
sheen. Nevertheless, Bachman's 
often strong, rangy songwriting — 
not to mention his taste for florid, 
though’ effective, orchestral 
arrangements — shines through 
on tender tracks like’ the 
McCartney-esque “You Love Me 
(Like Nobody Loves Me)” and the 
Lennon-inspired “Beside You.” 
Meanwhile, the moody, piano-dri- 
ven ballad “| Wonder” evokes 
Buckley and Wainwright — Jeff 
and Rufus, that is.

* Sammy Hagar and the 
Waboritas, RED VOODOO 
(MCA). Look out, Jimmy Buffett: 
Sammy Hagar wants to be the new 
king of booze rock. Red Voodoo is 
the latest project keeping a dis- 
placed frontman out of our social- 
services system. It’s all about par- 
tying, drinking, and, of course, 
screwing, or “shagging” as Hagar 
calls it, presumably to show that 
he’s down with Austin Powers. 
Hagar takes Buffett’s love of

**1/2 Stuart Jones, LIFE 
FORCE (New World Music). 
Jones creates a dream world of 
lushly orchestrated, sadly spacy 
dance melody in which feelings 
can float. It resembles the elec- 
tronic music of Moby, except that 
Jones buttresses his melodic ther- 
apy palace with the deep, material 
pulse of house music. He arrives 
at his dreams-on-the-move by 
means of eight different computer- 
ized keyboard instruments and not 
much else — in just three songs 
does a guest diva turn up, the best 
of them being the sublime soprano 
of Charmine Ward on the first of 
the CD's three versions of “The 
Runner.” Even more sublime, 
though frustratingly distant, is 
Sarah Jones's Cocteau Twins—like 
wordless solo on the aptly titled 
“Your Love Lifts Me,” on which 
Jones swirls and stacks his piano 
and synthesizer music with a light 
touch, as dreamy as the best 
Italian disco without succumbing 
to calmness or reticence.

San Francisco's sunny hippie vibe 
permeates every beat on this sec- 
ond offering from Dubtribe Sound 
System, one of the rare techno 
outfits who actually swing. The 
group's ringleaders, Sunshine 
and Moonbeam, employ synthe- 
sizers, percussion loops, 
sequencers, and other tools of the 
techno trade, but they're also pro- 
ficient on a variety of more-tradi- 
tional musical instruments, and 
they augment their electronica 
with a free-floating gang of per- 
cussionists who supply a variety 
of African and Latin American 
beats. 

“Feelin’ Allright Now/Equatoreal,” 
for example, scrambles hard 
trance, Latin percussion, and an 
Earth Wind and Fire horn lick before 
transforming into a smoky, faux 
African chant. “Loneliness in Dub” 
blends funky barbecue organ, a 
pumping house beat, and melodica 
effects out of the Augustus Pablo 
book of dub.

Odd couple 


Difficult People is not easy

his frequent visits to Israel complaining of a sore back and announcing 
that he has imported a gift for his perpetually single sister: an available 


man. “What’s to understand?” he 
asks underwhelmed Rachel. “I got 
a slipped disc, you got a husband!” 

Truc, the potential husband 
already has one failed marriage, and 
he has spent time in a mental institu- 
tion, but a Jewish spinster and immi- 
grant in 1960s London doesn't have 
a lot of choices.

He is genuincly try- 
ing to protect his sister (“I’m sick of 
you clinging to the walls when you 
walk down the street,” he tells her), 
and he eloquently voices the feelings 
of exile, and eternal wandering, that 
Jewish immigrants have felt in 
countless nations and time periods. 

Lukoff is dignified and pathetic at 
the same time in her portrayal of 
Rachel, who valiantly tries to assimi- 
late to her adopted homeland of 
England. “Maybe you'd like some 
tea,” she says at awkward moments, 
which occur frequently. Forrest 
Waltcr is showy, but always com- 
pelling, as Layzer, the near-stranger 
that Simon hustles into London for 
his sister’s benefit. His pants are 
about two inches too short, and he’s 
got Eraserhead-like hair; though 








tolerance that plays on the names of 
the states, proudly maintaining that 
you can't take the “ssissi” out of 
Mississippi, the “homa” out of 
Oklahoma, or, most outragcously, 
the “K-Y” out of Kentucky. 
“Amcrica,” this first-act finale 
admonishes, “remember your fruit- 
ed plain!”

“Not All Man.” Here White appears 
to sport no costume at all as he lan- 
guishcs in a gym shower, perplexed 
at his lack of acceptance by the other 
guys. Whereupon he emerges from 
behind the stall to reveal himself as a 
fuzzy purple centaur, plaintively ask- 
ing why folks look at him “and say, 
‘Oh myth?’ ” 

Judy Garland sang of flying “over 
the rainbow.” Crabtree, rejecting 
Miss Roundhole’s asscssment that 
theater is “impractical, too expen- 
sive, and out of date,” grabbed the 
stage as a rockct to “over the top.” 
The unforgettably gotten-up When 
Pigs Fly is ample evidence that, 
before AIDS robbed us of a truly 
original talent, he got there. e 


already high-strung, he can’t get 
enough sugar cubes for his tea. 
Layzcr’s insistence on truth telling, a 
trait that will shortly cause heartaches 
for everyone concerned, is’ neatly 
established upon his entrance. 
“You're soaking wet!”, Rachel says to 
her visitor as he comes in from the 
rain.

1001 Real Apes; Jinkies!

1001 Real Apes (at the Peabody House Theatre Coop 
through May 8) isn’t about apes. And it isn’t actually by 


A DIFFERENT PLANET: Greenberger and the Mesozoic. 








David Greenberger, who’s a commentator 

for National Public Radio. reated in 
collaboration with Birdsongs of the Mesozoic, 
one of Boston’s most inventive bands, the 
show is a whimsical amalgam of 31 quirky 
stories, reflections, and opinions that 
Greenberger has culled from his interviews 
with old people, interviews conducted mostly 
at nursing homes and published in more than 
150 issues of a magazine called Duplex 
Planet. Greenberger’s understated delivery is 
crisp and gently cadenced, and the music is 
original. But on the planet of 1001 Real Apes, 
as on the Duplex motherworld, the oldsters 
rule. 

Greenberger launched the magazine 20 
years ago, when he was working as an 
activities director at the Duplex Nursing 
Home in Jamaica Plain; since then he’s 
spun a constellation of side projects from 
Duplex Planet, among them two books, a 
comic-book series, a couple of films, some 
radio shows, and several CDs and live-per- 
formance pieces featuring 
such musicians as NRBQ 
keyboardist Terry Adams 
and Lovin’ Spoonful 
leader John Sebastian. 
When he hooked up with 
the four gifted guys in 
Birdsongs (Michael 
Bierylo, Ken Field, Erik 
Lindgren, and_ Rick 
Scott), Greenberger didn’t ask them to cre- 
ate a score for his material; instead, he lis- 
tened to works and fragments they’d 
already written and then chose stories and 
snippets from Duplex Planet that best suit- 
ed the music, a fresh and almost indescrib- 
able fusion of rock, jazz, modern classical, 
sampled sound, and noise. It’s a odd way to 
work, but work it does. 

What makes it odder are the idiosyn- 
crasies of the band Greenberger worked 
back from. Birdsongs’ music is funny in 
both senses of the word. Because it’s amus- 
ing, it could easily seem to be poking fun at 
the Duplex Planetarians — yet it doesn’t 
come off as mean-spirited in the least. In 
part because the band riff on tunes and 
styles that were hot eons ago, such as Aaron 
Copland and honky-tonk, the music swings 
with the old folks, not at them. 

On the other hand, Birdsongs’ signature 
strangeness appears to have led 
Greenberger to pick the weirder dispatches 
from Duplex Planet. A cursory perusal of a 





half-dozen fairly recent issues suggests that 
the mix for 1001 Real Apes is considerably 
more addled than that of the ‘zines, which 
seem to blend nonsensical wackiness and 
something like wisdom in roughly equal 
measure. But to fault Greenberger for a 
sampling that’s not representative of our 
elderly population is to miss his project’s 
point and purpose, which he states in his 
program notes: “Since the elderly are 
already thought of by what they have in 
common — that they’re all old — I try to 
recast them as individuals. They are individ- 
uals for whom the fact of their age, and the 
decline that comes with it, doesn’t alter the 
larger reality of waking up anew every day 
as the same unique person.” 

How whacked-out are these old folks? 
Consider Arthur Wallace, who states the 
following oddities as fact: “Years ago the 
countries in Europe were full of minerals, 
but they ran out of it because they turned it 
all into silverware” and “There’s all kinds of 
women around Harvard 
Square, and about 10 or 15 
of them are wearing phony 
moustaches.” And here’s a 
psychedelic pearl from 
someone identified only as 
Fergie: “You treat a 
dinosaur with courtesy, and 
they'll treat you with cour- 
tesy. We got along with the 
dinosaurs very well. . . . Their lady friends 
will tell you that we treat them very well.” 
To which I say: “Yabba-dabba-do!” 

It’s too bad Fergie and Mr. Wallace 
aren’t around to give a lesson or two in 
wackiness to the youngsters of the Fun and 
Games Stage Company, whose inaugural 
production is being hosted by SpeakEasy 
Stage Company. Ostensibly a send-up of 
the long-running TV cartoon Scooby Doo, 
Where Are You?, Jinkies! The Scooby Doo 
Mysteries (at the Boston Center for the 
Arts through May 1) isn’t nearly out-there 
or irreverent enough. Part of SpeakEasy’s 
late-night series (long the private fiefdom 
of the hilarious John Kuntz), Jinkies! is a 
cartoon of a cartoon, which doesn’t mean 
it’s funny. In fairness, | must report that 
the opening-night audience — perhaps 
hard-core aficionados of the TV show — 
howled from start to end. But my advice to 
late-nighters expecting offbeat entertain- 
ment from Fun and Games is this: Scooby- 
dooby-don’t. B

Yet despite the apolitical 
ensemble’s renditions of such sen- 
timental schmaltz as “Happy Days 
Are Here Again,” the film in no way 
fuels the fantasy that music salved 
Germany's political wounds or ulti- 
mately sheltered the Harmonists 
from the Nazi horror.

Even without Titanic to hold her up, 
Kate Winslet proves herself one of 
the screen's most vivid presences 
in Gillies MacKinnon's story of a 
young mother with two very 
forthright young daughters who 
find themselves stranded in 1972 
Marrakesh. Julia (Winslet) dreams 
of making a pilgrimage to a Sufi 
sheikh in a monastery in Algeria 
Easy-going six-year-old Lucy 
(Carrie Mullan) and dour eight- 
year-old Bea (Bella Riza) seem in 
some ways more mature than their 
mother is; both are alternately 
bemused and annoyed at her care- 
less idealism.

Comedian Roberto Benigni’s con- 
troversial Holocaust fable has gar- 
nered audience awards at Cannes, 
Toronto, and Vancouver plus 
endorsements from groups like the 
Anti-Defamation League; it won the 
Best Jewish Experience Award at 
the Jerusalem Film Fest, the Best 
Foreign Film Oscar from the 
Academy, and the Best Actor 
Oscar for Benigni. The first half 
describes the improbable (in view 
of the anti-Semitic laws) courtship 
of Guido (Benigni), a homely 
Jewish waiter in the Tuscan town 
of Arezzo, and Dora (Nicolette 
Braschi, Benigni’s wife), an aristo- 
crat schoolteacher; your reaction 
will depend on whether you find 
the utterly goy Benigni’s Jerry 
Lewis/Robin Williams-—like antics 
amusing or sophomoric. Cut to five 
years later: Guido and Dora have 
an adorable charcoal-eyed little 
boy, Giosué (Giorgio Cantarini), 
but the Nazis are rounding up 
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Italian Jews, and so the whole fam- 
ily are shipped off to some 
unnamed death camp, where, to 
protect Giosué, Guido pretends it's 
all a game. The concept is well- 
intentioned and at times even mov- 
ing, but the way Guido capers 
about like the Hogan's Heroes 
gang at Stalag 13 trivializes what 
happened at places like Auschwitz 
and Dachau: no heads are shaved, 
and death takes place off screen.

It's through a creepy, 
digital Caesarean that computer 
nerd Neo (Keanu Reeves) is 
birthed into the resistance by 
Laurence Fishburne’s charismatic 
Morpheus, who believes the iber- 
hack is “the one” to master “the 
matrix” and free man’s mind. The

The combination of back projec- 
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tion, bad matte work, miniatures, 
and a man in a monster suit in this 
Hong Kong cult film about a giant 
humanoid ape who lives in the 
Himalayan jungle recalls Japan's 
monster epics. But Mighty Peking 
Man has qualities that put it way to 
the left of even the most insane 
Japanese films. Above ail, it has 
Samantha (Evelyne Kraft), a 
blonde jungle goddess who never 
wears more than a pasted-on ani- 
mal-skin bikini and whom Peking 
Man has mentored since her child- 
hood. Samantha tames not only 
Peking Man but all wild creatures; 
at one point, director Ho Meng- 
Hwa conveys the idea that an ele- 
phant and a leopard are sad she’s 
going away. During the action 
scenes, frenzied cutting induces 
that higher state of panic and verti- 
go that eludes more respectable 
fantasy films. The last third of the 
film is an all-out assault on moder- 
nity. No more cogent image of the 
idiocy of mass entertainment has 
been put on film than the scene in 
which a huge crowd gathers in a 
stadium to pelt Peking Man with 
candy and watch his tug of war 
with toy trucks.

* *1/2 NEVER BEEN KISSED 
(1999). It's Drew Barrymore's 
indomitable effervescence that ele- 
vates this dippy, silly drivel. Drew 
plays Josie, a 25-year-old Chicago 
Sun-Times reporter who's given an 
undercover assignment to go back 
to high school and get the scoop 
on the popular kids. Our intrepid 
heroine readily falls back into 
stride, hanging out with the 
school’s gaggle of geeks and 
becoming a member of the 
“Denominators” math team. It’s not 
until her slacker brother (David 
Arquette) enrolls at school, 
ascends to the throne of “Mr 
Popularity,” and gives his sister's 
public image a much needed boost 
that Josie becomes prom-queen 
material, prompting romantic inter- 
est from both the school hipster 
and her hunky, sensitive English 
teacher.

and Ethel, the Pirate's Daughter, 
and falling in love with the unap- 
proachable Lady Viola de Lesseps 
(Best Actress winner Gwyneth 
Paltrow), who is secretly acting in 
his theater company disguised as a 
boy. Their love dialogues and mis- 
adventures have a familiar ring — 
they are in fact the rough drafts of 
the lines and scenes to be immor- 
talized not only in the play about 
star-crossed lovers Will is daily 
revising, but in future works like 
Twelfth Night and The Tempest. 
Although determinedly lightweight, 
Shakespeare in Love is a self- 
reflexive ode to the power of art 
and love that at times is worthy of 
its namesake.
